The Board's report on the Land 
Revenue Settlement of the Presidency 
for the year ending 30th June 1886 was 
received by Government on the 9th June last or earlier than usual. This is so far 
satisfactory, but Government will be glad to see a further advance in the same 
direction as regards the submission of the report for the past year. 

2. Paragraph 2 of the Board's Proceedings affords details with regard to the 
season, which, although prolonged droughts in portions of the Ganjam, Bellary and 
Anantapur districts gave rise to some apprehension of the occurrence of scarcity, may 
be considered as having been one of fair agricultural prosperity. The outturn of crops 
was, on the whole, up to the average. 

3. It is gratifying to observe that there was, as compared with the preceding 
year, a very decided improvement in the public health, especially as regards cholera, 
and, in a lesser degree, small-pox, and that the condition of cattle on the whole was 
satisfactory. The Government agree with the Board in the opinion that the returns 
of the mortality of cattle are not wholly reliable : every care to render these more 
accurate than they at present are should be taken. 

4. The prices of the principal food-grains were about the same as in the previous 
year, the variations observable in different districts being the result of local and 
temporary causes. No reason is assigned by the Board for the general and large 
increase which occurred in the price of horse-gram, but from the reports of Collectors 
it is gathered that this was due to light crops. The comparison instituted in state- 
ment No. 5 between the market prices of food-grains for the year under report and 
the commutation rates adopted for the Revenue Settlement, as far as it has extended, 
shows— due allowance being made for the fact that the market prices given are retail — 
that the former, on the whole, bear a fair relation to the latter. The desirability of 
taking steps to record wholesale prices in view to admit of more accurate deductions 
with regard to the justice of commutation rates, both existing and future, has formed 
the subject of a recent communicaticm to the Board. 

5. It is satisfactory to note that, in the season under report, there was, as com- 
pared with that preceding it, an increase in the current demand of, in round numbers, 
26 lakhs of rupees, there having been in fasli 1294 (1884-85) a decrease, as against the 
demand of 1293 (1883-84), of 24| lakhs. This result, which, the subjoined figures 
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shoWi occurred under the item ^^Byotwar," is one attributable to the &iyorable nature 
of the season which, while it stimulated cultivation much, diminished the item of 
remissions.

7. The figures with regard to the acreage of ryotwar holdings (excluding South 
Canara for which statistics are not available) show an increase of 437,476 acres or 2 
per cent, on the extent held during the previous year. The increase in assessment 

was Rs. 2,89,176 or about -8 per cent.

That 309,278 acres or 71 per cent, of this 
area were occupied in the five districts, 
marginally noted, affords a gratifying 
indication of steady recovery from the 
effects of the last famine. Contrasted 
with the figures of fasli 1286 (1875-76)— 
the year prior to the great famine — the 
decrease in the extent of holdings for the 
year under report was still 145,000 acres, this being made up of a deficit of 726,000 
acres in famine districts, partly met by an increase of 680,000 acres in those known 
as non-famine. The Anautapur district, which, in the preceding year, showed a very 
marked deoUne in the area of its holdings, in fasli 1295 (1886-86), not only recovered 
its lost ground, but was 14,000 acres to the good. In but one district of the Presi- 
dency (Ganjam) was there, in the year under review, a decrease in the area occupied, 
aad ihu was due entirely to lands having been taken up by Qovenunent for the 
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Bnshiktilya irrigation project. Beferring to the statement in the margin of paragraph 
15 of the Board's Proceedings, Government observe that no explanation is offered 
as to why snch a large extent of land as over 5,000 acres had to be bought in by 
Government in the Coimbatore district for want of bidders. 

8. In consequence of the favorable character of the .season, 86 per cent, of the 
total area of holdmgs was cultivated. This figure is one which, judging from the 
statement in the margin of paragraph 16 of the Board's Proceedings, shows that the 
check caused by the previous season was almost overcome. The percentage (97"10 
of cultivation to the average before the famine was by far the highest which has 
occurred since that event : another favorable feature was the fact that, of the increase 
of 725,000 acres, more than 89 per cent, was in districts which suffered very 
severely during 1876-78. Had it not been for the lateness of the rains of the 
south-west monsoon, in the Ceded districts, particularly Anantapur, the probability 
is that the increase would have been still larger than it was. It is observed that, 
with reference to paragraph 7 of G.O., Revenue Department, No. 968, dated 8th 
November 1886, the Board have not furnished the information therein called for. 
The omission should be supplied in future reports. As regards waste remitted, the 
figures * are as satisfactory as those for cultivation, the extent, upon which remis- 
sions were granted, consisting almost 
entirely of wet lands, being less than oner 
fourth of that upon which they wer6 
given in the previous year. Eemissions 
on dry lands, which are allowed only in 
exceptionally adverse seasons, were not 
found necessary in that under review. 
The small sum shown under this head 
was granted on dry lands made over to 
applicants after the cultivating season had 
come to a close. No sufficient reason is 
assigned for the large percentage which 
the wet waste charged bore to the total

wet waste. This, as compared with the figure for fasli 1293 (1883-84), which was a 
good season, exhibits an increase of 6*5 per cent. The fact that portions of registered 
fields left waste are usually charged at the annual settlement, cannot account for 
this increase in any appreciable degree, as the item is one which occurs every year ; in 
fasli 1294 (1884-85) the lands included in it constituted one-third of the area charged. 
From paragraph 12 of the report of the Collector of Cuddapah, it appears that 
Es. 1,650, beiug the assessment of lands left waste under irrigation sources out of order, 
was charged. The Board will call upon the Collector to state under what circum- 
stances this charge was made, and what steps, if any, have been taken to put the 
irrigation sources, under which the lands charged lay, into order. In the Tinnevelly 
district the area of the wet waste charged, entered in statement No. 11, does not 
agree with the figures given in the Collector's report.

ryotwar revenue, amounting to 26f lakhs 

of rupees, consisted of a decrease in 

remissions (21 lakhs), and of an increase (1) in assessment proper of holdings 

(3 lakhs), (2) in second-crop assessment (1^ lakhs), and (3) charge for water (1 j lakhs), 

aU of which were due to favorable season. 



13. Miscellaneous revenue. — ^Under the head "Miscellaneous" there was a net 
decrease of Bs. 77,225, particulars of which are given in paragraph 27 of the 
Proceedings under review. The explanation from North Arcot, vrith regard to item 
No. 4 in the statement, embodied in the paragraph quoted above, is not clear : it is, 
however, presumed that what is meant is that puttahs were not issued because 
sub-divisions of survey fields had not been demarcated and sketched. It should 
have been stated why in Ganjam, Tanjore and Tinnevelly alone there was an increase 
in process service fees.

15. Collections-' Current.— Ot the total demand, Rs. 444,48,826 or 95-7 per 
cent, were collected and remitted during the year, leaving a balance of Rs, 19,75,7(16 

which was reduced by subsequent collec- 
tions (Hs. 17,13,633) and remissions 
(Ba. 11) to Rs. 2,62,062 or only ^ per 
cent at the end of January 1887. The 
percentage of coUectioDS and remissions 
to the demand was the highest obtained 
since the famine, and Government concur 
with the Board in considering this result 
exceedingly satisfactory and creditable to 
the officers concerned. 

16. Collections — Arrears. — ^The arrear balance at the beginning of the year 
amounted to Rs. 32,36,498, of which Rs. 26,02,042 were collected and Rs. 1,66,572 
remitted, leaving a balance of Rs, 4,67,884. This was reduced by subsequent collec- 
tions (Rs. 1,90,434) and remissions (Rs. 55,898) to, at the end of January 1887, 
Rs. 2,21,552 or 6-8 per cent, of the demand. This balance includes Rs. 53,786 
already remitted by Government but not written off the accounts, and Rs. 18,779 
reported to be irrecoverable. Excluding these amounts, the balance at the end of 
January last was Rs. 1,48,987. 

17. Coercive processes. — The Government note with satisfaction that although there 
was, as compared with fasli 1294 (1884*85), owing evidently to more promptitude in 
the collection of the revenue, an increase in the number of processes issued, there 
was a marked decrease, during the year under report, in the extent to which the 

coercion was actually resorted to for the 
realization of the Government revenue, the 
number of defaulters, whose property was 
sold, having decreased by 34-2 per cent.^ 
the extent of lands brought to sale — which 
would have been much less had it not 
been for the sale of the two muttas in 
the Salem district referred to in paragraph 
33 of the Board's report — by 3*3 and the 
value of personal property sold by 22*3 
per cent. The amount of arrears for 
which property was actually sold was, as 
in the previous year, only 3*4 per cent, 
of the amount for which processes issued. 
There was, also, a decrease, as noted in 
the margin, in the extent of lands bought 
in by Government for want of other bid- 
ders. Of the total amount recovered by 
the sale of property, Rs. 3,05,960 or 667 
per cent, were realized in the marginally- 
noted five districts. Government observe 
that the Cuddapah district again exhibits 
the largest number of sales for the re- 
covery of arrears, though the percentage, 
as compaied with the total number of 
sales in the Presidency, declined from 
36-5 in fasli 1294 (1884-85), to 21-7 in 
fasli 1295 (1885-86). Government trust 
that the causes to which the Board 
(paragraph 32) assign this decrease will 
have, ere this, operated to reduce the 
figure of this district to a very much less 
abnormal rate. Government notice, though the Board do not remark upon the point, 
that the collections of the remissions granted in fasli 1294 (1884-85), and subsequently 
refused by Government, necessitated in Tanjore the sale of property to a larger extent 
than usual.

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18. Government have again to notice the very high proportion of coercive 
processes served in the Madura district by agency other than that of the village estab- 
lishments. The percentage of processes so served was 65*6. Although this figure 
shows a slight decrease upon that of ths preceding year, it is by no means marked. 
It is hoped, however, that the Collector will give, during the current season, full 
effect to the orders which Government recently passed on the explanation called for in 
paragraph 17 of G.O., Kevenue Department, No. 968, dated 8th November 1886. 

19. Sanction is granted to write off Rs. 683, being the amount of in-ecoverable 
advances under the Land Improvement Loans Act in the Anantapur district and of 
Es. 2, reported to be irrecoverable out of advances for seed-grain in Madura. 

20. In paragraph 43, the Board have given a list of the taluks which were not 
settled by Collectors during the five years ending fasli 1295 (1885-86). Government 
desire that the standing order, that every taluk in each Collectorate should be settled 
by the Collector himself at least once in five years, shall be strictly maintained. 

21. The report on the working of the new rules for the treatment of irrigation 
from private wells, so long overdue, should be submitted without further delay. The 
matter is one which has formed the subject of several reminders to the Board. 

22. Government notice that there is considerable want of uniformity in the 
manner in which the reports of Collectors are drawn up and that some contain matter 
which might, with advantage, be omitted. It appears desirable that the Board should 
issue orders prescribing a standard form in which district jamabandi reports should 
be written.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF REVENUE

Bbsolution— dated 18th May 1887, No. 80. 

The Board resolve to submit to Government their report on the settlement of 
the land revenue for fasli 1295 (1885-86) or the revenue year ending 30th June 
1886, together with the usual statements. 

2. Season.— The following remarks on the state of the season are extracted from- 
the Board's administration report for the official year 1885-86 : — 

" The season was on the whole favorable for agricultural operations, except in Qanjam 
Yizagapatam and portions of the Ceded districts and Eistna, North Aroot and Malabar. The 
average rainfall for the presidency amounted to 44-38 inches against 47-61 in 1884-86 and 46*96 
the average of the six years ending 1875-76. The south-west monsoon was more copious 
than in the preceding year, except in the four northern districts and North Aroot. Exdiidinir 
the two west coast districts and the Kilwris, the circumstances of which are exceptional the 
quantity of rain registered in the rest of the presidency during the two monsoons amounted 
to 14-08 and 18*89 inches, respectively, against 14-00 and 24-34 inches in 1884-86 and 18-76 
and 15-78 inches in the six years ending 1875-76. In (Janjam, the season was more unpro- 
pitious than in the preceding year; the rainfall was not properly distributed, and Im-m 
remissions had to be granted (over Rs. 1,13,000) for entire loss of crops and for waste in the 
case of wet lands. The tracts north of the Bushikulya suffered more than others and the 
assessment on rainfed paddy lands had also to be remitted and the collection of the (iovem- 




however, somewhat revived the withering crops, but the outturn was indifferent. In Kistna! 
the season opened propitiously, but from the middle of August a temporary droi^ht prevail^ 
which caused some alarm, particularly in the Palndd and Sattenapalle taluks, where nearlv 
every tank or well ran dry, and cattle had to be fed on the leaves of the yepi iffardtrickta 
binata) tree in the Government reserves. But all apprehensions of scarcity were removed bv 
A timely fall of rain on the 7th and 11th September and later on in the season. The Deui 
taluks which depend for their irrigation on river channels also suffered from deficienov of 
water in the Kistna. The river began to rise early enough, but its highest rise was onlv 
12 feet over the anient, and even this lasted only for a short tune, and consequently manv 
of the Divi island tanks, which can only be filled in high freshes, remained empty and the 
canal supply began to fail as early as September. The north-east monsoon, however proved 
more favorable and helped to mature the standing crops. In Bellary and Anantapur the total 
rainfall exceeded that of the previous year, but the fall up to the end of Augiwt was verv 
scanty and not well distributed, and serious apprehensions were entertained that the seas^ 
would prove worse than that of 1884-85. The early crops everywhere withered ; caterpillars 
made tiieir appearance in several villages of the Bellary district; scarcity of fodder and 
water-supply increasr d, and people began to migrate from the Bellary, Alur, Hadwralli and 
Ad6ni taluks in search of employment. In* the middle of September, however, most propitious 
rains fell and saved the districts from imminent distress. The fall in the Bellaiy district 
was copious and almost continuous from 13th September to 12th October. The withered 
crops revived and yielded about half the average. Pasturage became abundant, wanderers 
returned to their homes, and the necessily for the re-opening of the Quntak^-Hindupur 
extension as a relief work, as contemplated in G.O., No. 1039, Revenue, dated 14th September 
1886, disappeared. In Anantapur the rains were too light to flU the tanks, many of which 
remained dry throughout the year. ^ 

In North Arcot, the staple diy crops suffered seriously owing to deficient rainfall in 
August and again in October and November. In Malabar, the total rainfall was above the 
average, being 130 -I o inches against 95-88 inches in 1884-85, and an average of 114-95 in the 
six years previous to famine; but it was unseasonable and unevenly distributed, so that the 
early crops suffered from excess of rain and the later ones partly from its insufficiency and 
partly from insects, llie freshes in the principal rivers throughout the presidency were not 
quite so high as in ordinary years, but all the channels received a fair supply In Goddvari 
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the river rose 17 feet 6 inohes above the look sill at Dowlaifihweram against 20*7 feet in 1884-85. 
The right-hand trough waU of the important aqueduct of Gannavaram which irrigates the whole 
of the Nagaram island gave way on the 16th July 1885, but the re-opening of the canal for 
irrigation was effected without loss of time, and there was no very material injury to 
cultivation." 

3. Crops. — ^The following is the account given by Collectors of the condition 
and outturn of crops in each district. For the whole presidency the produce on 
irrigated and unirrigated lands was on the whole up to the average. 

Oanjam. — Bainf ed and irrigated paddy suffered much, and the outturn was poor ; 
that of dry crops was indifferent. 

Vtzagapatam. — The general outturn of paddy in the Government taluks of 
Gblgonda and Sarvasiddhi was estimated at a six-anna crop, and that of dry grains at 
eight annas. In the zemindari taluks and in the rented taluk of Pdlkonda, the yield 
was a little more than half the average. 

Goddvari. — ^The average outturn of wet and dry crops was 65 per cent, good, 
25 per cent, indifferent, and 10 per cent. bad. 

Kisina. — ^The outturn of early dry crops and paddy was estimated at three- 
fourths, that of cholum at more than half the average, and of later crops at five-sixths. 

Nellore. — The yield was fair. 

Cuddapah. — The outturn of dry crops was about half the average, and that of wet 
crops moderate. 

Anantapur. — The general outturn was indifferent and in parts bad. 

BeUary. — The average yield of the early crops was eight annas, and that of late 
crops between eight and twelve annas. The lands under river ch^mels yielded as 
usual, a good outturn. 

Eiirnool. — ^The outturn of cholum (the staple food-grain of the district) was 34 
per cent, fair, 42 per cent, middling, and 24 per cent, bad ; the other dry grains yielded 
from 14 to 36 per cent, of a full crop. The outturn of paddy under the canal and 
under tanks was 24 per cent, good, 43 per cent, fair, 25 per cent, middling, and the 
rest bad. 

Chingleput — The outturn of paddy was on the whole up to the average. 

North Arcot — The yield of wet and dry crop was below the average. 

South Arcot — The yield of the principal dry crops was far better than in the 
preceding year. Over 9 per cent, of the total area yielded a twelve-anna crop, 68 per 
cent, between twelve and six annas, and the rest below six annas. The outturn of 
paddy was nearly the same as in last year, 21 per cent, of the area yielding twelve 
annas and 53 per cent, between twelve and six annas. 

Tanjore. — ^The outturn was up to the average. 

Trichinopoly.—ThB outturn was, on the whole, good. 

Madura. — ^The outturn was fair though below the average. 

Tinnevelly. — ^The outturn of the kar paddy was generally up to the average in the 
river valley. The yield of the pishanam paddy crop was a little below the average, 
and that of dry crops indifferent. 

Ooimbafore. — The paddy crop was fair, except in the Coimbatore taluk, and yielded 
on an average an eight-anna crop. The yield of dry crops varied from two to twelve 
annas. 

NUgirtB. — ^The crops were fair. 

&fow.— The yield of the early dry crops was indifferent, varying from six to eight 
annas. The wet crops fared better, and the yield was about eight to twelve annas. 

South Ganara. — The outturn of paddy was quite up to the average, except in 
parts of Kdsarag<5d taluk where the crop suffered a little from the attack of insects. 

Malabar. — ^The yield of paddy was below the average, while that of other products 
was generally fair, that of upland crops being, however, poor. 
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4.' Sanitary condiiian.^^^The public health was, on the whole, very satisfactory, as 
-compared with the two preceding years, the rate of mortality for the whole presidency 
haying amounted to 19*4 per mille of the population of villages from which returns 
were received, against 23*5 and 21*3 per mille in faslis 1294 (1884-85) and 1293 
(1883-84). The decrease as compared with fasli 1294 appears in all tiie districts, 
except Cuddapah, South Canara and Malabar, where, however, the increase was only 
933, 646 and 160 deaths, respectively. The subjoined statement compares the deaths

5. Condition of cattle. — ^The condition of cattle was, on the whole, good, and fodder 
and pasture were generally sufficient. The mortality declined in all the districts, except 
Yizagapatam, Nellore, South Canara and Malabar. In the first three districts the 
increase is ascribed to the prevalence of disease and in the last to more accurate regis- 
tration. The statistics furnished by Collectors are, however, not wholly reliable. 

6. Prices. — The average prices of the principal food-grains for the whole presi- 
_, ._. ^^_ dency, horse-gram excepted, did not vary 

much from those of llie previous year. 
The details for the districts are given in. 
statement No. 3. Paddy was cheaper 
than in the previous year in all the 
districts, except the four northern and 
Cuddapah, Madras, North Arcot, Salem 
and Malabar in which there was a rise. 
In Anantapur and Chingleput the first 
sort was a trifle cheaper, while the second 
sort was a little dearer. The variation 
exceeded two seers per rupee only in 
three districts — Ganjam, Yizagapatam and 
Goddvari. The average price of cholum for the presidency is somewhat high, but 
it was cheaper than in the previous year in the districts in which it is a staple food- 
grain, the only exceptions being Goddvari, Kistna, Cuddapah and Tinnevelly. In the 
last two districts the difference was small, but in Goddvari and Eistna the increase 
in the price was 9 and 12 per cent, respectively. Similarly cumbu was cheaper in the 
districts in which it is largely grown, except in Kistna, Cuddapah, North Arcot and 
Salem. In the case of the second and third, the difference was about half a seer per 
rupee. Of eleven districts in which ragi is an important article, the price was higher 
in five and lower in the others. In horse-gram alone was there any considerable 
rise in the price. The increase occurred in all districts, except Bellary and Nflgiris.. 
The following diagram shows the price of paddy (second sort), cholum, cumbu and. 
ragi for the past eleven years.

10. Shrotrietn Jodi. — Shrotriem jodi is the quit-rent levied on villages held on 
iavorable tenures. The quit-rent on minor inams, Le.^ detached pieces of lands held on 
inam tenure as distinguished from whole inam villages, is shown under the head of 
*' miscellaneous." The number of villages held on favorable tenure during the year 
was 3,808 and their area is estimated at more than If millions of acres, the quit-rent 
payable to Government being Ks. 6,67,885 against Es. 6,64,707 in the previous year. 
The increase in the quit-rent is explained in statement No. 8. It was chiefly due to 
the transfer to this head of a sum of Bs. 4,021 previously entered by mistake in the 
North Arcot district under ^^ miscellaneous."

In Madura there was a small increase in the area in the Palni taluk (Acres 6,779) 
accompanied, however, by a decrease in the assessment, caused by the introduction of 
the new settlement rates into that taluk ; the remainder of the increase in the area and 
assessment shown against this district was due to a favorable north-east monsoon. 
The increase in the Kistna district was due partly to puttas having been granted for 
a large extent of dry lands shown under miscellaneous in the previous year and partly 
to extension of wet cultivation caused by improvements made to certain channel 
works. The increase in North Arcot was due to survey excess having been charged 
in the new settlement which was introduced into the Wsuidiwash talok and partly to 
the transfer of some hill villages from the Salem district. In Cuddapah, Trichinopoly 
and Malabar there was an increase in the area accompanied by a decrease in the 
assessment. In the first two districts, the decrease in assessment was due to the 
reduction of the rates on permanently improved dry lands under old wells to ordinary 
dry in accordance with G.O., dated 20th October 1883, No. 1316. The reduction, 
thus effected, amounted to Rs. 13,079 in Cuddapah and Ks. 32,971 in Trichinopoly. 
The decrease in the Ganjam district, both in the extent and assessment, was due to 
Acres 1,481 assessed at Rs. 2,318 having been taken up for the Rushikulya project.

14. Compared with fasli 
1286 (1875-76), or the year 
before the famine, the occu- 
pied area in the year under 
report still exhibits a decrease 
of Acres 145,636 * or "7 per 
cent., against 2*9 per cent, 
in fasli 1294 (1884-85) and 
3'4 per cent, in fasli 1293 
(1883-84) and 4-6 per cent, 
in fasli 1292 (1882-83). The 
falling off in fasli 1295 was 
the result of a gross decrease 
of about Acres 725,000, chiefly 
in the districts which suffered 
from the famine and an in- 
crease of about Acres 580,000 
in the remaining districts.

16. Eoldinffs and cultivation. — State- 
ment No. 11 shows the particulars of 
holdings with the subsequent changes 
and the extent cultivated and charged 
for. Out of the total occupied area 
aggregating more than 19| millions of 
acres, over 17 millions or 86 per cent, 
were actually cultivated and the remain- 
der left waste. The marginal statement ^ 
shows the proportion of the cultivated 
area to holdings in each year since the 
famine, and also the proportion of the 
cultivation in each year to the average 
cultivation during the two years before the 
famine. Compared with fasli 1294, there 
was an increase of nearly 726,000 acres 
in the area actually cultivated. Of this 
increase over acres 680,000 or 80*2 per 
cent, appear in the six districts noted in 
the margin.t The proportion of cultiva- 
tion to holdings varied considerably in 
different districts and was less than 80 
per cent, in the districts named in the 
margin.l Omitting the Nflgiris, the

The small remission granted on dry lands relates to the four districts named in 

^ the marginf and represents the assessment 
of lands taken up after the cultivation 
season was over ; in the Coimbatore 
district it includes also the assessment of 
lands held by minor puttadars which were 
left waste. The former should have been 
excluded from the demand as directed in 
Board^s Proceedings, dated 22nd May 
1883, No. 1413. The remissions granted 
on wet lands left uncultivated amounted to 
Es. 3,80,744, or 32-2 percent, of the total 
wet waste. These were granted chiefly 
in the districts noted in the margin. J In 
Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Goddvari, Kistna 
and Cuddapah they exceeded those of the 
previous year owing to diminished supply 
in the tanks. 

18. Waste charged. — The assessment of waste lands charged amounted to nearly 

30 lakhs of rupees, or 8-3 per cent, of the 
total assessment of lands under occupa- 
tion. The proportion of the area on

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The greater portion of the dry waste oharged generally conBists of lands reserved 
for pasture or left fallow. These were as usual large in Goddvari, Kistna, Tinnevelly, 
Coimbatore, Nellore^ Trichinopoly and Madura, where they amounted to nearly If 
millions of acres or 69*7 per cent of the total extent of dry waste charged, viz., 
nearly 2^ millions. Of the total wet waste charged, yiz., acres 188,827, assessed at 
Rs. 7,99,264, more than a fourth of the area (acres 63,783, assessed at Bs. 1,92,666) 
consisted of portions of fields left waste for which remissions are not usually granted. 

19, Particulars of crops. — ^The subjoined statement shows the proportion of the 
area of Government and inam lands cultivated with different descriptions of crops 
in comparison with the figures of the previous year. Full details are given in 
statement No. 13 : —

Exclusive of zemindaris, the total area (Government and inam) cropped during the 
year under report amounted to a little more than 24. millions against 22f millions of 
acres in the preceding year. Nearly 81*6 per cent, of the area was devoted to the 

production of food-grains, 5*6 per cent, to 
the cultivation of cotton, 6 per cent, to 
that of oil and other seeds. Information 
regarding the area cultivated in zemin- 
daris is not available, except as regards 
cotton, indigo and sugar-cane, the parti- 
culars of which are given in the margin. 
The cultivation of these special crops 
except cotton shows a decrease compared 
with the preceding year. The area under 
cotton cultivation amounted to a little 
more than 1^ millions of acres, showing 
an increase of 38,058 acres or 2*4 per cent, 
as compared with fasli 1294, but was less by acres 52,004 than the average of the 
three years before the famine. The increase over fasli 1294 occurred chiefly in the 
Ceded districts and Eumool, and was due to copious rainfall during September and 
October 1885. The net increase would have been greater, but for a decrease of 
over acres 35,000 in Coimbatore and 19,600 in Eistna caused by deficient rainfall 
in July and August. The indigo cultivation declined by over acres 40,000 compared 
with fasli 1294. The decrease was large in South Arcot (acres 30,900), Kistna (acres 
28,000), North Arcot (acres 24,300), and was due in the first-named district to

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extension of ground-ntit cultivation which is more remunerative. In Kistna and 
North Arcot the decrease was attributed to the want of timely rains. On the other 
hand, there was an increase under this crop in Eumool (acres 22,000), Cuddapah 
(acres 11,300) and Anantapur (acres 8,300). Under sugar-cane cultivation there 
was a net decrease of acres 7,867 which occurred chiefly in Goddvari, Bellary and 
South Arcot. In Goddvari the decrease is ascribed to the absence of a proper supply 
of water in the Teleru river, under which the cane is largely grown, and to a fall in 
the price of jaggery in the cultivation season. In Bellary it was due partly to this 
latter cause and partly to the tanks not having received any supply until September, 
and in South Arcot to the breaches in the anicuts not having been successfully closed 
within the year under report. 

20. Total ryotioar assessment including second-crop assessment and Watergate. — 
The total assessment of ryotwar holdings, including second-crop revenue and water- 
rate in cases in which these are separately charged, amounted to Rs. 393,73,109, 
showing an increase of Rs. 5,63,337, or 1*4 per cent, over fasli 1294 (1884-85), and 
Rs. 4,33,864 or 1-1 per cent, over fasli 1293 (1883-84). There was an increase of 
Bs. 1,52,343 in the revenue from second-crop cultivation which was generally due to 
favorable character of the season. In North Arcot it was due also to the classifi- 
cation of wet lands as first and second crop at the new settlement in the Wandi- 
wash taluk where no such distinction was previously recognised. The bulk of 
this revenue was derived from lands irrigated by the Cauvery in the Tanjore and 
Trichinopoly districts, by the Pdldr and some large tanks in North Arcot and 

Chingleput, and by the Tdmbrapami in

deltas, and partly also to anient water having been freely taken for the irrigation of 
dry crops owing to failure of rains in September. There was a decrease in North 
Arcot of Rs. 25,806 under this head which was due to deficient rainfall in August, 
September and October. 

21. Remissions — Statement No. 14. — The total remissions of assessment amounted 
to Rs. 27,62,951, or Rs. 21,15,470 (43 per cent.) less than in the preceding year. 
They fall under three main heads — 

(1) Occasional remissions or those granted with reference to the state of the 

season. 

(2) Fixed remissions or remissions independent of the state of the season. 

(3) Deductions from the beriz or land-revenue demand made on account of 

road and village cesses included in the assessment, or on account of 
allowances to village officers or to religious institutions formerly paid 
from the treasury. The details of the principal items are shown

22. Occasional remissions. — Owing primarily to the more favorable character of 
the season in the year under report, and in part also to the more careful conduct of 
Bubordinates in consequence of the punishment of laxity in Tanjore, the remissions 
granted under this head amounted to only Bs. 7,32,000, or a little more than one- 
fourth of the sum remitted in fasli 1294 (1884-85). The remissions on lands left 
waste (item 1) have been noticed in paragraph 17. Those granted on aooount of 
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withered crops and loss of produce (item 2) relate chiefly to the two northern districts, 

Ganjam and Vizagapatam, where the

In Goddvari the remis- 
sions for loss of produce amounted to 
Bs. 24,479, but were less than in fasli 1294 by Bs. 8,128. On unirrigated lands a sum 
of Bs. 1,059 was remitted in the Ganjam district, with the Board's sanction, on account 
of failure of crops, and Bs. 204 were remitted in Malabar.

Item 8. — A sum of Bs. 6,702 was 

remitted on lands held under the tope 
rules and Bs. 3,384 on lands held on cowle. The total extent of cowle lands was 
acres 33,903, of which acres 22,996 in Malabar were cultivated free of tax, the 
assessment thereon being excluded from the demand. The assessment of the remain- 
ing area was Bs. 13,818, of which Bs. 3,384 were remitted under the terms of the 
cowle {vide statement No. 15). 

Item 4. — ^The remissions granted for the maintenance of irrigation works amounted 
to Bs. 13,802, of which Bs. 11,184 relate to Cuddapah and Bs. 1,580 to North Arcot. 

Item 6. — ^Under other items are included Bs. 4,883 remitted on gardens and 
coffee estates classed as unproductive in the Malabar district; Bs. 3,684 usually 
remitted on waste salt-pans in South Canara, and Bs. 1,512 remitted in the same 
district on the salt pans in Coondapoor taluk ordered to be closed (G.O., dated 11th 
February 1885, No. 175); Bs. 2,474 remitted on lands granted to village artizans 
and certain privileged classes in the old Cuddalore taluk in the South Arcot district ; 
and Bs. 1,664 on lands in the Nflgiris devoted to plantations (G.O., dated 22nd 
September 1871, No. 1656), or to cinchona cultivation (6.O., dated 80th October 1883, 
No. 1349). There are also a number of petty items of remissions to certain privileged 
classes included under the head, which will either disappear when the new settlement 
is introduced or be transferred to the category of inams and settled by the Inam 
Commissions. 

24. Under the head of deductions from the demand, the only items requiring 
notice are (1) deductions on account of allowances to religious institutions and (2) 
those on account of fees and salaries to village officers. The increase of Bs. 7,920 
under the former item was chiefly due to the substitution of payment by beriz deduc- 
tions for assignmeats of land revenue resumed in the district of Tan j ore. The decrease

25. Net land revenue ryotwar. — Excluding the remissions and deductions above 
•zplained, the net ryotwar demand amounted to over 366 lakhs (Bs. 3,66,10,158), or 
above 26f lakhs more than the revenue of fasli 1294 (1884-85). The increase was 
the result of a gross increase of Rs. 28,33,048 in fifteen districts and a falling off of 
Bs. 1,54,241 in the remaining six omitting Madras : —

Compared with the ayerage of five years before the famine, the net increase in the 

ryotwar demand amounted to over 13 lakhs 
of rupees. The real increase, however, 
will be found to be very much greater 
(over 18^^ lakhs of rupees), if the deduc- 
tions from the demand made in favor of 
religious institutions in lieu of cash pay- 
ments formerly made from the treasury is 
taken into account. 

26. Statement No. 16 shows the 
average rates of assessment for each district in fasli 1295 (1885-86). 

The average for the presiden(5y was Rs. 1-0-11 per acre for dry and Rs. 4-13-8 
per acre for wet lands. The latter is exclusive of the delta lands in the Goddvari 
and Kistna districts on which a separate water-rate is charged. In working out the 
average, the amount included on account of the cesses in Goddvari, Trichinopoly and 
in some taluks of the Kumool and Kistna districts should be excluded, but full details 
of the deductions under dry and wet are not available. 

27. Miscellaneous Revenues. — The revenue under the head of miscellaneous 
amounted to Bs. 40,71,680 against Bs. 41,48,905 in the preceding year, as detailed

The increase under item 1, quit-rent on minor inams (Rs. 11,122), was large in 
Anantapur and Bellary and was due to no remissions having been granted to the 
village officers in the year under report, and to service inams under attachment having 
been cultivated owing to the more favorable season. In Kumool there was an increase 
of Rs. 2,403 due partly to the additiooal quit-rent charged on excess area discovered * 
on measurements in inams, but chiefly to the old jodi levied on village service inams 
which were cultivated out of the extent relinquished by the inamdars or bought in by 
Government at revenue sales and fuUy assessed. There were decreases in some 
districts, chiefly in North Arcot, Goddvari, Cuddapah and Nellore, due to relinquish- 
ments by the inamdars or sales for arrears. In North Arcot and God^vari it was due 
also to the transfer to this head of the quit-rent on certain whole inam villages which 
were erroneously included under miscellaneous. In the assessment of lands culti- 
vated but not included in the ryotwar demand (item 4^, there was an increase chiefly 

in the districts noted in the margin. 
In South Arcot and Cuddapah, the entries 
evidently include unauthorised and con- 
cealed cultivation. The Collector of the 
former district explains the increase to be 
due to puttas not having been issued pending inspection of the lands cultivated by 
competent officers. In Bellary, it was due partly to the restrictions laid down in 
Board's Proceedings, dated 16th January 1886, No. 123, prohibiting the issue of 
puttas at jamabani for lands cultivated by village officers without formal application, 
and partly to second-crop cultivation in the Hospet taluk after jamabandi in fasli 
1294 having been brought to account in the year under report. In North Arcot, the 
item includes the assessment on portions of survey fields formed by the clubbing of 
several paimash fields during the settlement, but for which puttas were not issued 
pending the erection of durable boundary marks and the preparation of sketches. 

j/^^ 7, — The decrease under this head occurred in the Madura district where 
the grass-tax in the Palni taluk was abolished on the introduction of the new 
settlement (Board's Proceedings, dated 16th June 1886, No. 1362). The bulk of this 
revenue (or Rs. 15,685) is realized in the Nellore district. In the charge for water on 
zemindari and inam lands (item 14), the decrease of Rs. 70,112 was the result of a 
gross falling off of Rs. 1,60,725 in five districts, partly diminished by an increase of 
Rs. 90,613 in thirteen others. The decrease was large in Kistna (Rs. 1,50,242) and 
was due to the fact (1) that in fasli 1294 (1884-85) the demand of water- tax on most 
of the zemindaris was settled before the end of the year and included also the demand 
on account of previous years, and (2) that in the year under report the water-tax 
in the Niizvld zemindari was settled after the close of the jamabandi. In 
God^vari, there was an increase of Rs. 62,169 due mainly to the charge of water- 
rate on account of dry crops irrigated in the Rdmachandrapuram, Amaldpuram and 
Tanuku taluks where the rainfall was deficient. The decrease in the receipts from 
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process service fees (item 8) occurred in all districts, except Ganjam, Tanjore and 
Tinnevelly, and was due to a very large number of the processes having been served 
through the village agency. In Salem the decrease of Rs. 3,521 is ascribed to 
the old rates of fees having been collected in one taluk in the previous year, but 
discontiQued during the year undet report, and also to fees having been erroneously 
collected last year even for processes served by village officials in the Atiir taluk. 
The revenue derived from rented villages (item No. 3) includes the rents of P41konda 
and Honjeram estates in the Vizagapatam district, which have been leased out to 
Messrs. Arbuthnot and Co., and certain villages in Goddvari, Chingleput, North A.rcot 
and Salem. According to accounts furnished to the Collector by Messrs. Arbuthnot 
and Co.'s Agent, the settled demand of the estate amounted to Es. 1,58,272 or Es. 114 
less than in fasli 1294. Of this sum, Rs. 1,53,307 were collected within the fasli. 
The irrigation works are said to have been repaired at a cost of Es. 3,428. The lease 
expired with the year under review, and Government have sanctioned its renewal.

villages settled on the basis of a division 
of produce, amounted to Es. 3,453 against 
Es. 3,771 in the preceding year. There 
were four villages and a fourth share in 
another on this tenure in the Eamnad 
zemindari in the Madura district and the 
revenue from them amounted to Es. 3,453 against Es. 1,825 in fasli 1294. The 
increase was due to the favorable character of the season. The two amani villages in 
Chingleput were transferred to ryotwar in the year under report. The other items do 
not call for remarks. 

28. Total Land Revenue Demand — Current — The entire land revenue demand for 
fasli 1295 (1885-86) amounted to very nearly 464|- lakhs, or about 26 lakhs more than 
the demand of the previous year as shown below : —

Of the current demand above shown, 
nearly 444^ lakhs (Bfl. 4,44,48,593) or 
95*7 per cent, were collected and Es. 233 
written off, leaving a balance at the end 
of the year of less than 20 lakhs or 4*3 
per cent. This was reduced by subsequent 
collections and remissions to Es. 2,62,062, 
or only -5 per cent, of the demand, at the 
end of January 1887. The collections 
were on the whole very satisfactory and 
compare favorably with those of previous 
years. 

29. Arrears. — The arrear demand at the commencement of the year amounted to 
Es. o2,36,498, of which Es. 26,02,042 were collected and Es. 1,66,572 written off 
during the year. Deducting subsequent collections and remissions, aggregating to 
Es. 2,46,332, the balance left at the end of January 1887 was E«. 2,2 J, 552 or 6*8 
per cent, of the total arrear demand. This includes, however, a sum of Es. 53,786 
remaining to be written off the accounts out of the amount abeady sanctioued by 
Government and Es. 18,779 reported to be irrecoverable in the quarterly statements. 
Deducting these two sums the balance on 1st February 1887 will be reduced to 
Es. 1,48,987. Particulars of the demand, collection and balance, current and arrears, 
for each district are ^iven in statement No. 18, which has been n^^de up to the ead o| 
of January 1887.

30. Charges. — The land revenue charges for the year amounted to Ks. 33,11,339 
or 7*03 per cent, on the revenue realized, as against 7-90 per cent, in the preceding year. 

31. Coercive processes. — The total number of coercive processes issued for the 
collection of revenue exhibits an increase of 288,166 or 8*3 per cent, compared 
with the preceding year ; but there was a large decrease in the number of defaulters 
whose property was actually sold, and in the extent and value of the property sold as 
shown below : —

The details for the several districts 



are given in statement No. J 9. Of the 
total number of processes issued, amount- 
ing to more than 3f millions, nearly 2f 
millions relate to the first seven districts 
noted in the margin. The number of 
these processes has always been large in 
South Aroot, but the Collector, in reply to 
a reference from the Board, explains that 
this is due to the number of holdings 
being larger and the rates of assessment, 
especially of dry lands, being higher than 
in the surrounding districts. In the year 
under report, there was a further increase 

in the number of processes, which is 

ascribed to heavy arrears which were 
outstanding and to the stringent measures adopted for issuing processes invariably on 
default. The increase in Coimbatore is said to be due to the same cause, and in 
Tanjore to the difficulty experienced in collecting the remissions of fasli 1294 subse- 
quently disallowed by GoyeriLmeiit. In Salem, the Collector attributes the increase

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" to the high prices that ruled during the last two faslis." This is not understood. If 
the ryots were able to command higher prices for their produce, that ought to have 
enabled them to pay the Government demand with greater ease. In Bellary and 
Anantapur, the increase was due to the fact that collections were suspended m the 
previous year owing to unfavorable season, and the ryots subsequently withheld 
payment, in many cases, until processes were issued. The following statement shows 
the amount of arrears for which processes were issued in the first instance and the 
arrears for the recovery of which it was eventually found necessary to sell the 
defaulter's property : —

More than 96| per cent, of the arrears for which processes were issued were 
recovered without actual recourse to sale of property. This percentage was even 
exceeded in eleven districts. In South Arcot and Tanjore, the arrears for the collec- 
tion of which processes were issued were large, ranging from 22 to 24 lakhs of rupees, 
but the amount for the recovery of which it was actually found necessary to sell the 
defaulter's property was considerably less than a lakh in each case. 

32, Taking the whole presidency, the number of defauters whose property was 
actually sold amounted to 41,833 against 63,610 in the preceding year, being a 
decrease of 34*2 per cent, which occurred chiefly in the following districts : —

As in the preceding year, the largest number of sales took place in the Cuddapah 
district, viz., 9,082 or 21'7 per cent, of the total number for the presidency, but the 
number was considerably less than in fasli 1294, owing probably to the improved 
condition of the ryots and to changes carried out in the administrative staflE of the 
district. In the amount realized by sale of property, there was also a decrease in 
several districts, amounting to over a lakh of rupees, as compared with fasli 1294. 
This was, however, partly counterbalanced by an increase of Rs. 50,719 caused by the 
sale of two entire muttas in the Salem district for arrears of revenue, and by increases 
of Rs. 15,476 and Rs. 8,615, respectively, in Tanjore and South Arcot. There was an 
increase also in Cuddapah in the value of property sold, amounting to Rs. 6,912, 
notwithstanding a decrease of 61 per cent, in the number of defaulters, which is not 
explained. 

33. The total extent of lands sold for arrears of revenue was acres 68,638 
against acres 70,990 sold in the preceding year. The decrease would have been much 
greater but for the sale of two muttas in the Salem district, the owners of which

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could not agree amongst themselves as to the share of the arrears to be paid by each. 
The extent of the muttas was acres 15,813 and the sum realized by their sale was 
Es.

extent sold is still large in several districts. It exceeded 70 per cent, in 
Bellary, Madura, Coimbatore and Nllgiris, while it ranged from 60 to 70 per cent, 
in Vizagapatam, Cuddapah, Anantapur, North Arcot, and South Canara. In Ganjam, 
it amounted to 56-0 per cent, and in Goddvari, Kistna, Kumool, Trichiuopoly and 
Malabar it varied from 40 to 60 per cent. The number of defaulters whose property 
was sold was 1 in 65 of the total number of puttadars against 1 in 41 in the preced- 
ing year, 1 in 20 in fasli 1293, and 1 in 69 in fasli 12S5, the year before the famine. 
The amount of arrears for the recovery of which lands and moveable property 
were finally sold amounted to Rs. 5,61,997 or only 1*1 per cent, of the total demand 
(arrears and current) as in the preceding year. 

34. Statement No. 24 shows the number of coercive processes served by the ordi- 
nary village agency and the number served by the special-paid establishments. Over 
86 per cent, of the processes were served by village servants against 83 per cent, in 
the preceding year, and 62 per cent, in fasli 1293. Madura is the only district 
in which the number of processes served by the special agency exceeds the number 
served by the village establishments. The cause of this is not explained, but the 
total number of coercive processes issued in this district is small compared with roost 
other districts of the presidency. The receipts on account of process fees and the 
actual cost of the special establishments entertained for executing the processes were 
less than those of the previous year as shown below : —

The Collector 
has been called upon to explain what steps were taken in his own office and by the 
pleader now practising at Ellore towards the recovery of the costs. Excluding this 
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8um, the balances entered against Cuddapah, Madura andMalabar, which are due by 
persons who haye no property, and Annas. 9 due in Korth Arcot in a case in which 
the decree as to costs was subsequently reversed, may be written off the accounts. 
The other balances are still large in Madura, Tanjore, South Arcot and Malabar. 
The Collectors concerned should take immediate steps for their recovery. 

37. Ruined tanks. — Nine ruined tanks having an ayacut or irrigable area of about 
acres 161, assessed at Rs. 400, were made over to private individuals at the special 
rates of assessment.

38. Advances made to cultivators under the Land Improvement Act — Statement 
No. 21. — A sum of Rs. 5,057 was granted in the shape of loans under the Land 
Improvement Act ; in Anantapur (Rs. 4,255), Cuddapah (Rs. 402), and Chingleput 
and Coimbatore (Rs. 200) each. Since the revised rules sanctioned in G.O., dated 
28th February 1887, No. 219, Revenue department, have been published, there have 
been several fresh applications for loans in the first-named district and the Collector 
has applied for a grant of Rs. 30,000. The Board trust they will be in a position to 
report next year that the exertions of other Collectors in this direction have been 
attended with equally satisfactory results. The following abstract shows the amount 
of advances outstanding and the amount collected and remitted during the year : —

i HAVE the honor to submit the annual report on the land revenue settlement 

and collections of this district for fasli 
♦ Sent separately. 1295, together with the prescribed state- 

ments ♦ as per accompanying list. 

2. Settlbment — Statement No. 1. — ^The jamabandi of the Berhampore taluk was 
made by Mr. Foster, the Acting Senior Assistant Collector, at eleven places viz. 

*Injili, Purushottapur, Ganjam, Chatrapur, Gopalpur, Baghundthapuram, MandiapalU 
Berhampore, Tickarapada, Golantra and Ichdpur, in 40 days, between the 2nd March 
and 21st April 1886. 

3. The jamabandi of the Goomsur taluk (excluding . Chokkapad Khandam) was 
made by M.K.Ry. A. Suryanarayana Bow Naidu Garu, General Deputy Collector in 
charge of the division, at five places, viz., Buguda, Ballibhadra, Aska, Suradd and 
Bussellkonda, in 34 days, between the 15th February and 20th March 1886. 

4. The settlement of the Chokkapad Khandam was made by Mr. Joseph Acting 
Special Assistant Agent, at two stations, viz., Chokkapad on the 10th, 11th and 12th 
January 1886, and at Posara on the 5th March 1886. 

5. The Chicacole taluk was settled by me as Acting Principal Assistant Collector 
at two places, viz., Chicacole and Calingapatam, in six days, between the 11th and 
23rd March 1886. This was possible because the chief matter requiring prolonged 
inquiry, the questions of remissions for wet waste, had been gone into locally in the 
course of a prolonged toiir in December when the crops were standing. 

6. Villages,— The number of villages was 1,582 against 1,584 in the preceding 
fasli, showing a decrease of two villages as shown below : —

7. The decrease in item 2 is due to the fact that two of the joint-rent villages of 
the Goomsnr taluk were sold for arrears of revenue and purchased by Government 
for want of bidders. They having been left waste during the f asli are excluded with 
reference to the Board's Official Memorandum, dated 14th November 3883, Eoutine 
No. 7117, and a note is added at the foot of the statement No. 1 as directed. 

8. PuTTAS. — ^The number of puttas was 45,961 against 45,426 of the preceding 
fasli, showing an increase of 535 puttas. 

This is the net result of an increase of 892 puttas granted to new ryots who 
either took up fresh lands for cultivation or acquired from existing holders by transfer 
and under decrees of Civil Courts, and of a decrease of 357 puttas on account of lands 
given up or sold for arrears of revenue and purchased by Government for want of 
bidders. 

9. One thousand five hundred and forty-two puttas were altered owing to the 
death, &c., of ryots or to changes in the holdings, while 43,527 puttas underwent no 
change at all during the year. 

10. A statement showing the names of the officers by whom each taluk in this 
district has been settled during the last five years is also herewith enclosed as directed 
in G.O., dated 26th July 1886, No. 628, Revenue, communicated with Board's 
Proceedings, dated 14th August 1886, No. 1827. 

11. Season and ceops. — I repeat below what I have stated in the administration 
report about season and crops : — 

" The year was worse than its predecessor as regards wet crops. Rainfed paddy lands 
suffered veiy muoh. Irrigated paddy lands have also sij^ered a good deal. 

" The condition of the tracts north of the Ruahikulya, which suffered more than others, is 
fuUy dealt with in Mr. Horsfall's letter, dated 26th March 1886, No. 922, embodied in Boaixi's 
Proceedings, dated 14th April 1886, No. 924, in which was sanctioned the renussion of 
Rs. 1 218-10-10, being the assessment on rainfed lands in the Government villages of Damodara- 
pnram, Kanchipuram, Ganjam and PaHbanda of the Berhampore taluk. 

" The postponement of collection of the peishciish demand of fasli 1295, payable by the zemin- 
dars of Biridi, Hmnma, and Palur, situated north of the Roshikolya, has been approved of by the 
Board of Revenue, in their Proceedings, dated €th January 1886, Mis. No. 106, owing to the 
failure of crops in those zemindaries. 

<^I have lately recommended the postponement of the issue of coercive process for the 
collection of quit-rent and land-cess balances for the same reasons for which the postponement of 
peishcush kists has been sanctioned. 

" Although the quantity of rain was about the same as last year, it was of much less value 
because it was not properly distributed. There were only a few freshes in the principal rivers in 
the district.

•V? ^»^™8.— The increase in the deaths from cholera and small -pox is partly 
attnbutable to the excessive heat and bad water-supply due to the short rainfall. But 
the cholera deaths were only part of the mortality due to the cholera-wave which, 
coming northward, visited this district last in the Presidency. 

o ono ^' £^^1^ deaths from cholera, according to the weekly season telegram, amounted to 
3,892 in fash 1295 against 3,1 93 in fasli 1294. This disease, which broke out in March 
1885, continued in virulence until September 1885, in which month it commenced to 
decrease. 

16. As for the larger increase in the deaths from fever, as also for the increase 
in the deaths from other causes, I am inclined to think that the statistics for fasli 
1294 are quite unreliable. I give below the figures for the last six faslis :—

There were no special reasons why there should have been such a large decrease 
in fasli 1294 as compared with four faslis preceding it and the fasli succeeding it. 

17. BiBTHs.— The unfavorable character of the season in faslis 1294 and 1295 
and the high price of food seem to have caused the decrease in births in fasli 1296 
by causing imperfect nutrition to be more frequent. 

Public health was otherwise generally good throughout the year. Food was 
plentiful, except in the north of the Bushikulya, where the people ate bamboo rice for 
some part of the year.

The figures in question do not include deaths among sheep and goats* The decrease 
in the number of deaths in the Berhampore and Goomsur taluks is due to the fact 
that cattle disease was less prevalent during the year than in last year. 

19. The Chioacole Tahsildar reports that the increase of cattle deaths in his taluk 
is attributable to the improved accuracy in the statistics furnished by the village 
officers in the current year. 

20. Prices. — Tn the case of all the food grains prices were higher than in the 
preceding year. This was due to the very unfavorable character of the season.

24. Waste charged and remitted. — Of the ryots' holdings, viz., Acres 360,681 
assessed at Els. 7,49,843, an extent of Acres 27,299 assessed at Rs. 63,404 was left 
waste. Of this, Rs. 24,344, being the assessment of Acres 9,615 of wet land left waste 
in the three talnks owing to excess or deficiency of water bat not to any neglect 

on the part of the ryots concerned, and

1886, No. 924. 90 of dry (rainfed^ land left waste in

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28. It will be seen from the above table that there was a decrease in the ryotwar 
area and assessment as also in the miscellaneous revenue. 

29. The decrease in the former is chiefly due to the grant of larger remissions 
than in the preceding fasli owing to the very unfavorable character of the season and 
to the reduction of assessment on certain lands taken up for the Rushikulya project. 

30. The decrease in the miscellaneous revenue is chiefly due to the fact that last 
year's flgure includes the charge made on certain lands in the Goomsur taluk for 
concealed irrigation for three years preceding the settlement.

32. Compared with last year there was slight decrease in the cultivation of 
special products. 

The decrease under the head sugar-cane is the net result of the increase under Circar 
and inams in the taluks of Berhampore and Goomsur and decrease in the permanently- 
settled estates. The increase in the cultivation of the Berhampore taluk is reported 
to be due to the bright prospects of the season at the beginning and that of the 
Goomsur taluk to the failure of paddy crop. The Principal Assistant Collector reports 
that the decrease in the Government taluk of Chicacole and in the zemindari and 
proprietary estates in the Sub-division is due to the want of timely rain. 

33. The decrease in cotton and indigo is chiefly due to the decrease in the 
permanently-settled estates in the Sub-di^dsion which is attributed to the want of 
timely rain. 

34. Fnclostjeb Oro Statement No. 3 — Progresstvb Cowlb. — At the end of fasli 
1294 there were acres 2S0, assessed at Rs. 108, held on cowle tenure, of which an extent 
of acres 100, assessed at Rs. 75, was brought to full assessment during the year under 
report, leaving an extent of acres 130, assessed at Rs. 33, under cowle tenure. A fresh 
cowle was granted to Mr. Minchin for acres 90, assessed at Rs. 32, for twenty years 
at Venkatrayapuram, Berhampore taluk, under private tope rules for casuarina planta- 
tion, making a total of acres 220, assessed at Rs. 6(5. 

35. The cowle remissions amounted to Rs. 65, so that there was nothing payable 
to Government. 

There were two cowles existing at the end of the previous fasli, of which, as stated 
above, one was brought to full assessment during the year under report, leaving only 
one cowle. The fresh cowle granted during the year made up the number to two. 

36. Enclosure D to Statement No. 3 —Portions of fields left waste. — Of the 
extent of waste charged, viz., acres 17,594, assessed at Rs. 28,900, an area of acres 
7,421, assessed at Rs. 12,325, appertains to portions of fields left waste, while the 
remaining acres 10,173, assessed at Rs. 16,575, represent entire fields. 

37. Of the extent of waste remitted, viz., acres 9,705, assessed at Rs. 24,504, acres 
971, assessed at Rs. 2,900, appertains to portions of fields in the Berhampore taluk, the 
assessment of which has been remitted under the head " waste, ^^ while the assessment 
of the remaining portions of the fields has been remitted under the head " loss of crop.'* 

88. Enclosure E to Statement No. 3 — Particulars of cultivation and of waste 
CHARGED. — Of the land settled, viz., acres 350,976, assessed at Rs. 7,25,339, an extent 
of acres 195,776, assessed at Rs. 2,30,148, was dry, acres 4,097, assessed at Rs. 6,737, 
were cultivated with dry crops but irrigated ; and the remaining acres 1 51,1 03, assessed 
at Rs. 4,88,454, were mamool wet bearing a consolidated wet assessment. Rs. 564

Items 1, 2 and 8. — The increase in these items is due to the very unfavorable 
character of the season as already stated. 

Item No. 4. — The increase of Rs. 14 is the net resnlt of an increase of Rs. 32 on 
account of the new cowle granted to Mr. Minchin, and of a decrease of Rs. 18 on 
account of the cowle which was brought to full assessment during the year under 
report. 

Item No. 5. — ^The small increase is due to baling remission being granted to 
certain lands in the three taluks of the district classed by the Settlement department 
as irrigated by direct flow, but found on inspection to be irrigable by baling only. 

Item No. 6. — ^This represents the arrears and current allowances drawn by parties.

(f) The increase is chiefly due to coercive process having been issued to a 
larger extent than in the preceding year owing to the unfavorable 
character of the season. 

(w) The decrease is chiefly due to the fact that last year's flgure includes the 
second-crop assessment charged for fasli 1293 in th^ Chicacole taluk. 

(x) The particulars of other items are shown in a separate statement accom- 
panying this report. 

44. Of the current demand of Rs. 11,79,347, Rs. 10,48,921 were collected during 
the fasli, leaving a balance of Ra. 1,30,426 at the end of it. 

Subsequent collections up to the end of November 1886 amounted to Es. 74,602 
and reduced the balance to Rs. 55,824. 

45. Old areears — Statement No. 8. — The arrears of past faslis outstanding at the 
beginning of the fasli under report amounted to Rs. 1,38,785, of which Rs. 1,06,830 
were collected within the fasli and Rs. 1,279 remitted under Board's Proceedings, 
dated 19th October 1885, No. 2907, 8th December 1885, No. 3314, and 15th May 
1886, No. 1093, leaving a. balance of Rs. 30,676 at the end of the fasli. Subsequent 
collections up to the end of November 1886 amounted to Rs. 3,119 and reduced the 
balance to Rs. 27,557. Of this balance a sum of Rs. 7,626 was recommended to be 
struck off in the quarterly statements, dated 28th November 1886, No. 4455, 23rd 
February 1886, No. 594, 10th July 1886, No. 2,406, 24th September 1886, No. 
3767, and 12th November 1886, No. 4469 ; and the remaining sum of Rs. 19,931 has 
to be collected or otherwise accounted for : necessary steps have been taken to reduce 
the recoverable balance.

I. The postponement of the kists due by the zemindars of Humma, Biridi 
and Fdldr, owing to the unfavorable character of the season (vide 
Board's Proceedings, dated 6th January 1886, Mis. No. 106). 
II. The non-adjustment of the amount due by the Jarada estate (one of the 
estates under the Court of Wards) for want of funds resulting from the 
same cause. 
III. Slack payments by some other zemindars and proprietors of their dues 
from the same cause.

48. Seeing that both the faslis 1294 and 1295 were bad years, and that the 
latter was worse than its predecessor, especially for wet crops, I am of opinion that the 
collections were satisfactory.

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60. Though there was an increase in the number of processes issued as also in 
the number of defaulters whose property was sold, which was owing to the season 
being unfavorable, yet there was a decrease in the extent and value of the property 
sold as will be seen from the &tctthat the amount realized by the sale of property was 
Bs. 7,545 against Bs. 23,965 of the previous year, and that the extent of land sold 
was 666 acres against 722 acres of the previous year. 

51. It is satisfactory to note that the number of processes served and executed 
by village agency was more than those served and executed by paid agency, and bears 
a larger percentage than in last year.

63. The total receipts on account of process service fees collected during the year 
amounted to Bs. 3,861 against Bs. 3,179 of the preceding year, showing an increase 
of Bs. 682. The increase was owing to the increase in the number of processes served 
and executed during the year. 

54. The cost of the paid establishment amounted to Bs. 2,637 against Bs. 3,713 
of the preceding year, showing a decrease of Bs. 1,076. 

65. There was no change in the rates of fees levied, viz., 8 annas for attaching 
and selling property, and 4 annas for all other processes. 

56. Talukwae Collections — Statement No. 9. — It will be seen from the state- 
ment that there was a falling off in the current collections in the three taluks which 
was chiefly due to the very unfavorable character of the season, and to the decrease in 
demand. The increase in the arrear collections of the Berhampore and Chicacole 
taluks was owing to the arrear demand being in excess of that of the preceding fasli, 
while the decrease in the Goomsur taluk was owing to a large amount of .water-rate 
charged at the jamabandi for fasli 1294 not being collected. The Settlement depart- 
ment gave a statement of water-rate to be charged on certain lands, and water-rate 
was in fasli 1294 imposed thereon for three faslis preceding the settlement. Very 
many of the parties concerned complained that the charge was improper. In many 
cases the Collector remitted the charge on the ground that the charge i^iras irregular, 
for the reason that the lands were either rain-fed or that wet assessment had been 
paid thereon for the years for which water-rate was charged. Such of the amounts

The figures given for fasli 1294 have been adopted with reference to the revised 
jamabandi statement No. 10, submitted to the Board with this office letter, dated 16th 
December 1885, No. 4646. It will be seen that there is an increase in cultivation in 
all the items especially items Nos. 1 and 2 (food-grains and seeds). The large increase 
is chiefly due to the increase in the second-crop cultivation which was probably owing 
to the failure of first crop from scanty rains. 

There is also some increase in the first-crop cultivation of the Berhampore and 
Goomsur taluks under jeroyati and minor inams, the reason for this being that the 
season appeared favorable at the commencement of the agricultural' operations, though 
subsequently the rains were deficient and crops failed. 

58. A memorandum explaining the variations between the jamabandi returns and 
administration returns submitted to the Board for 1885-86 is enclosed. 

59. IirrEBEST. — ^The amount of arrears of interest outstanding at the beginning 
of the year was Bs. 1,999, and the amount charged in the year was Bs. 2,369, making 
a total of Bs. 4,368. Of this sum, Bs. 3,259 were collected, leaving a balance of 
Bs. 1,109. 

A statement of demand, collection and balance is enclosed. 

60. Examination of Talttx Tbeasubies. — The report on the examination of 
taluk treasuries is submitted for each calendar year. 

In 1885, the Chatrapur treasury was examined by the Collector and the Tempo- 
rary Deputy CoUeQtor, who was deputed by the Collector, and the taluk treasuries 
were inspected by the Collector and divisional officers in their tours as shown here-

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61. The cash balances and stamps were found correct as per accounts kept in the 
offices concerned, except a court-fee stamp of eight annas which was missing in the 
Ooomsur sub-treasury. The taluk sheristadar was ordered to make good the amount. 

62. Costs awarded to Government in Civil Suits. — A statement of demand, 
collection and balance is enclosed. It will be seen from the statement that a balance 
of Rs. 9 was outstanding at the beginning of the fasli under report and Rs. 48 were 
awarded during the fasli, making a total of Rs. 57. Of this sum, Rs. 9 were collected 
within the fasli, leaving a balance of Rs. 48 at the end of the same, and of this balance 
Rs. 17 have since been collected. 

63. Ruined Tanks. — No ruined or abandoned tanks were made over to private 
individuals during the year. 

64. Boundary and Field Marks. — In the Berhampore taluk, the boundary and 
field marks were examined by the tahsildar, deputy tahsildars, and revenue inspectors. 

65. The Purushottapur deputy tahsildar inspected the stones at the rate of not 
less than 30 per cent, in some villages and reported that some stones planted on the 
field banks were not visible as they were covered with earth ; that he had issued 
orders to the village officers concerned to have them replaced ; that a stone at Batu- 
kumarada, which was found in a wrong position, was placed in its proper position by 
the revenue inspector j and that the rest of the stones in his division are in good order. 

66. The deputy tahsUdar of Ganjam reports that the stones in his division are 
in good order. 

67. The Ichdpur deputy tahsildar reports that in some villages the stones were 
not in their proper places, and he therefore issued orders to the village officers 
concerned to have them replaced, and that where stones had been washed away by 
floods, fresh stones will have to be planted. 

68. The tahsUdar of Berhampore reports that when he went to villages on vari- 
ous occasions, such as the inspection of crx)ps, and the settlement of disputes about 
revenue matters, and the like, he inspected the stones and found them to be in fair 
order in most cases, that they were not, however, visible in some places, and that he 
directed the village officers to replace missing stones. 

69. As regards the missing stones of this taluk, a report was sent to the Board 
and the Superintendent of Revenue Survey, and in G.O., dated 29th November 1883, 
No. 1491, it is directed that the operations connected with the replacing of the 
missing stones should be extended to this taluk after the work in Chicacole has 
been completed. It appears that the work in Chicacole taluk (Palatalagam division) 
is now in progress. 

70. As regards the stones in" the Chicacole taluk, the Principal Assistant Collec- 
tor reports that they were inspected by 
the tahsildar and his revenue inspectors 
and the Narsannapet deputy tahsildar 
in 65 villages as detailed in the margin, 
and found to be correct and in good order, 
that some stones found to be falling over 
were put in an upright position. 

71. The General Deputy' Collector 
reports that in the Goomsur taluk boun- 

— dary and field stones were inspected by 
the tahsildar and his revenue inspectors, 
and the deputy tahsildar of SuradJ^, as also by himself, during frequent tours in the 

taluk as given in the margin, and that 
the few stones covered with earth were 
cleared of it and the missing stones were 
ordered to be replaced in their proper 
places. 

72. RiiN Registers. — ^At all the 
rain-gaugQ stations rain registers hav9 
been properly kept.

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73. Land Improvement Act. — ^No applications for advances under the Act were 
made during the year under report. A blank statement in the prescribed form is 
enclosed. 

74. Statement of Advances to Cultivators for the purchase op Seed-grain 
AND REBUILDING THEIR HousES. — A sum of Rs. 3,047 was advanced to the ryots of 
Sunnadhara and Pandyajholi in the Berhampore taluk to be repaid without interest 
in three annual instalments to enable them to purchase seed-grain and rebuild their 
houses which were destroyed by fire. 

Of the above sum, there was a balance of Rs. 937* outstanding at the beginning 
of the fasli under report. 

75. A sum of Rs. 5,772 was newly advanced to certain ryots of the Berhampore 
taluk during the year as detailed below : —

Thus the total amount including the balance is Bs. 6,709. 

76. Of the balance of Bs. 937 outstanding against Sunnadhara and Pandyajholi, 
Bs. 723 were recovered, leaving a balance of Bs. 214 at the end of the fasli. Subse- 
quent collections up to the end of November amounted to Bs. 36, and reduced the 
balance to Bs. 178. 

A statement in the prescribed form is herewith enclosed, 

77. Sub-division op joint liabilities. — ^No applications were received during 
the year under report for the sub-division of joint liabilities in enfranchised whole 
inam villages. 

78. State and arrangement op Becords. — The annual report for 1885-86 on 
the arrangement of records reviewed in the Board's Proceedings, dated 6th November 
1886, Mis. No. 8223, gives in detail the state of records in the Huzur and taluk 
offices in the district. 

There is nothing to be added to it. 

79. Embezzlement by Village Ofpicers. — During the year under report no 
defalcations by village officers were brought to light. 

80. Lands AcauiRED by Public Servants. — A statement in the prescribed form 
No. 16 is herewith enclosed. It will be seen therefrom that 16 acres of jeroyati land, 
assessed at Bs. 58, and 16 acres of inam land paying a quit-rent of Bs. 9 to Government 
or zemindar were acquired by public servants during the year under report. 

The lands in question were acquired by clerks and accountants in the taluk and 
Huzur establishments. 

81. Beferring to paragraph 45 of last year's report, I beg to state that the extent 
of the proprietary estate of Munikula in the Kistna district in which Utukuru Yenkata 
Gopal Bow Fantulu, vernacular head clerk of my office, has inherited one-fourth share, 
is reported to be 593 acres and the peishcush payable to Government on the said estate 
Bs. 71. 
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82. Taluk and Village Accounts. — ^As regards the state of the taluk and yillage 
accounts in the Berhampore taluk, the tahsildar reports as follows :-^ 

'' Cultivation accounts. — ^The oultivation aooount prepared by the oumam and the registers 
kept by the revenue inspectors were examined at jamabandi. It was discovered that in several 
oases sufficient care was not bestowed either by the cnmams or the revenue inspectors on the 
preparation and the checking of this important statement. The cumam did not base the aocoimt 
rl^o. I upon a careful inspection of every field, but on the meagre information furnished by the 
bariki of the village and sometimes on ms own guess. I examined the cultivation accounts when 
I inspected the viUages and checked the entries in many cases. The revenue inspectors also did 
the same, but it was found at jamabandi that most serious blunders had been left unnoticed by 
the revenue inspectors. 

'^ In some cases the cultivation made in one month was shown in the account of another 
month, and the cultivation of several crops, such as green-gram, red-gram, gingelly, lamp-oil^ 
&c., was not^ shown at all. There two crops or more were raised in one field at the same time, 
only one crop was shown in the accounts. In one case of a serious nature which I detected in 
the course of my inspection during the year under report, I brought the conduct of the cumam 
as well as the revenue inspector to the notice of my divisional officer and he dismissed the cumam. 
Although such mistakes were confined to a few villages, comparatively fewer than in former yeais, 
there is yet considerable room for improvement in this respect. 

'^ CAittaASf Jverjahs and IrmUamahs. — On every occasion of a visit to the village, myself and 
the revenue inspector, as a rule^ examined the chittah, averjah andirsahiamah. The revenue 
inspectors compare the entries with the receipts of the ryots in as many cases as possible and note 
the^esult in their diaries. Several cases of mistakes, erasures, unnecessary delays, wrong totals and 
improper levy or omission to levy batta were noticed in my examination, and the cumams were 
either warned or fined. The chittahs, averjahs and irsakiamahs are also examined in the deputy 
tahsildars' offices and in my office when remittances are sent, and mistakes and delays noticed. 
But I must admit that this examination is but cursory owing to the heavy work devolving on the 
gumastah entrusted with the duty, and several mistakes and irregularities thus escaped detection. 
The chief points which escaped careful scrutiny hitherto are the non-lcTy of land-cess in proportion 
to the land revenue and the improper levy or omission to levy batta. I think the revenue 
inspectors who have the leisure must examine these details and bring to notice all cases of 
irregularity. But they always shelter themselves under the plea that their ranges are too heavy 
for one man to manage." 

83. I Ixave directed the tahsildar to see that the revenue inspectors really check 
the cultivation accounts, and warned him that he will be held responsible if he does 
not make them do this work. 

84. The tahsildar further reports that the other accounts of the cumam and the 
taluk ofiSlce are gradually improving and, with a better supervising staff, they can be 
placed on a satisfactory footing. 

85. The General Deputy Collector reports that the accounts of some villages are 
excellent and those of others are fairly kept, while in some cases the accounts are not 
satisfactory. The taluk accounts are reported to be fairly kept. 

86. As regards the village and taluk accounts of the Chicacole taluk, the Prin- 
cipal Assistant Collector reports that they have been properly kept. 

87. Peivatb Wblls. — ^No wells were dug in fasli 1295 {vide my report on the 
working of the new well rules submitted to Board with my letter, dated 19th October 
1886, No. 4107> 

88. Conduct of Public Servants. — The revenue work of the fasli was heavy and 
difficult. The widespread loss of wet crops and the very large number of applica- 
tions made in consequence of the unfavorable season made it necessary for divisional 
officers, tahsildars, deputy tahsildars and revenue inspectors to spend a great deal o£ 
time and labor in examining crops. 

The tahsildar of Chicacole deserves praise for the thorough way in which this 
duty was performed. 

The Acting Sheristadar Dilli Sreenevassa Rao has brought great skill, patience, 
and industry to bear upon the check and examination of the accounts and the prepara- 
tion of consolidated returns from them. 

89. I regret the delay in the submission of this report — the date fixed for its 
despatch being 1st October, and the date on which the report for fasli 1294 was 
despatched being 18th November. 
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90. The delay was owing to the late receipt of the taliik returns, especially those 
of the Chicaoole taluk. 

On the 26th July the first reminder was sent and the second on the 20th August, 
by which date only one return had been received. On the 9th and 23rd October 
reminders were again 6ent for the returns which had not been received up to those 
dates. The mistakes and discrepancies found on the examination of the accounts 
which were examined in this office as soon after their receipt as possible necessitated a 
number of references which caused the further delay. . I trust that, in weighing this 
explanation, the Board of Eevenue and Government will not forget that the taluk 
and divisional establishments were declared, years ago, to be unequal to the work 
demanded of them, while since then every year has recorded the demand for fresh 
returns, more work and greater accuracy and promptitude. 

In the months following the fasli under report, the introduction and assessment 
of the income-tax had to be carried out in additioft to all duties previously required, 

I am sure that there was no avoidable delay in my office, and I cannot fix any 
serious blame on any of my subordinates, bearing in mind all that is demanded of 
them.

in the two ryotwari talaks of Golgonda and Sarvasiddhi. In these two taluks, paddy orops 
suffered to a large extent, partly from want of sufficient water and partly from blight. Dry 
orops fared somewhat better. Subsequent to Ootober, there was, however, a 6opious fall of rain 
which, though rather late, contributed to enliyen the ilieretofore withering paddy crop. Owing 
to the late transplantation and want of sufficient timely rains, the yield of paddy was, on the 
whole, indifferent. In the Govemment taluk of Pdlkonda and in the semmdari taluks, the 
condition of crops — dry and wet — was found to be somewhat better. On the whole the season 
was a yery unfavorable one."

The new system of notation having come into force only from 1st November 1886, the 
above figures are given according to the old method. 

The general outturn of the wet crop in the Government taluks of Sarvasiddhi and 
Golgonda was estimated at 6 annas crop and that of dry crops at 8 annas. In the 
Kemindari taluks and in the Government taluk of Fdlkonda, the average yield was a 
little more than half. 

5. Public hbalth. — ^The public health during the year, though slightly better 
than in fasli 1294, was not good. Cholera which broke out in an epedimic form in 
February of the preceding fasli continued till October, notwithstanding that every 
effort was made to check its progress. It then subsided for a short time, but broke 
out again in December and continued for four months. In April there were no deaths 
from cholera, but again in May and June 38 and 31 persons, respectively, died. The 
total mortality from this cause was 990 against 1,193 in the previous fasli. 

Small-pox also prevailed throughout the whole of the year in one taluk or other, 
and carried off 1,163 lives against 'ii,446 in fasli 1294. The number of persons who 
fell victims to fever was 19,600 against 19,953 in the preceding year. 

The number of births during the year was 34,819 against 40,848 in the previous 
year. The birth and death rate per mille was, respectively, 19'44 and 13-81 against 
22*81 and 16*14 in fasli 1294. The subjoined statement shows the number of deaths 
from the several causes in the year in comparison with those during the preceding 
year : —

6. CojiDinoN OP OATLLB. — The condition of cattle was not on the whole good. 
The scantiness of rains made pasture scarce during the summer. Disease was rife during 
every montii of the year ; it was particularly violent during the hotter months. The 
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prinoipal diseases that prevailed during the year were rinderpest, splenic appolexy, 
paralysis and epizootic aphtha. The total number of deaths from all causes amounted 
to 1,333 against 767 during the preceding fasli. The subjoined table exhibits the 
number of animals that were attacked during the year as well as the number of deaths 
in comparison with those of the previous year : —

— The statement of prices having been discontinued by Board's Proceed- 
ings, No. 1249, dated 5th June 1886, the subject is not treated here. 

8. Land Bbvenhb. — The land revenue of this district is derived from the follow-

I. Feishcush on permanently-settled estates. 

II. Shrotriem jodi or quit-rent levied on inam villages held on favorable 
tenure. 

III. Assessment on lands held under the ryotwar system.

9. Peishcush on permanently- sbttled ESTATES. — ^Tho number of permanently- 
settled estates was 55 or two more than in the previous year. The increase was due to 
the sub-division and separate assessment of Aliipuram and Maddilapalem portions 
from the Waltair estate. Of the total number of estates, 14 are ancient zemindaris, the 
succession in which has been hitherto regulated by the law of primogeniture. 
Kecently, however, the District Judge of Berhampore held that Merangi, one of these 
zemindaris, was partible, and the suit is now before the High Court on appeal. The 
remaining 41 are proprietary estates created by the British Government at the time 
of the permanent settlement or by subsequent sut>-divisions. The succession to these 
estates is governed by the ordinary laws of inheritance. Only one estate, viz., Vizia- 
nagrum, pays more than a lakh of rupees a year. One estate — Bobbili — ^pays more than 
Bs. 50,000 and less than a lakh. Twenty-one estates pay between 5,000 and 50,000. 
The remaining are small estates paying less than Es. 5,000. The approximate area of 
the zemindari and proprietary estates is estimated at 17,005 square miles and the 
annual rental realised by the zemindars, excepting Jejrpore, at Bs. 25,53,522. 

The peishcush on the permanently-settled estates for the year under report was 
Bs. 9,69,193 against Rs 9,69,254 in the previous year, showing a decrease of Rs. 61, 
due to the reduction of peishcush on the following estates on account of lands taken up 
for public purposes : —

Of the above balance, a sum of Rs. 18,455 was collected in the month of October, and 
the balance has thus been further reduced to Rs. 4,8^S2. This includes a sum of 
Rs. 1 ,325 due from the Chipurupalle estate under the management of the Court of 
"Wards, It will be credited to land revenue when funds become available. Processes 
have been issued for the balance on estates which are not under the management of the 
Court of Wards. 

Arreabs. — The demand of arrears of peishcush at the beginning of the year was 
Rs. 62,255. The collections within the fasli amounted to Rs. 60,951, leaving a 
balance of Rs. 1,304, which has been collected subsequently. 

10. Shrotriem Jodi. — Shrotriem jodi is the quit-rent levied on villages held on 
favorable tenure in the Government taluks of Golgonda and Sarvasiddhi. The particu-

report and of the accompanying statements. From the current fasli, the figures will 
be incorporated with ryotwari. 

Of the current demand amounting to Rs. 3,327, a sum of Rs. 2,623 was collected 
before the close of the fasli, leaving a balance of Rs. 704. The subsequent collections 
amounted to Rs. 171, so that the balance at the end of September was Rs. 533, which 
will be collected as early as possible. 

Aebeabs. — ^The arrears at the commencement of the year was Rs. 720, of which a 
sum of Rs. 218 was collected within the year, learing a balance of Rs. 502, which 
includes Rs. 402 already recommended to be written off the accounts. Steps will be 
taken for the speedy collection of the remaining Rs. 100. 

11. Rtotwae and Settlement — Ryotwar. — This consists of the assessment pay- 
able by the ryotwari puttadars in the Government taluks of Sarvasiddhi and Golgonda. 

Settlement. — ^The ryotwari settlement for fasli 1295 was commenced on the 25th

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The extent of ryots' holdings at the commencement of the year was 84,553, 
assessed at Rs. 2,00,004, of which 1,441 acres, yrith. an assessment of Rs. 2,942, were 
given np, while 1,600 acres, assessed at Rs. 3,486, were taken up during the year^ 
resulting in a net increase of 159 acres, bearing an assessment of Rs. 544. The 
increase is small and calls for no remark.

16. Waste rbmittei) and charged. — Of the total extent of waste aggregating, 
acres 13,428, acres 7,208 were dry and acres 6,220 were wet. Of the dry waste, 
acres 4,2()9 were partial and acres 2,939 full waste. The whole of the dry waste was 
charged for ; it was reserved by the ryots for pasturage or left fallow from other causes. 
Of the wet waste of acres 6,220, acres 5,683 represent partial waste and acres 537 
full waste. The assessment on acres 5,484 of partial waste and on acres 405 of full 
waste, amounting in all to acres 5,889^ was remitted. The amount of such remissions 
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was Es. 24,718. These remissions had to be given on account of absence of timely 
rains. Acres 199 of partial waste and acres 132 of full waste or acres 331 of wet 
waste bearing an assessment of Rs. 1,284 was charged for. The remissions granted 
on account of wet waste amounted to 94 per cent, of the total irrigable area left uncul- 
tivated. Of the waste on which remissions were granted, acres 562, bearing an assess- 
ment of Bs. 1,873, belong to.Golconda, and acres 5,327, assessed at Bs. 22,845, to 
Sarvasiddhi.

The assessment on ryotwari holdings shows a decrease of Rs. 21,966 as compared 
with fasli 1294. This is due to the large remissions on waste granted in the two 
Government taluks, especially in Sarvasiddhi, where the remission under this head 
amounted to nearly fifteen times as much as in fasli 1294. The charge for water on 
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Oovemment lands shows an increase of Rs. 187, which is due to the fact that, owing 
to insufficiency of water-supply, some of the wet lands, which would otherwise have 
been waste, were sown with dry crops. There was no second-crop assessment.

It will be seen from the above statement that the net result of the ryotwar settle- 
ment for the year under report was a decrease of Rs. 61,f)26 in its assessment, which 
is mainly due to the very unfavorable character of the season and the consequent 
increased remissions. 

The net current ryotwar demand for the fasli was Es. 1,33,948, of which a sum 
of Es. 1,14,629 was collected within the year, leaving a balance of Es. 19,319. The 
subsequent collections up to the end of September amounting to Es. 7,988 reduced 
the balance to Es. 11,331. Steps are being taken for its speedy recovery. 

The demand of arrears at the beginning of the year was Es. 13,979. The 
collections and remissions during the fasli amounted to Es.

There was an increase in the cultivation of cotton and sugar-cane. The decrease 
in paddy cultivation was due to want of sufficient water in some villages. A sum of 
Bs. 3,428 was spent on irrigation works during the year against Bs. 4,295 in the 
preceding year. 

The lease to Messrs. Arbuthnot and Co. expired with the fasli under review.- 
Government have sanctioned the renewal of the lease excluding the agency villages,., 
which will hereafter be managed by the Collector.

1295 (1885-86) with the usual statements. 

2. The following account of the season, which was on the whole favorable, is 
taken from my administration report. The season was more favorable for paddy 
cultivation than in the previous year, though want of rain was felt in some villages of 
the upland taluks in the month of August, Dry crops sufEered much from excessive 
rain and yielded poorly. 

3. The floods of the GodAvari were not so heavy in the year under report as in 
the previous year, the highest flood being 17 feet 6 inches above the lock sill at 
Dowlaishweram against 20*7 feet in the previous year. 

4. The right-hand trough wall of the important aqueduct of Gannavaram, which 
irrigates the whole of the Nagaram island, failed on the 16th July 1885, but the 
reopening of the canal for irrigation was effected without loss of time, and there was 
no very material injury to cultivation. 

5. The average outturn of wet and dry crops was 65 per cent, good, 25 per cent, 
indifferent, and 10 per cent. bad. 

6. The average rainfall registered during the year was 39' 96 as shown in the

The decrease in quit-rent on inams is due to the transfer of the quit-rent imposed 
on the whole mokhasa villages in the Totapalli estate to the proper head of 
shrotriem jodi as well as to ^reduction of quit-rent on lands taken up for public 
purposes. 

The revenue under items 2, 8, 4, 7, and 8 in the two faslis is of a fluctuating 
character and does not call for explanation. The increase under item No. 5 is due to 
steps taken to repress unauthorized occupation and cultivation.

48. Taluk and Village Accounts. — Have been fairly kept. 

49. Sub-division of Quit-rent on whole Inam villages undeb Boaed^s Standing 
Obdeb No. 122. — No applications were received for sub-division of quit-rent on 
whole inam villages. 

50. Note by the Acting Collectob — Conduct of Subordinates. — The sub-divi- 
sion was held by myself, Mr. Hamnett and Mr. Yenkata Jaggarao. Holding his own 
division also, the latter had too muoh work to do. ^Mr. Atkinson and Mr. Miller 
held charge of the Head Assistant's division, F. Pundarikakshudu of the General 
Duty Deputy Collector's division, T. Jagannatham and Mahomed 7usuf Sahib of 
the Principal division. The last was suspended in view of trial for bribery and extor- 
tion, the others, including the Treasury Deputy Collector, K. Subbarayadu, worked 
deligently and well with me. 

51. The Huzur divisional and taluk subordinates on the whole behaved well or 
so as not to occasion any great scandal with two exceptions, the Acting Tahsildar 
of Tanuku and the Head Assistant Collector's Head Clerk. The former was trans- 
ferred to another taluk and the Head Assistant Collector and I made some inquiries 
into allegations of bribe-taking, the latter was removed into this office on rumours of 
similar conduct. It was necessary to fine one or two tahsildars for delay in submis- 
sion of returns. The Acting Tahsildar of Bdmachandrapuram, Nadamuni Mudalyar, 
and of Narsdpur Janikella Jagannatham, now Temporary Deputy Collector, gave me 
most satisfaction. N. Narsayya^ Deputy Tahsildar of Folavaram, is likely to develop 
into a good tahsildar. 
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52. The taluk gumastahs are, so far as I came into contact with them, not generally 
to be commended. A chief and unsatisfactory feature regarding some of them at 
least is the large amount of land they hold. 

53. In the Kuzur, except by ill-feeling originating in caste, I have had very little 
trouble beyond what the immense amount of work to be got through afforded. That 
this has been so is mainly due to the ability and rectitude of the Acting Sheristadar, 
J. Parvatesam. I can say so without restraint since I am quitting the district. He 
has shown himself singularly unprejudiced, straight-forward and discriminating in an 
office which, as he does not belong to the district, has been made very far from easy 
ior him.

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I HAVE the honor to submit the Jamabaadi report for fasli 1295. 

2. The taluks of R^palle, Bdpatla and Vinukonda were settled by Mr. M. E. 
Weld, the Acting Collector ; Guntur, Narsaraopet and Bandar by Mr. W. G. Under- 
wood, the Acting Sub-Collector ; Palndd (excepting eight villages) and Sattenapalle by 
the late Mr. Robinson, Acting Head Assistant Collector ; Nandigdma and Bezvdda by 
M.R.Ry. R. Scoria Row Naidu Ghiru, the General Duty Deputy Collector ; and 
Gudivdda by the late M.R.Ry. P. T. Raghavacharyulu Garu, Temporary Deputy 
Collector. The eight villages not settled by Mr. Robinson were settled by the 
General Duty Deputy Collector. The statement called for in the Board's Proceed- 
ings, No. 1827, dated the 14th August 1886, accompanies this report. It will be 
seen that Nandigdma is the only taluk which has not been settled by the Collector 
during the last five years. 

These taluks were settled within their respective limits. 

The settlement commenced on the 7th January 1886 and closed on the 8th May. 

3. Number and Tbnurjs of Villages and Puttas. — The district comprises 1,141 
villages. In fasli 1295 no change occurred either in their number or tenure. The 
total number of puttas was 1,68,334 against 1,64,817 in the previous fasli : 9,608 new 
puttas were issued ; 6,832 old puttas were modified by new entries ; and 1,51,894 
old puttas remained unaltered. 

4. The season has been described in the administration report thus : — 

" The quantity of rain gauged during the year avera^ as noted below 30-26 inches against 
32-74 in 1884-85 and against 33-11 in 1883-84. Aooordmg to the season telegram for the last 
week of the calendar year 1885, the total for the year fell below the average of the preTioos 
three years by 7 inches. In the early part of the season, however, and between the 16th of 
June and the 15th of August we had fairly good falls and cultivation went on vifi^orously on all 
sides. From the latter date, a temporary drought prevailed, creating no smf£ alarm. The 
season was particularly unfavorable in Paln&d and cattenapalle, where nearly eveiy tank or 
well was empty. The cattle in and about Tmnuruoodu — in the former taluk — had, for more than 
a month together, nothing to eat and nothing to drink. I therefore allowed them to be fed 
on yepi {Sardwickia binaia) leaves in the Government reserves on condition that the shepherds 
should strip the leaves from the branches by hand and not hack off branches and all with knives. 
This privilege lasted till the end of October. Erom the 7th September, the aspect of affairs 
miderwent.a ohan^ for tiie better. On that date and on the 11th, 4 and 8 ouno^ of rain fell at 
DiohepaUe and similar showers were reported from other stations. It is matter for oongratula- 
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tion that the dying crops on that side were thus saved to some extent and an almost imminent 
famine was av^ed. Narsaraopet and the remaining upland taluks fared somewhat better : —

" The delta taluks being irrigated by river-channels are almost altogether independent of 
the local seasons, but the river, too, was unpropitious. The Kistna began to rise in good time, 
viz., on the 8th June, on which date it was 1*3 feet over the anient, but its highest rise was 
12 feet only, the maximum known being 20 feet; this height was attained on the 3rd of August, 
but it lasted only for a short time, and so, of the Divi Island tanks, which can only be filled 
in high freshes, most remained empty, some five only receiving a scanty supply. Even the 
canal supply began to fail so early as September, in the very height of the season, and it was 
more or less scanty throughout the year. The north-east monsoon, which, compared with that 
of 1884-85, was more favorable, matured the standing crops and stimulated the cultivation of 
pyra or later dry crops. 

'^ The effect of the drought on cultivation was perhaps most in the Sattenapalle taluk 
where the cultivated area fell from 1,91,000 acres in 1884-85 to 1,56,000 acres in 1885-86." 

5. Crops. — ^The outturn of the principal crops is estimated thus : — Early dry crops 
and paddy at three-fourths of the averagBy and cholum at more than half the average. 
Pyra or later crops gave almost a full outturn (five-sixths).

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8. The holdings of fasli 1294 stood at Acres 1,844,285 : Acres 81,267 were 
relinquished and Acres 107,655 taken up. The total holdings of Fasli 1295, therefore, 
amounted to Acres 1,870,673, of which Acres 1,643,955 were dry, the rest wet. 

The year shows an increase of Acres 26,388 consisting of a net increase of Acres 
12,930 under Dry and of Acres 13,458 under Wet. The increase under the former 
head occurs chiefly in Bdpatla and Vinukonda taluks. 

A large extent of land which, up to fasli 1294, had been cultivated without 
puttas was in fasli 1295 brought under " Ryotwari." A corresponding decrease is

Of the area under occupation, nearly 80 per cent, was cultivated. The remainder 
amounted to Acres 12,016 waste remitted, and Acres 371,521 waste charged ; total, 
Acres 383,537, assessed at Bs. 561,699, against Acres 342,835 assessed at Bs. 499,009 
in the previous year. The increase is chiefly due to the adverse character'of the season. 
The assessment and water-tax of the following waste areas were remitted : — Acres 5,354 
under river-fed tanks in Divi; Acres 4,581 in upland taluks; Acres 1,860 in delta 
taluks ; Acres 221 under spriugs in Bdpatla : total Acres 12,016. 

The greater portion of the waste charged was dry land permanently reserved for 
pasture, some Acres 32,000 being set down as uncultivated owing to the unfavorable 
season.

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The ryotwari assessment including second-crop assessment and wat«r-tax amounts 
to Rs. 37,33,513, exceeding that of the previous year by Rs. 80,715. 

Deducting, however, the remissions, &c., and adding the miscellaneous items, the 
finally settled demand shows a decrease of Rs. 1,17,577 ; but omitting the miscel- 
laneous items, the pure ryotwari beriz amounts to Rs. 36,09,294, showing an increase 
of Rs. 64,407 over the previous year. 

The increase of Rs. 18,295 under Wet and Dry is due to the increase under 
Occupation. 

The fasaljasti due on account of second-crop amounted to Rs. 189 in the upland 
taluks, and to Rs. 102 under the anient channels : total Rs. 291. The increase of 
Rs. 44 under this head signifies nothing. Land in this district is, as the Board are 
aware, seldom cultivated with a second-crop.

The water-rate on dry lands includes Rs. 13,722 charged for the irrigation of dry 
crops. InR^palle alone, the charge on this account amounted to Rs. 10,019. Owing 
to the failure of rains in September, anient water was freely resorted to for the irriga- 
tion of dry crops. The increase of water-tax in the deltas is due to. expansion of 
cultivation. 

The land and village cesses rose in proportion to the ryotwari demand and water- 
tax. These cesses are collected at the same rate, viz., one anna in the rupee, excepting 
eertain localities, where the rate of village-cess varies from 9 to 11 pies. There is, 
however, a difference of Rs. 23,000 between the amounts of these cesses as given in 
statement No. 4. In the four taluks of the Masulipatam portion of the district, the 
putta assessment includes 2 per cent, for the former cess and 6^ per cent, for the 
latter. The former, therefore, has always to be raised 4^ per cent. 

The remissions will be noticed in connection with statement No. 4 ; the miscel- 
laneous items in No. 6. 

Enclosure B, Special products. — 
The cultivation of cotton, notably in 
Palndd and Sattenapalle, underwent a 
sensible diminution owing to the drought 
of August, the demand for the article 
remaining as brisk as before, if not 
brisker. 

In the cultivation of indigo, a falling off is visible in almost every taluk except 
along th,e river bank in Bandar, while the price of the article has risen 16 per cent. 

Enclosure C, Progressive Cowles. — Acres 363-03 of swamp land assessed at 
Rs. 181-8-0 in Maripalem, Bandar taluk, was granted to 'Mr. D. Carlier, a retired 
Sub-Engineer, on progressive cowle, for five years from fasli 1292, free of assessment 
for the first three years, but subject to half assessment in the fourth and full assess- 
ment in the fifth year. Accordingly the amount due foi* fasli 1295 is Rs. 98-3-9. 

In Narsaraopet, Acres 36*29 of Government waste were, agreeably to G.O., 
No. 104, dated 25th January 1883, given in fasli 1293 for reoccupation to the former 
holders on progressive cowle rising from one-fourth assessment in the first year until

Palanashtam or loss of produce, Rs. 10,902. — Although the season was less 
unpropitious in the delta than in the upland taluks, the supply of irrigation in certain 
looaUties in the former was not sufficiently abundant. The amount of remission given 
in consequence was, however, only a fifth of the average for the previous three years. 
It was about equally divided between the delta and upland taluks. No remissions 
were granted for loss of produce in Palndd or Vinukonda. 

** Land flooded " properly Waste for want of Water. — This is the amount of 
water-tax appertaining to the " Waste remitted" explained in paragraph 8 above, and 
is confined to the delta taluks. 

Ebmissions granted to Dasabavdam Inamdars. — This depends upon the extent 
of cultivation in excess of the registered area under the inamdar's tanks : 25 per cent, 
of the water-tax due on the excess is to be remitted to the inamdars. Accordingly, 
in fasli 1295, Ks. 6 in Vinukonda and 4 in Narsaroapet were remitted — see Board's 
Proceedings, No. 245-^, 25th August 1879, The " Fixed remissions" are—

SETTLEMENT EEPOET OF KISTNA. 7 

For item 1 see corres^ndenoe ending with Q.O., No. 43, 14th January 1885. 
For item 2 see paragraph 10, above, against " Progressive eowle." The history of 
item 3, which has been given in the previous yearns reports, is as follows : — 

In 1849y the monsife in the Grantor portion of the district were made to do revenue^ 
work in addition to their Police and Judicial duties. The naickwadis or mohatads were made 
to do Police daties in addition to their revenue work. For these extra duties the munsifs were 
paid from Us 1 to 3 a month, the naiokwadis from Bs. 1 to ^5. In Qudiv&da and Bandar, the 
naiokwadis received from Bs. 1 to 2. 

Salaries and Kussums op Curnams, Rs. 13,143. — The inams of the Palndd 
cnmams, valued at Es. 7,860 a year, were resumed, as also their russums (fees) amount- 
ing to Bs. 4,490, They were allowed, in lieu thereof, monthly salaries at lis. 3 each 
piua commission at 2 per cent, on the beris. In Gudivdda and Bandar, certain 
eumams had held " bad" and " cheyroot" inams until 1835, when they were com- 
muted into money payments amounting to £s. 272 a year. 

Special Eemissions to Curnams, Rs. 448. — The cumams of certain villages in 
Bdpatla and Narsaroapet were allowed fixed yearly deductions from their puttas 
Aggi^g&ting Bs. 448. 

All these payments and deductions were continued until the revision of establish- 
ments in fasli 1288. Since then, they have been transferred to the Village Service 
fund. 

Village and Lakd-cessks.— The deductions on account of these items are made 
in the Masulipatam portion of the district.

Item No. 6 — Land cdltivated but not included in Jamabandi ; and Item No. 10, 
Cultivation op Porambore Lands. — The bulk of these cultivations occurs in Bdpatla 
and K^palle. For lands which used to be cultivated without leave in previous years, 
puttas have now been given. Encroachments on sites reserved for communal purposes 
are rigorously dealt with. 

Item No. 46 — Excess Collection ovee the Demand. — Calls for no remark. 

Item No. 47 — Chaege for Water on Zemindari and Inam Lands. — The water- 
tax of the NAzvld division for fasli 1295 has been settled subsequently to jamabandi- 
'Xhe full figure for the year is Rs. 96,544. 
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Item No. 5G — Revenue Service Pbocess Fees. — The receipts under this head 
were about half the previous year's amount for the following reasons : — the number of 
defaulters against whom processes were issued was 182,745, that is, some 9,000 less 
than before, evidently each issue being counted a person, the amount of arrears 
involved was about Es. 1,82,000 less than in the previous year ; the bulk of the 
process work was performed by the village agency and reduced rates of fees were 
charged, none being charged at all in Bdpatla, Guntiir or E^palle, apparently of the 
Sub-CoUector's own motion: where process was served by special agency, the rates 
for " demand '^ were 4 and 2 annas ; and for " attachment " and " sale " 8 and 4 
annas, and by far the greater portion of the arrear was realised at the earlier stage of 
process. 

Item No. 58— Sist on Sebi Lands not included in the Dowlb op previous 
Faslis. — No remark. Dalwa of the Xolair in Gudivdda of fasli 1295 came into the 
demand of fasli 1294, along with the demand proper to fasli 1294. 

Item No. 60 — Double chabge for Water on Land irrigated without permis- 
sion. — See pairagraph 10, above, against " Water-tax." 

Item No. 64 — Other Items. — Exhibit a decrease of Ks. 1,12,767. Of this, 
Es. 1,11,779 appears under items " Tirvajasti not included in dowle." The water-tax 
on most of the zemindaris was settled before the close of fasli 1294. 

14. No. 6, Statement showing Demand, Collection and Balance of Zem^n* 
DARis, &c. —There are forty zemindari and proprietary estates. Of these, 10 pay more 
than Es. 10,000 a year. 

The total peishcush payable by all amounts to Es. 2,95,132-10-7 against 
Es. 2,95,435-7-6 m fasli 1294, the difference, Es. 302-12-11, having been deducted 
for compensation for land taken up for public works in the Niizvld division.

The demand of fasli 1295, arrear and current, amounted to Es. 2,95,386-5-0. 
Es. 2,95,161-12-8 were collected within the year and Es. 224 subsequently, so that 
nothing is due from the zemindars. 

The Ventrapragada Peragana — ono of the six shares into which the Niizvfd zemin- 
•dari has been partitioned — ^has, as directed in the Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. 8783, 
23rd September 1885, been entered in the name of Eaja Gopala Apparow for himself 
and his two younger brothers. 
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The Devarakdta zemindari having been declared partible by the High Court, the 
zemindar has carried his appeal to the Privy Council. 

The Vatukur estate is administered by the late zemindar's widow — see G.O., 
No. 344 of the 10th March 1884. A decree of the Ellore Sub-court has now been 
produced, according to which she acknowledges the adoption, by her late husband, of 
Vellanki Ramakrishna Row alluded to in the correspondence, and his natural mother 
Lakshmi Yenkamma Eow proposes to manage the estate for him. The Head Assist- 
ant Collector has been asked to report on the proposal, and his reply is awaited. 

Kotagiri Ramayya Eow, one of the three joint proprietors of Kokilampad, having 
resigned his share in favor of his daughter, Damera Yenkata Narasamma Eow, she 
Was registered on the 19th February 1886. 

The number of agraharams is 218, the quit-rent payable thereon amounts to 
Bs. 32,618. Land assessed at Es. 30 has been taken up for public works. The 
demand of fasli 1295, including arrears, was Es. 33,467-9-7. Es. 33,129-5-7 were 
collected before the end of the year, Es. 171-3-11 before the 31st August, and 
Es. 79-12-1 subsequently, leaving a balance of Rs. 87-4-0 accounted for as follows : —

Fasli 1294 opened with a heavy ryotwari balance^ the greater portion of which 
was collected before its close, whereas the balance at the beginning of fasli 1295 was 
comparatively very small.

5. Season. — ^The rainfall in 1885-86 was 32-14^ inches which is less than the 

fall in the previous year by 9*97 inches. 
The season was however favorable on the 
whole, as rain fell in all the months 
except April 1885 and February 1886, 
and there were no heavy rains in October 
and November as in the previous year. 
The north-east monsoon set in well in 
September and the rainfall in that and 
the subsequent three months was fair 
except in the northern part of the district, 
especially in the Kandukiir taluk where 
it was scanty up to December. The rain

6. Sanitaey oonmtion. — ^The sanitary condition of the district cannot be said to 
have been good on the whole. Cholera lingered in the northern portion of the 
district up to August 1885, and appeared again in February 1886 in Ongole and 

lingered there slightly till May 1886. 
In May it appeared in the village of 
Iskapalle, in ^e Nellore taluk, on the 
Buckingham Canal, and in the following 
month it extended to some other villages 
in the taluk, and also to some villages 
of the Bdpiir and Giidiir taluks and the 
Yenkatagiri division. The number of 
deaths from cholera was 256 as shown 
in the margin. The deaths from small- 
pox were 962 against 1,755 in the j»*evious fasli. Fever was prevalent in all parts of

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the district, and the deaths were 8,903 against 8,204 in the previous year. The total 
deaths from all causes were 18,278 against 18,487 in the previous year. 

7. The health of the cattle was not good, the total number of deaths from various 
diseases being 15,120 against 12,456 in the previous fasli. Rinderpest and anthrax 
were virulent in the TJdayagiri, Atmakur and Rdpiir taluks and the P(51dr division. 

8. Prick op Agbicultural peoducts. — The average prices of food-grains com- 
pared with those of the previous year are given in the annexed statement. The 
prices of paddy, jonna and ragulu have fallen, while those of sajja and house-g^m 
have risen. The great rise in the price of horse-gram is due to the increased facilities 
of transport afforded by the Buckingham Canal to oth r districts. Last year the 
outturn was poor and the seed-grain encroached on for sale : —

9. Wages of labobebs. — The railway works are still going on in the Nellore 
and Gddur taluks and Venkatagiri division, and the minor channels in connection with 
the Sangam project are being excavated in some villages of the Nellore taluk north of 
the Penn^r. The condition of the laborers on the works and in villages adjoining is 
satisfactory. The rates in other places are about the same as last year. 

10. Btots' holdings. — ^The extent of land in occupation at the beginning of 
fasli 1295 was 922,684 acres bearing an assessment of Rs. 18,60,649. The relin- 
quishments in the fasli were acres 42,904 and the extent taken up on durkhast was 
45yl22 acres. Thus the extent in occupation at the close of the fasli 1295 was 924,902 
acres assessed at Bs. 18,75,204. The increase in extent is 2,218 acres, and in assessment 
Bs. 14,555 ; of this sum £s. 8,364 is due to the Sangam anient. The following abstract

The total extent left waste is 211,139 acres which is a little less than 23 per 

cent, of the occupied extent. Dry remis- 
sions on 176 acres were granted in the 
taluks of Guddr, EApdr and Nellore as 
noted in the margin. The remission 
granted in Gudiir is on land w;hich was 

rendered unfit for cultivation and in 

Bdpur on land durkhasted for, as the dur- 
khasts were accepted long after the cultivation season was over. The large remissions 
in the Nellore taluks are on lands taken up for the Sangam project works. The wet 
waste remissions in fasli 1295 were much less than in the previous year. The largest 
decrease was in the Nellore taluk, due to the supply of water from the Sangam anicut 
to 13 villages.

is the difference between wet and dry 
assessment of lands classed as wet culti* 
vated with dry crops from want of water 
in some cases and means of irrigation in 
others.

total amount of remission under this head was Rs. 3,790. No shavi remission was 
granted in the taluks of Rdpiir, Udayagiri and Kanigiri, purely dry taluks. In the 
NeUore taluk alone Rs. 2,564 was remitted on account of shavi. Such large remis- 
sions were rendered necessary owing to the late supply of water to many viUages 
under the Eanigiri tank. The remainder, Rs. 1,226, was distributed in the taluks of 
Gddiir, Atmakdr, Kdvali, Eandukdr and Ongole. The smaUest remissions were in 
the taluks of Gdddr and Atmakdr, being Rs. 17 and 23 respectively. 

Palanastam or loss of produce. — This remission was granted only in two taluks^ 
viz., Gdddr and Atmakdr, Rs. 340 in the former and Rs. 16 in the latter. 

Inundation. — Some lands were flooded in the taluks of Gdddr and Kandukdr and 
the crops thereon were destroyed. The amount remitted was Rs. 635 in Gdddr and 
Rs. 27 in Kandukdr. 

Occasional Remissions. — ^These remissions granted owing to the gradual introduc- 
tion of the settlement rates show a decrease of Rs. 72. 

Remission on lands taken up under tope rules. — There is no change in the 
amount of remission granted under this head, as the following particulars will show 
that there was a decrease of Rs. 8 in the Kandukdr and a corresponding increase in the 
Atmakdr taluk : —

Lift. — This remisBion ^^nted at Re. 1 per acre on land irrigated by lift amounted 
to Rs. 7,973 against Rs. 8,326, the previous fasli, showing a decrease of Rs. 353 
due to the relinquishment of some land irrigated by lift and to direct irrigation being 
supplied to others. 

Beriz dedoctions. — The amount of beriz deductions in fasli 1294 was Rs. 6,004. 
In Board's Proceedings, No. 2459, of the 17th July 1884, it was ordered that the loss 
of the inam lands which formed the endowment of Koteswaraswamy in the village of 
Duvvur,inthe Nellore taluk, should be compensated by a beriz deduction of Rs. 83-12-0, 
and in Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. 3151, dated the 1st May 1886, Rs. 1,653 
were ordered to be deducted from the beriz of Vangallu in the same taluk for a similar 
loss. Thus the total beriz deduction for fasli 1295 amounted to Rs. 6,253, but the 
actual amount remitted under this head was only Rs. 5,880. The decrease is due to 
non-pajrment of Rs. 131 in the Nellore taluk and Rs. 242 in the Kandukiir taluk.

It will be seen from the above that the result of the settlement of fasli 1295 was 
an increase of Ets. 33,764 under ryotwar and of Rs. 2,848 under miscellaneous revenue. 
The increase in both cases is mainly due to the introduction of the anient rates in 
thirteen villages brought under the influence, of the Sangam anient.. 
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Seookb-grop assessment. — ^Although there has been a decrease under this head 
in the taluks of Gdddr, Udayagiri and Eandukiir, there was a large increase in the 
other taluks, the largest increase being Rs. 2,483 in the Nellore taluk. The net result 
is an increase of Rs, 3,321. 

Additional assessment. — There was an increase of Rs. 2,709 under this head 
which includes water-rate and tirwajasti. In the Atmakur and Nellore taluks, the 
revenue under this head was the largest.

It will be seen from the above that there was an increase in all the items except 
Eemindaris. The question of enhancing the rates in zemindaris was referred to in the 
last report. It is thought that there has been deception practised on the Board in the 
rental returns. The increase of road-cess on ryotwar lands is due to the introduction 
of the anient rates in thirteen villages under the Sangam anient and to the increased 
revenue under second-crop assessment and additional assessment. In some taluks, the 
village service inams which were relinquished and consequently unoccupied came under 
occupation in the fasli under report and a larger extent of dry inams were irrigated 
from Government sources, and hence the increase in road-cess on minor inams. The 
increase of the cess on slurotriems is due to the revision of the rent values of some 
shrotriems in the taluks of Rdpiir, Atmakdr and Udayagiri. 

Miscellaneous bevenue. — ^There was a net increase of Rs. 2,848 in the fasli 
under report, and the particulars will be noticed further on.

In the cultivation of poramboke and nnoccupied lands, there was an increase of 
Bs. 5,645 in the taluks of Gudiir, Nellore, Atmakiir, Kdvali and Ongole, and a

It will be seen from the above that there are minus balances under the head of 
shrotriem jodi in all the taluks except Nellore and Kandukiir, under the head of 
ryotwar in five taluks and under the head of miscellaneous in three taluks. These 
minus balances result from the failure of the taluk officials to make the necessary adjust- 
ments on receipt of the requisite orders for doing so. 

Out of Bs. 16,187^ the balance on account of arrears on the 1st November 1886^ 
Es. 7,507 were recommended for remission in the statements of irrecoverable arrears 
submitted for the quarters ending with the 31st December 1885, 31st March 1886, 
and 80th June 1886. Similar statements for the quarter ending with the 30th 
September 1886 will be shortly submitted for orders.

It will be seen from the above that the taluk and village balances tally in all 
the taluks except Kellore, Giidur and Ongole. The difference in the Ongole taluk is 
very small, being only one rupee. In no taluk does the huzur balance agree with the 
taluk balance. In the Gddiir taluk the huzur accounts show an excess collection of 
Its. 1,266, while the taluk accounts exhibit a balance of Bs. 8,554 and the village 
accounts, a balance of Bs. 14,577. In the Atmakur, Udayagiri and Kanigiri taluks, 
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there are excess colleotions according to the hu^ur accounts, while the taluk accounts 
show balances due. In the Ongole taluk the balance according to the huzar accounts 
is Rs. 3,566, while the taluk accounts show a balance of Rs. 89 only. These differences 
are entirely in the balances of faslis 1293 and 1294, as the balances of faslis up to 
fasli 1292 inclusive were adjusted under the Board's Proceedings, No. 522, dated the 
21st January 1885. Steps will be taken to adjust these differences.

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I HATE the honor to submit my report ou the settlement and collection of land 
reyenue for fasli 1296, and to submit the uraal statem^it connected therewith. I 
regret the delay which has occurred in its submission, bi;it it was unavoidable. The 
settlement was for reasons known to the Board completed only about the middle of the 
month of Octobcor. After that date for two mopths I w^ without a sheristadar, and 
during the greater part of that period my yemacular head clerk was also di^Etbled and 
absent owing to fever. This cause also rendered two or three of the other clerks of 
the sheristadar's department unable to work. I was myself also twice attacked and 
I was therefore hardly able to keep even the current work going. It is not possible 
in this district to get substitutes for short periods, nor to withdraw servants from 
other offices without entirely dislocating the whole work of the district. 

2. The officers engaged in the settlement of the district, the several stations at 
which the settlement was conducted, and the time it occupied, as well as the number 
of puttas distributed are all noted in statement No. 1, from which it wiU be observed 
that the settlement of the district was commenced on the 10th December 1885 by 
Mr. Bird, and it was completed by me on the 12th October 1886. The average 
number of days during which the settlement of a taluk continued was a little over 
forty-six and tiie number of days at each station a little under fourteen. Owing to the 
frequent changes of Divisional officers which caused frequent interruptions to the work 
and to the necessity for a very narrow and complete scrutiny of the accounts, the settle- 
ment was much delayed, that of the last taluk (Kadiri) in the Sub-division having 
been completed by the Sub-Collector only in the first week in October, while that of 
the last taluk in the Main division (PuUampet) was completed by me only in the 
second week of the same month. 

8. There was no change in the number or tenure of villages during the fasli. The

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The very large decrease observable in the item of " new puttas " is owing to the 
issue of new puttas in the preceding year containing the clause, reserving to Govern- 
ment the rights to mineral property found in the land. There has been a net increase 
which is due to the issue of puttas for lands newly taken up on durkhast and to the 
issue mainly in the Bdyach6ti taluk of eksalpattis (ue.^ puttas for one year) for full 
fields cultivated without permission as per Board's Proceedings, No. 2143, dated 24th 
September 1886. 

5. Rainfall. — In the annexed statement the rainfall during* the years 1883-84, 
1884-86 and 1885-86 is contrasted. The rainfall of the year under report was about 
9 inches below the average of the preceding years. As may be seen from the figures 
the rains of the south-west monsoon were on the whole timely and suificient, while 
those of the north-east monsoon were imtimely and short. The deficiency of the 
whole year is almost entirely found in the months of October, November and 
December,

The taluks of Fullampet, Froddutur and Jammalamadugu received timely and 
good rain, but Madanapalle and the southern part of the Sub-division generally 
suffered most from want of it. 

6. Season. — Owing to the untimely rainfall, the season cannot be said to have 
been more than a moderate one. Except in the black cotton soil taluks of Froddutur 
and Jammalamadugu where comparatively little rain is needed, and in Fullampet 
where the early rains are important, the rest of the district and especially the Sub- 
division in which there is much wet cultivation suffered from the failure of the late 
rains. The want of rain fell most heavily on Madanapalle in which Rs. 29,092 wet 
remission had to be granted. The average outturn of dry crops may be taken as half 
and of wet crops moderate for the whole district, including those parts that suffered.

The net increase in the extent under both dry and wet was chiefly due to the 
issue of puttas for lands taken up on durkhast.

of fasaljasti in eight taluks and decrease in three taluks as 
specified in the margin. The net increase 
was Es. 3,979. The decrease under 
water-rate has occurred in the Sub-division 
taluks where there was a failure of tank- 
supply as already noticed. 

The decrease under road and village 
cesses is due partly to the diminution of 
holdings, partly to the reduction of assess- 
ment on permanently improved lands, and 
partly to the failure of supply in irrigation 
sources and the consequent diminution of 
revenue under water-rate^ The causes of 
variations under remissions and " Miscel- 
laneous items " have been noticed further 
on. 

14. Irrigation CANAL. — ^The demand 
under Irrigation canal was Es. 46,269-6-2 
in fasli 1295 against Es. 43,651-7-1 last 
year according to the A return furnished 

to the Chief Engineer for Irrigation with letter No. 10, dated 5th October 1886, Extra. 

This demand is not included in the general land revenue demand under orders of 

Government, No. 443 I., dated 1st May 1884.

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The remissions granted in the year were less by Es. 9,892 than those granted in the 
previous year. The figures shown against items 9 and 15, viz., Rs. 9,459 and 13,099, 
respectively, were wrongly entered one for the other last year in statement No. 4 ; 
hence the increase and decrease under these items is illusory. The increase under 
item No. 12 is due to remissions on lands under Itifak wells or wells within 10 
yards of a Qovemment source of irrigation having been granted in all taluks except 
Pulivendla this year against five taluks last year under orders of the Board, No. 436, 
dated 9th February 1885. The decrease under item No. 8 requires no explanation, 
as there must necessarily be a decrease every year until the full settlement rates are 
reached.

The decrease under item No. 1 is due partly to the relinquishment of inam lands 
and partly to the inams having been bought in by Government at sale for arrears of 
revenue. The decrease under items 2 and 3 is due to the resumption of inams owing 
to failure of inamdars to perform the service for which the inams were assigned. 
Under item 4 is included the revenue derived under tanakijasti {Le.j cultivation after 
jamabandi), concealed cultivation, prohibitory assessment and unauthorized cultivation 
for which puttas were refused either because that the fields were not formally sub- 
divided and boundary stones fixed or that they contained trees, wells, &c. 

20. The arrear demand under miscellaneous, according to this statement (No. 5), 
is Ks. 67,194, whereas that shown under the same head in No. 7 is Es. 66,580. The 
latter is in accordance vnth the demand, collection and balance statement submitted to 
the Board by the Treasury Deputy Collector. The difference is owing to the non- 
agreement of the Huzur and taluk balances, as explained in the report submitted last 
year. This agreement cannot be attained till the completion of the scrutiny of the 
accounts now in progress. It will also be observed from the same statement that a 
sum of Bs. 2,866 has been written off the accounts as irrecoverable. Itemwar 
pertictdars for the same are not available in this office, and information has been called 
for from the tahsildars concerned.

It will be observed from the above statement that the current demand under all the 
heads was Es. 18,08,395, of which Rs. 17,22,127 was collected, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 86,268 at the close of the fasli against Its. 1,24,113 of the preceding fasli. The 
former balance was again reduced to Rs. 12,521 by the end of November last, and 
measures are being taken for the realization of the same at as early a date as possible.

SETTLEMENT REPOET OP CUDDAPAH. 9 

26. DfiMAicB, Collection and Balance Statement of Abreabs of Land Bevenue 
No. 8. — Statement No. 8 shows the collections on account of the arrears of the past 
faslis. The figures up to fasli 1293 inclusive under the head arrears demand have 
been adopted from No, 8 account of faslivL294 and those for fasli 1294 from No. 7 of 
the same fasli. The total demand thus adopted does not tally with that in No. 7 
statement owing to the variation existing between the taluk and Huzur accounts under 
the head ^^ miscellaneous " as already noticed. Columns 9 to 12 showing the sums 
recoverable, doubtful and irrecoverable have been left blank. The information for 
these columns cannot be furnished till the completion of the scrutiny of the five years' 
accounts. On the 1st January 1887 the adjustment statements for about 1.00 villages 
remained to be completed. 

27. CoEBCivB Peocess — Enclosube a to Statement No. 8 — Enclosube B to State- 
ment No* 8. — Information has not been furnished by the tahsildars in the prescribed 
form. Bevised statements have been called for. As soon as they are received the 
above enclosures will be submitted to the Board. 

28. Amount op Ibbecovebable Balance — Enclosube C to Statement No. 8. — 
This statement is blank as no sums have been recommended to be written ofi as 
irrecoverable. 

29. Statement No. 9. — Statement No. 9 shows the particulars, talukwar, of 
demand and collection of land revenue current and arrear in the year under report. 

80. No. 10, Agbicultubal Statistics (undbb compilation). — The statement ordered 
in the Proceedings of the Board, Mis. No. 10292, dated 3rd November 1884, is under 
preparation and will be submitted shortly. The tahsildars of Badv^l and Edyachdti 
are in default. Strict reminders have been again sent. 

31. No. 11, Land Sale Kbtubn. — ^As ordered by the Board of Bevenue in their 
Proceedings, No. 243, dated 7th February 1880, a statement of lands sold for arrears 
of revenue under Act 11 of 1864 is submitted as compiled from the information 
received from tahsildars. 

32. Statement No. 13, Demand, Collection and Balance of Loans under Land 
Improvement Act. — This statement shows that the total amount of loans outstanding 
at the beginning of the fasli including interest was Bs. 3,116, and that the balance at 
the end of the fasli was Es. 2,686, of which Es. 732-12-4 has already been recom- 
mended as irrecoverable for reasons given in the quarterly statement for the quarter 
ending 30th September 1886. The Board in their Proceedings, Mis. No. 4848, dated 
14th December 1886, have called for the information as to the purpose for which the 
loans were made. This information will be furnished as soon as the necessary report 
is received from the tahsildars of Proddutur and E4yach6ti. Eeminders have been 
again sent to them. The recoverable balance thus amounts to Rs. 1,963-3-8, of which 
!&. 1,294-15-11 was not due within the fasli year. Process has been issued for the 
recovery of the balance Es. 658-3-9. 

33. No. 14, Advances made to Cultivators on account of Seed-grain. — ^There 
was no advance made and no balance is outstanding under this head. 

34. No. 15, Eecovert op Costs in Civil Suits. — Tinder instructions conveyed in 
Board's Proceedings, No. 4344, dated 19th October 1871, a demand, collection and 
balance statement of costs in Government suits is herewith submitted ; except the sum 
due in the first case, the rest is recommended for remission. 

35. No. 16, Lands held by Public Servants. — Statement No. 16 shows the extent 
and the assessment on the lands acquired by the revenue servants of the district during 
the fasli under report. Acres 41 -99 shown against the tahsildars were those acquired 
by the tahsildars of Jammalamadugu, Pulivendla, Proddutur, and Rdyach6ti, the last 
of whom has reported that he purchased 2*94 acres in Cuddapah taluk on account of a 
temple. The tahsildar of Pulivendla has since retired from the public service. I 
have called on the other two tahsildars to report the circumstances under which, and 
where the lands were acquired by them. 

36. Sub-division op Inam Villages. — There were no transactions of the kind 
during the year under report. 
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37. Examination of Talue Trbasubies. — No examination of taluk treasuries has 
been made during the fasli under review. The late Deputy Collector, Mr. H. Subba 
Row, however, appears from the notes left by him to have commenced the examination 
of Cuddapah sub-treasury in June 1885, but^t is not clear whether the examination 
was completed and any report made. 

38. Under Board's Proceedings, No. 1827, dated 14th August 1886, a statement 
showing the officers by whom each taluk has been settled during the last five years is 
submitted. 

39. Examination of Village and Taluk Accounts. — The village and taluk 
accounts were examined during the jamabandi and the defects pointed out to the 
tahsildars and village officers concerned.

I HAVE the honor to report on the land revenue settlement of the Bellary 
cListrict for fasli 1295 (1885-86). The prescribed statements are herewith forwarded. 

2. PLikCES OF Jamabanm. — ^The settlement was conducted in not less than two 
places in each taluk and completed before the close of the fasli. The accounts of 
certain villages of the Harpanahalli taluk were not ready before the Settlement-officer 
left the taluk, consequently the putta distribution had to be made beyond the limits 
of the taluk, i.e.j in Hadagalli. 

3. Jamabandi Officers. — ^The taluks of Hospet and Hadagalli were settled by 
the Acting Collector, Mr, Willock. The Head Assistant Collector, Mr. Bell, settled 
two of the taluks in his division, Kddligi and Harpanahalli. The taluks of Ad6ni 
and Bdyadrug were settled by Mr. D. Ananthaya, Depty Collector of Ad6ni division. 
The Bellary taluk was settled partly by Mr. Dorasawmy Iyer, late Temporary Deputy 
Collector, and partly by Mr. L. A Sawmi Iyer, who settled also the taluk of Alur. 

4. Number and Tenure of Villages.— The number and tenure of villages during 
the year is given below as compared with those of last year : —

The decrease under enfranchised inam villages is due to the resumption of the 
inam village of Mallapuram in the Bellary taluk {vide Board's Proceedings, No. 23G1, 
dated 15th August 1885) for non-payment of arrears of jodi, and that under ryotwar 
is due to the inclusion under settlement in previous years of villages which yielded 
no land revenue. 

The transfer of the village of Kudutanamaggi from the Harpanahalli to Kudligi 
taluk as sanctioned in Board's Proceedings, No. 725, dated 4th March 1885, was 
effected during the year. 

5. PuTTAs. — The number of puttas issued was 83,417, showing an increase of 
4,924 over that of the preceding year. This was due partly to a larger extent being 
brought under holdings than in the previous year, and partly to the resumption of the 
shrotriem village of Mallapuram in the Bellary taluk and the consequent issue of 
puttas *to the ryots of the village by Government. 

6. Season. — The season, on the whole, compared very favorably with that of the 
preceding year. The rains in the red-soil taluks having failed all through June, July 
and August, the mungavi crop had either withered away or (in parts of the western 
taluks) been eaten up by grasshoppers and caterpillars. Later rains, however, fell 
copiously from the middle of September to the middle of October. Some of the 
agricultural laborers who had wandered away in search of employment then returned 
to their villages, and the district was saved from the worst effect of the summer 
drought. The average yield of the mungavi crop was eight annas and that of the 
hingavi crops from eight annas to twelve annas, while that under river channels was, 
as usual, good. Complete information in respect of the season has been given in the 
Bevenue administration report. 
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7. Rainfall. — The following statement shows that the rainfall in* the year 
1885-86 compares very favorably with that of 1884-85, exhibiting an increase of 12-54 
inches : —

The rainfall was good and above the average of the district, but ill-distributed 
over the whole period of the cultivation season, and before September, when it was 
needed in the red soils and not desired in the black soils, such fall as there was, was 
registered in the centres of black-soil district, such as Addni, Aldr and Yemmiganur. 

The registers were fairly kept in all the taluks. 

8. Tank-supply. — The number of Government tanks in the district is 288 and 
not 796, which was a clerical error for 296 in the report for fasli 1294. This last 
figure included eight tanks which are out of repair and which have therefore been 
excluded this year. Of these 288 tanks 210 received full supply, 24 three-fourths 
supply, 24 half supply, 16 one-fourth and less, and 14 no supply. 

9. Sanitary Condition. — The public health was on the whole good. Cholera 
appeared in five taluks of the district, Ktidligi, Kadagalli and Harpanahalli 
excepted. The largest number of deaths was in Ad6ni, which returns 247. Fever 
also prevailed throughout the district. 

The mortality from cholera and fever compares favorably with that of fasli 1294 
as detailed below : —

It will be seen that the lands taken up as compared with the figures of the 
previous year show a decrease in the extent but an increase in the assessment^ but 
there has actually been a considerable increase oyer that of last year, as will be seen 
from the fact that the figures of fasli 1294 include a large area for which puttas had 
been refused in previous years pending formation of fuel reserves, and were issued 
only in fasli 1294. Exclusive of that area the extent actually taken up in fasli 1294 
comes to nearly a fifth of that actually taken up in fasli 1295. This is mainly due 
to the better state of season this year than in the previous year.

There has been an appreciable increase of cultivation under cotton due to rains 
seasonable for this crop. Under sugar-cane there has been a falling off of more than 
one-third of the extent cultivated last year. The fall in prices has occasioned this in 
some degree, but the decrease is also attributed to the fact that sugar-cane could not 
be grown under tanks, as the latter received no supply till September, while the 
months of February and March were the sowing season for the cane and the tanks 
received no supply whatever in fasli 1294. Some of the Tungabhadra channels were 
also out of repair and the cultivation was in consequence small. 

The difference in the figures now submitted and those furnished in the Adminis- 
tration report is due to certain errors having been since rectified.

The increase under the first item is due to no remissions having been granted to 
village officers as in last year, and to the attached service inams having been cultivated 
on account of the improved state of the season. 

There is also a considerable increase under item No. 2. This is attributable 
partly to the favorable turn the season took during the year, partly to the restriction 
laid down in Board's Proceedings, No. 123, dated 16th January 1886, prohibiting the 
grant of puttas to lands cultivated by village officers without durkhast at the jama- 
bandi and partly to certain cultivation without durkhast and second- crop cultivation 
after jamabandi in fasli 1294 in the Hospet taluk having been brought to account 
in fasli 1296. 

There is an increase in item No. 3 which is only due to the water-supply having 
been abundant to raise wet crops in dry lands. 

The large decrease under the head of excess collections is due to payments having 
been made before granting remissions in fasli 1294, which resulted in the former 
being credited to excess collections as already stated in paragraph 16 supra. The 
sums have been since adjusted to the accounts of fasli 1295. 

The receipts under the 5th item exhibit a decrease compared with those in the 
previous year. This is mainly attributable to the prompt collection of revenue without 
coercion for the most part. 
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There is an appreciable decrease under the 6th item, explained by the fact that 
in previous faslis all valuable lands having been brought by ryots very little remained 
to be sold. 

21. Quit-rent on enfeanchised inam villages. — Statement No. 6 shows the 
demand, collection and balance of quit-rent due on enfranchised inam villages. It 
exhibits a revenue of Ks. 13,894 for fasli 1295 against Rs. 14,267 for the preceding 
year. The decrease is attributable to the resumption of the shrotriem village of 
Mallapuram during the year.

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Though the number of defaulters proceeded against and the number of pro- 
cesses issued against them exhibit a large increase this year as compared with the 
figures of the preceding year, the amount of process fees levied considerably falls 
short of the corresponding item in the last year. The increase in the number of 
processes is chiefly attributable to the fact that coercive processes were suspended last 
year owing to the unfavorable nature of the season, while in the current year free resort 
was made to them. It must, however, be observed that there is a tendency among the 
ryots to withhold payment till the issue of processes as is evident from the fact that 
though the number of processes issued in the year is large (16,332), the number of 
defaulters whose property was brought to sale was small, being only 1,543. 

27. The process service establishment was retained in a few of the taluks only 
for a portion of the year ; and the processes were, for the most part, served by the 
village agency which accounts for the falling off in the process fees collected.

The decrease is due to the fact of there being a smaller amount of arrears out- 
standing at the beginning of the year and to the improved condition of the ryots. 

29. Sale of unassessed and assessed waste lands. — ^Neither assessed nor unassessed 
waste lands were sold under Standing Orders Nos. 32 and 36. The extent of 
land sold under Standing Order No. Ill is acres 1,031, assessed at Ks. 865, against 
15,110 acres, assessed at Rs. 9,104, in the preceding year. 

30. Advances under the Land Improvement Act — No advances under the above 
head were granted during the year. The arrear balance due at the commencement of 
the year was Rs. 5,694, i.e.^ Rs. 78 in excess of the amount, 5,616, shown as balance 
in the report for the last fasli. The diflference is due to the balance having been raised 
by that amount owing to certain land sales having been cancelled in the Rdyadrug 
taluk. 

The balance of Rs. 5,694 relates to the taluks of Bellary, Ad6ni and RAyadrug. 
Of this, the amount that fell due in the year was Rs. 5,398, and the difference is 
payable in future years. The collections out of the amount of Rs. 5,398 due in the 
year amounted to Rs. 1,226, leaving a balance of Rs. 4,172, talukwar particulars for

For the recovery of the amount due in Rdyadrug, land has been brought to sale 
and the result reported- The amount will be adjusted shortly. As regards the 
amount in the Bellary taluk, the time allowed for its payment in Board^s Proceedings, 
No. 147, dated 16th January 1885, expired in January of the current year. Steps 
are in progress for the realization of this amount as also that outstanding in Ad6ni. 
There is no balance outstanding out of advances for seed-grain. 
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31. CobU awarded in Oivtl Suits. — ^The suit the defence of which was sanc- 
tioned in Board's Proceedings, No. 1280, dated 28th April 1885, was decided in 
favor of Government, and Rs, 25 awarded as costs to Government. The amount has 
not yet been recovered and the decree is in progress of execution. 

32. Lands newly acquired by public servants.— Sixty-eight acres of land 
assessed at Rs. 174 were acquired by public servants in the year against 62 acres of 
land assessed at Rs. 130 in tiiie previous year. 

33. Ruined tanks. — One tank in the village of Handeganur (otherwise called 
Allipuram) in the Hadagalh taluk was made over to private enterprise during the year 
on the condition of paying a special rate of Rs. 2-8-0 per acre fixed for the district — vide 
Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. SOU, dated 27th August 1885. The tank is reported 
to be rain-fed and to have no ayacut under it. 

34. Sub-division of joint liability on enfranchised inams. — There were no 
applications for sub-division of joint liability on enfranchised inams. 

35. The Bellary sub-treasury was examined during the year by the Treasury 
Deputy Collector. Certain minor defects in connection with the maintenance of 
permanent advance register, storing of coins, examination of counterfeit coins and 
deposit registers were found and rectified. 

The Rdyadrug treasury was inspected in July last, and the result will be reported 
in the current year's report. 

36 Examination of Yillaqb Accounts. — The village accounts show some 
improvement, though a good deal remains to be done in the way of making them more 
accurate. The most prominent feature noticeable in them is that cultivation is not 
brought to account in the month in which it actually takes place. The importance of 
enforcing the punctual registry and of the close vigilance and effectual check over 
them by the revenue inspectors has been repeatedly impressed on the taluk officials. 

There has been a tendency among village officials not to submit accounts Nos. 3 , 
10 and 11 along with remittances. The taluk officials having been impressed with 
the necessity of invariably obtaining these accounts, great improvement has been effected 
in that way. The accounts are checked in the talak offices and the number of villages 
that sent in the accounts with remittances noted in the monthly demand, collection and 
balance statements. 

37. A separate report will be submitted on the working of the new well rules. 

38. I find no special notes referring to the conduct of public servants during the 
year either by Mr. Galton or Mr. Willock, but I am glad to report that no report of any 
grave misconduct has reached me. 

D. Eristna Rao leaves the district this month after serving eight years therein as 
sub-division sheristadar and seven years as Huzur sheristadar. He possessed the entire 
confidence of Mr. Gordon, Mr. Galton and myself and his services will no doubt be 
valuable in Cuddapah.

I HAVE the honor to report on the Land Eevenue settlement of the Anantapur 
district for fasli 1296 and to submit the prescribed statements as per accompanying list. 

2, Season.— As to the state of the season, I have nothing to add to the remarka 
contained in my Land Eevenue Administration Report for the past official year which 
run as follows : — * 

" The season was not on the whole favorable, except in the northern part of the district and 
parts of the southern ; dry lands generally suffered less from drought than wet lands, as the rains 
though pretty good for dry crops, especially from September onward, were too light either to fill 
the tanks or thoroughly replenish the springs which feed the numerous spring-channels. This 
was especiall V the case in Anantapur, Dharmavaram, Penukonda, Hindupm- and Madakasira 
taluks, in which many tanks were utteriy dry throughout the year, and meet received a verv 
scanty supply ; many spring-channels went dry and nearly all were very low, while the subset 
was so drained of its stores in many parts, especially in Dharmavaram and Penukonda that the 
failure even of very deep drinking wells gave rise not merely to difficulty, but to serious apprehen- 
sion, as mentioned ^•^ "^"^ ii%4-*/^» 4-^ 4-\^r>.

It will thus be seen that the number of tanks which received full and three- 
quarter supplies in the fasli under report bears a very low proportion to that of fasli 
1293 ; this greatly tended to increase the amount of remissions, as will be noticed further 
on under " Kemissions." Even the above table does not fully disclose the condition of 
the tank irrigation ; the subjoined divisional statement shows that out of 572 tanks in 
repair in the Head Assistant Collector's division, only 38 got a full supply and only 
124 got a supply from one-half to three-quarters ; the remainder got little or no supply, 
and some of that was so late as to be practically useless. Of the tanks that got little 
or nothing, some had been dry for years, and the fields were becoming overgrown 
with weeds and shrubs.

The principal rivers in the district, tiie Penn^r and the Chitrdvati, had no full 
freshes during the year, and the cultivation under channels fed by them was, in conse- 
quence, not so thriving as it ought to have been. 

4. Crops. — The average outturn of crops both on dry and wet lands was, as has 
been observed in the Administration Beport, ^' indifi^ent on the whole and in parts 
bad." Moreover, the quality was inferior, a poorer class of crop being necessitated by 
the season ; e.g.^ owing to a defective irrigation supply only 50,303 acres of paddy were 
grown as against 95,863 acres in fasli 1293. On the other hand, owing to the lateness, 
and in many places deficiency, of general rainfall, horsegram— that excellent test of 
inferiority of soil and season and agricultural condition — ^rose from 177,392 acres in 
fasli 1293 to 238,474 acres in fasli 1295. The following table abstracts certain chief

The two deaths from cholera were from Gooty and Tadpatri taluks, through which 
the Madras Bailway runs. The number of deaths from small-pox is wholly unreliable, 
considering that over 40 per cent, of males between five and fifteen have had that 
disease ; if births are 21,000 at 35 per mille, small-pox at 45 per cent, upon births 
would attack 9,450, and, considering the tender age of the patients and the absence of 
medical help, the number of fatal cases must be very large. 

6, Condition of Cattle. — Fodder and pasture were just sufficient in all the 
taluks, though very scanty in Dharmavaram and Penukonda in the later months of the 
fasli ; the condition of cattle was generally satisfactory. Cattle diseases prevailed in 
all the taluks except Penukonda, and the total number of deaths was 140 out of 295 
attacks. The diseases which account for the death of nearly three-fourths of the total 
number are —

The first of these diseases was prevalent in all taluks except Penukonda and 
EQndupur, the second only in the Dharmavaram taluk, the third in Dharmavaram 
and Hindupur, and the fourth in Anantapur, Tadpatri and Dharmavaram. It is 
obvious, however, that disease statistics are wholly unsatisfactory at present. 

7. Statement No. 1. — The jamabandi of the several taluks was conducted by 
their respective Divisional officers, except in Dharmavaram and Madakaslra of the Head 
Assistant Collector's division, which were settled by myself. The Board's Standing 
Order prescribing that the settlement should be held at not less than two stations in 
each tdluk was duly observed. 

8. Variations in the Number and Tenure of Villages. — ^The number of ryofcwar, 
shrotriem and rent-free villages was the same as in last year, and there were no 
ohanges in their tenure. 

9. Distribution of Puttas. — ^There was an increase of one as compared with last 
year in the number of villages for which puttas were distributed owing to a putta 
having been issued to a resumed inam in a shrotriem village in the Gooty taluk. The 
number of puttas distributed in the three faslis 1293 to 1295 is compared below : —

The increase in the number of puttas over that of last year is attributable to a larger 
extent of land having been taken up for cultivation in anticipation of a favorable 



season. 



10. Prices. — Statement No. 2, showing the prices of food-grains, has been discon* 
tinned with reference to Board's Proceedings, No. 1249, dated 5th June 1886. 
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11. Statement No, 3 — ^Etots' Holdings and Cultivation. — ^Theextentof holdings 
as they stood at the end of last fasli was acres 876,527, bearing an assessment of 
Bs. 7,21,428; this rose to acres 968,433 assessed at Rs. 7,47,136 during the fasli 
under report, being an increase of 10*48 per cent, in extent and 3*56 per cent, in 
assessment, due to comparatively a more favorable season. The large increase in area 
compared with the small increase in assessment shows that the new areas were those 
of low-assessed dry lands which are taken up and abandoned in this district according 
to the current season. The holdings and cultivation in each of the past three years

There was a decrease of 84,632 acres or 67 per cent, during the year under 
report in the extent of lands struck off the holdings and in that transferred- to other 
heads as compared with last year; and of acres 67,396 or 62 per cent, as compared 
with the year before last. The decrease appears mostly under " lands resigned,^' 
attributable, of course, to the fact of fasli 1295 succeeding on almost a famine year, 
during which the agricultural classes had exhausted all their stock of grain and 
depended solely upon the lands they had for the coming year, which they expected 
would be a propitious one. For the same reason there was an increase in the extent 
of lands newly taken up as compared with last year, the increase being acres 84,879 
or nearly 175 per cent. The extent of land cultivated was in excess of fiiat cultivated 
last year by acres 178,293 and of that in the year before last by acres 1,908, being an 
increase of 26 and -22 per cent, respectively. The increase over last year is of course 
due to a generally improved season ; that over the year before last to the fact stated 
in paragraph 2, viz., that the season of fasli 1295 was better for dry lands than for 
wet, as may be judged from the extent of dry and wet lands cultivated in the two

As pointed out in paragraph 4, the crops grown were generally inferior, as 
instanced by paddy and horsegram ; the latter crop exceeded that of fasli 1293 by 
61,082 acres, while the total excess in cultivation was only 1,908 acres. 
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12. Wastb BBiOTTED AKO Wastecharged. — Thetotal extent of land which remained 
uncultivated was acres 110,852 (or 11 per cent, of the holdings), assessed at 
Es. 1,14,469, against acres 197,239 (or 23 per cent of the holdings), assessed at 
Es. 1,93,482 in the previous year. The decrease was due to the season being compa- 
ratively more favorable. As compared with fasli 1293 it will be seen that a higher 
class of land was left uncultivated in the year under report, for the assessment of 
waste averaged in fasli 1293 only about 12 annas, whereas in fasli 1295 it averaged 
about Ee. 1-0-6. This is due to the greater amount of wet waste. There was a

The extent of waste charged during the year under report was, as will be seen 
from the above table, 9*66 per cent, of the total occupied area, showing an increase of 
acres 41,565 oyer last year's figures. It mostly consists of dry lands left fallow, the 
proportion of wet being only 3 per cent.

In the three northern taluks, Gooty, Tadpatri and Anantapur, there was an 
increase as compared with fasli 1293, and in the four southern a decrease, though the 
total ryotwar assessment of fasli 1295 was less than that of 1293 by Rs. 74,558 or 
9*40 per cent. This is due to the season haying been much more favorable in the 
north than in the south, as shown above in paragraphs 2 and 3 : while the tanks of the 
northern taluks filled and gave a good crop, those of the southern taluks were lament- 
ably empty in whole or part. It will also be observed that in the matters of second- 
crop and water charge — those excellent tests of good and bad irrigation years— fasli 
1295 nearly resembled fasli 1294, while it fell below the figures of fasli 1293 by 
Rs. 16,752 and 20,794, or 32-62 and 56-36 per cent, respectively,

15. Enclosure C to Statement No. 3, Cowles. — Acres 22 of dry land in the 
Gooty taluk, bearing an assessment of Rs. 28, were granted on progressive cowle during 
the year under report ; the statement was blank in the preceding year. 

16. Enclosure D to Statement No. 3. — Remission on portions of fields to the 
amount of Rs. 4,601 had to be granted in all the taluks except Tadpatri and Hindupur. 
Similar remissions granted last year amounted to Rs. 13,104, which was composed of 
Rs. 7 173 granted on dry lands and Rs. 5,931 on wet. The whole amount remitted 
during the year under report refers only to wet lands. The necessity for this indul- 
gence is to be found in the fact that the supplies of water in the tanks were very 
Bcanty and would have been wasted if not utilized even for portions of fields. 
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17* Statement No. 4, Remissions. — Remissions other than those granted on 
account of waste are exhibited in this statement.

The decrease under "shavi" as compared with fasli 1294 is partly the result of 
a comparatively favorable season, but is chiefly due to the fact that the ryots could 
raise only dry crops with small extents of paddy under the majority of tanks, viz., 
those which received a very scanty and late supply of water. These dry crops 
yielded moderately, and were chiefly, if not altogether, grown by rain and well water ; 
hence there was no necessity for shavi remission. The following statement gives 
particulars of shavi remission for three years : the fiigures for Madakasira in fasli 1295 
illustrate the result of growing paddy instead of a dry crop when the supply in the 
tank was scanty ; each case was examined carefully and strictly : —

17a. T1RVAKA.MMI Remissions. — On the representation of the Head Assistant 
Collector that most of the tanks in his division had not received supplies sufficient for 
wet crops, and that the wet lands would remain waste if permission were not accorded 
for raising dry crops under the tanks on the assurance of charging the highest dry- 
rate, Mr. Cruickshank gave permission, with reference to paragraph 3 of Board's 
Standing Order No. 24. The difference between the wet assessment and the highest 
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dry rate remitted on this account amounted to Ba. 37,4679 being 42 per cent. less than 
last year's amount. The figures in the tank statement in paragraphs 2 and 3 
supra sufficiently explain the necessity for this remission. 

' 18. Dasabandam Ebmissioks. — The amount of remission under this head was 
larger than last year's by Bs. 62, owing to increase in the cultivation under dasa- 
bandam works on account of the improved season. 

19. KowLE Semissions. — Under this head I have no remarks to offer except that 
the remissions decrease as the period of kowle draws to a close. 

The slight increase of Bs. 2 over last year under teazgari remissions occurs in 
the Penukonda taluk, which is due to an increase in cultivation. 

The increase of Rs. 8 over last year in the allowances for heads of villages, &c., 
occurs in the Anantapur taluk, and is reported to be due to a nirganti whose services 
were not required last year, on account of the tank not having received any supply, 
having been employed this year. 

The reason for the decrease of Es. 161 under " payments to religious institutions " 
is that no arrear allowances were paid during the year under report as was done last 
year in the Anantapur taluk ; see last year's report, paragraph 23. 

20. Net Land Revenue, Rtotwae. — Deducting the above remissions from the 
total ryotwar assessment, including second-crop assessment and charge for water 
detailed in paragraph 13 supra^ the net ryotwar demand amounted to Rs. 6,71,298 
against Rs. 3^13,271 in the preceding year and Rs. 7,80,347 in the year before last, 
showing an increase of nearly 114 percent, and a decrease of 14 per cent, respectively 
as shown in the subjoined statement : —

22. Miscellaneous Revenue. — The revenue undeir this head amounted to 
Rs. 93,885 against Rs. 77,336 in the previous year, being an increase of Rs. 16,549 
or 21*40 per cent, and against Rs. 96,284 in the year before last, showing a decrease 
of Rs. 2,399 or 2*49 per cent. The items in which there is a gross increase as

The cause of variations are briefly noticed below : — 

The increase under item No. (1) (i) is due to no remissions having been granted 
on service inams as was done last year with reference to Board's Proceedings, Mis. 
No. 4604, dated 18th May 1886. 
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Item No. (3) is a cess levied on account of Balarajee Kalva at Saj jaladinna in the 
Tadpatri taluk at a certain proportion on the cultivation under the channel. The 
increase in the amount of cess is due to increase in the extent of cultivation under the 
channel during the year under report. 

The increase in item No. (6) occurs chiefly in Tadpatri, Dharmavaram, Penu- 
konda and Hindupur taluks, and is probably attributable to some of the cumams not 
having brought the cultivation to account at the proper time. 

The increase under item No. (7) is due to a more favorable season. Items (9) to 
(41) inclusive are trivial and call for no remark. 

The increase under items Nos. (47) and (60) is manifestly due to a comparatively 
favorable season. 

The decrease under item No. (1) (a) is the result of a gross decrease of Rs. 87 in 

five taluks detailed in the margin and an 
increase of Bs. 2 in Hindupur taluk, and 
is attributable to relinquishments and to 
certain iuam lands having been bought in 
by Government at revenue sales. 

The decrease of Rs. 11 under jodi on 
dasabandam occurs in the Dharmavaram 
taluk owing to an inam having been sold 
and bought in by Government at a rev- 
enue sale. 

Item No. (8). — As no concealed culti- 
vation was brought to light during the 
year except in Hindurur, tiiere has been a 
decrease under this head. 

Item No. (44). — The cause of decrease under this head is due to the fines inflicted 
on village officers which used to be credited to Land Revenue, Miscellaneous, till last 
year having been credited to Village Service Fund during the year under report with 
reference to Board's Proceedings, No. 2428, dated 22ild August 1885. 

The decrease under item No. (48) is due to a bungalow at Anantapur having been 
purchased by Government for the Collector's quarters. 

Item No. (54). — ^This item represents the sale-proceeds of lands sold under Stand- 
ing Order No. Ill and Board's Proceedings, No. 1640, dated 15th June 1878, and the 
decrease is due to a smaller extent of lands having been sold. 

The cause of decrease under item No. (56) is due to the large increase in the 
number of processes served by viUage agency. 

Item No. (61). — The decrease under this item is due to more economy having 
been observed in allowing water for dry lands in consequence of deficient supplies in 
most of the irrigation sources. 

The decrease under item No. (64) is the result of a gross increase in certain 
items and a gross decrease in certain others as detailed below : —

— The quit-rent on shrotriem villages remained unchanged, 
viz., Rs. 13,575. 

24. Total Land Revenue Demand Current. — The entire land revenue demand for 
fasli 1295 amounted to Rs. 7,78,758 against Rs. 4,04,182 in the previous fasli and 
against Rs. 8,90,206 in fasli 1293, showing an increase of 92-67 and a decrease of 
l'J-52 per cent., respectively. The land revenue of each taluk in the past three years 
is compared below under the three different sources comprising it : —

From the above table it will be seen that a gross increase in the throe northern 
taluks and a gross decrease in the four southern taluks gives a net decrease over the 
revenue of fasli 1293. The increase in the former is due to the rainfall in those 
localities having been better both in the matter of cotton lands and of tank-flUin;;, 
while the decrease in the latter is due to a deficient rainfall as compared with 

fasli 1293 {vide marginal table). Of the 
current year's demand, viz., Bs. 7,78,758, 
the collections made within the fasli were 
Es. 7,17,112 or 92-08 per cent., leaving 
a balance of Rs. 61,646 which was reduced 
by subsequent collections to Es. 32,963 
at the end of September 1886, so that by 
the end of the last month nearly 96 pur 
cent, of the demand had been collected.

Collections would have been much better generally had the year been better and 
had it not succeeded so disastrous a year as fasli 1294 ; it was absolutely impossible in 
many cases to collect until current crops were in, while the heavy arrears of past 
faslis were also still under collection. The poor collection in Anantapur taluk is 
also largely due to there having been three tahsildars during the collection season 
omng to the suspension of one tahsildar and the promotion of his successor as Deputy 
Collector. 

25. Arbeabs. — The arrears outstanding at the beginning of the year amounted to 
Rs. 1,23,312, of which Es. 89,328 were collected and Ks. 6,126 were written off under 
the authority conveyed in Board's Proceedings, Nos. 2907, 3314 and 1093, dated 19th 
October 1885, 8th December 1885 and 15th May 1886, respectively, leaving a balance 
of Rs. 27,858 which was further reduced by subsequent collections up to the close of 
September 1886 to Es. 25,626. Of this latter amount Es. 15,452 have already been 
recommended for remission in last year's jamabandi report and in the quarterly state- 
ments ending December 1885, March and 
June 1886, and Es. 51-13-9 are now re- 
commended, leaving a possibly recoverable 
balance of Es. 10,121-5-6 as noted in the 
margin. The amount now recommended 
for remission (Es. 51-13-9) is composed 
of an item of Es. 36-30-4 in Tadpatri 
taluk said to be irrecoverable on account 
of death, desertion and poverty of the 
defaulters, and to part (Rs. 15-3-5) of an 
item of Es. 48-11-5 belonging to faslis 
1286-89 and newly discovered during 
the last jamaban^ in the Anantapur 
taluk when comparing the taluk and

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Tillage accounts. Individualwar details for this amount were called for and it has 
been ascertained that Rs. 33-8-0 are included in the amounts embezzled by the village 
officers of Dumpetla and Muktapuram, the cases against whom are pending inquiry 
with the divisional officer; the balance of Rs. 15-3-5 being very petty and of so ancient 
a date is recommended for remission. The arrears of faslis subsequent to fasli 1289 
have all been covered by processes and they will soon be either recovered or recom- 
mended for remission. I have insisted upon divisional officers bestowing their careful 
and personal attention on this important matter, so that these old arrears may be wiped 
off. Final process for all arrears prior to fasli 1295, viz., the sale of land, is either 
taking place or is about to take place, and I expect to begin the new collection season 
without any arrears of any sort. The taluk most in arrears has recently engaged my 
personal attention with considerable and unexpected results.

Dharmavaram tank, which is fed by the Chitrdvati river, received but a very 
scanty supply late in the season and absolutely useless for cultivation ; the facts are 
matters of my personal observation. 

27. Ekclostjbb A to Statement No. 7 — ^Interest on aereabs op Land Rev- 
enue. — ^The account will be submitted as soon as the return from the tahsildar of 
Tadpatri is received, to whom several reminders have been sent. 



28. Coercive Process. — Enclosure A to statement No. 8 and statement No. 11 
show the extent to which coercive processes were employed for the realization of 
arrears of land revenue and local cesses. The accompanying table compares the

The comparison shows that during the year under report final coercive process 
*was much less resorted to than in fasli 1293. The extent of lands sold during fasli 
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1295 in each of the taluks and the amounts realized were as marginally noted. 

It is noticeable that 42*07 per cent, 
of the total extent sold refers to the 
Dharmavaram taluk, though the prices 
realized by sale do not bear the same 
proportion to the total sale prices, ordi- 
nary lands being of little value in that 
large and arid taluk. 

The number of processes served during 

the year was 117,846 against 80,940 in 

the previous year and against 105,726 in 

the year before last, showing an increase 

of nearly 46 and 11 per cent., respectively. 

The increase over last year is due to 

suspension of process in fasli 1294. The proportion of processes served by the special

The above table shows that the collections during the year under report were 
more satisfactory than those of fasli 1293 when the services of such agency were 
utilized to a large extent. 

The receipts on account of process fees amounted to Rs. 1,246 against Rs. 1,312 
in the previous fasli, showing a decrease of Rs. 66 or 5 per cent, and the charges to 
Rs. 651 against Rs. 1,528. The decrease in charges over those of last year is due to the 
fact that tiie gumastahs who had been entertained under G.O., No. 2384, dated 18th 
October 1883^ continued to work for a period of about seven months during the previous 
year when their services were dispensed with under Board's Proceedings, No. 4273, 
dated 12th December 1884. There was only oneamin in each of the taluks of Gooty, 
Tadpatri, Dharmavaram and Anantapur during the year under report. 

29. Statement No. 12. — The extent of lands sold under Board's Standing Order 
No. Ill was 1,002 acres and the amount realized Rs. 1,229 against 1,034 acres and 
Rs. 1,237, respectively, in the preceding year. The extent sold under Standing Order 
No. 32 was 7 acres, and the sale-proceeds Rs. 49 against 3 acres and Rs. 61, respec- 
tively during the previous year. There were no sales under Standing Order No. 36. 

30. Advances under the Land Improvement Act — Statement No. 13. — The 
balance outstanding as per last year's account was Rs. 4,719, and this has now been 
raised to Rs. 4,742, as the tahsildar of Anantapur has reported that in the previous 
year's accounts Rs. 23 under " Ordinary advances " had been left out of account by an 
oversight. The advances made during the year under report were Rs. 4,255 against 
Rs. 3,100 in the previous year. Out of Rs. 2,004, the repayment of which fell due 
within the year, Rs. 562 were collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 1,442, which includes 
amounts ascertained to be irrecoverable. The subjoined table exhibits the taluks 
where the amounts which fell due within the year were not wholly collected : —

The nett balance of Es. 29 shown against Anantapur is the amount due by the 

shrotriemdar of Sajjalakalvapalli, the col- 
lection of which has been suspended 
under the late Collector's orders pending 
final orders regarding the repairs to his 
tank and the refund illaimed by him. 
The tahsildars of Dharmavaram and Hin- 
dupur state that processes have been 
issued for the collection of the balances. 
Of the amount shown as irrecoverable, 
viz., Es. 1,349 as per margin, Es. 10 of the 
Tadpatri taluk and Es. 207 of the Anantapur taluk under Famine advances were recom- 
mended for remission in the jamabandi report for fasli 1293 and have been since 
written off with reference to Board's Proceedings, No. 1707, dated 28th July 188u. 
Es. 408 under ** Famine " and Es. 41 under " Ordinary " against Anantapur were 
recommended for remission last year. The remaining amounts, viz., Es. 190 against 
Anantapur, Es. 465 against Dharmavaram and Es. 26 against Hindupur, aggregating 
Es. 683, are now recommended for remission. Es. 89 in Anantapur and Es. 28 in 
Hindupur represent the interest charged in excess upon erroneous calculation in some 
of the previous faslis. Es. 101 in the Anantapur taluk represent the interest on the 
principal already written off. The amount shown against Dharmavaram has been 
ascertained to be irrecoverable after selling the lands assigned as security. It is 
composed of Es. 339 principal and Bs. 126 interest on the same. 

31. Advance for Seed-grain— Stateembnt No. 14. — No advances were made 
during the year under report for the purchase of seed-grain. 

32. Civil Suits — Statement No. 15. — The balances shown last year against 
Appeal Suit No. 58 of 1883 and Second Appeal No. 1079 of 1883 were Es. 29-8-0 and 
Es. 303-10-0, respectively ; these should properly have been Es. 29-9-8 and 
Es. 218-10-0 respectively, as it has since been ascertained that Annas|l-8 relating to the 
former had been left out of account and Es. 85, the amount entered in the decree of the 
District Court as proportionate costs on the sum disallowed as per Lower Court's decree, 
had been erroneously included in the demand against the appellant in the latter suit. 
The balance at the beginning of the fasli, as now corrected, comes to Es. 292-10-5, of 
which Es. 247-11-8 were collected, leaving a balance of Es. 44-14-9. Of this latter 
Es. 39 have since been collected and the Government Pleader has been addressed 
to collect the small balances still outstanding against the parties in Appeal Suits 
Nos. 58 and 165 of 1883, on the file of the Sub-Court, Bellary. The balance shown 
against Original Suit No. 295 of 1884, on the file of the District Munsif s Court, 
Penukonda, awaits execution of the decree obtained by the party against another 
person, as the party himself is reported to possess no property. 

33. Sub-division op Quit-rent in whole Inam Villages under Board's 
Standing Order No. 122. — No applications under this head were received during the 
year under report. 

34. Lands acquired by Public Servants — Statement No. 16. — The total extent 
of lands acquired by public servants was 13*57 acres bearing a quit-rent of Es. 5-6-5, 
of which '57 acres, bearing a quit-rent of Es. 2-6-5, was acquired by way of mortgage 
in the Madura district for Es. 50 by my pennanent sheristadar L. A. Sami Iyer, and 
13 acres, bearing quit-rent of Es. 3, was acquired by a gumastah in the Dharmavaram 
taluk. 

35. Statement No. 17. — ^No ruined tanks were made over to private individuals 
during the year. 

36. Examination op Sub-Treasuries. — The sub-treasuries at Gooty and Anantapur 
were inspected by the Treasury Deputy Collector during the year with reference to 
paragraph 4 of Standing Order No. 193 ; the accounts in the former were in a 
satisfactory condition, while in the latter they were far from being so. 

37. Examination op Taluk and Village Accounts. — The accounts were exam- 
ined by myself and by divisional oflBcers both in the course of general touring and 
during the jamabandi. 
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38. Wells nbwly dug. — The statement of wells newly dug in fasli 1295 will 
accompany the special report to he submitted immediately. 

39. The delay in submitting this report is largely due to my absence in camp, 
which was prolonged by the concurrence of the Mohurrum and Dasra feasts, and by 
heavy rains in Tadpatri.

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I HAVB the honor to submit the following report on the revenue settlement and collec- 
tion of the Kumool district for Fasli 1295 (1885-86). 

2. Time and place of settlement — Statement No. 1 gives particulars of the places 
where and the officers by whom the jamabandi of the several taluks was conducted, 
as also the time occupied in settling each taluk. The taluk of Ramdllakdt was settled 
partly by the Acting Head Assistant Collector, Mr. Hewetson, and partly by the 
Temporary Deputy Collector M.R.Ry. C. Somasundra Sastriar Avargal, the former 
having had to leave the district for Burma. The settlement of Eoilkuntla was 
commenced by the Acting Deputy Collector K. Subbarayudu, and was brought to a 
close by the Acting Deputy Collector K. Seshayya Chetti Garu, the former having 
been transferred to Cuddapah. The settlement was conducted at not less than three 
places within the limits of each taluk and brought to a close before the end of the fasli. 

3. Changes in the tenure and number of villages. — There was no alteration in the 
number and tenure of villages, the number of Government villages being 700 and 
that of shrotriem villages 89 as in the preceding fasli. 

4. Season. — ^As reported in the administration report, the season was on the 
whole favorable for agricultural purposes, the average rainfall being 28*11 inches 
against 21*45 in the previous fasli ; 81*00 inches is ^e average rainfall for the five 
years previous to the famine and 28*57 for the subsequent five years. In October 
and Kovember last there were continuous rains, and the early cholum crop and cumbu 
were thereby injured to a certain extent. Owing to the cloudy weather and excessive 
moisture in the soil in the latter part of the season, the outturn of pulses and late 
crops was much less than the average. Indigo and the early crops were, however, 
very good. The early rains were scanty in Cumbum and Mdrkdpur taluks, and the 
late ones were excessive in Bamdllak6t, Pattikonda, Nandydl, Nandikdtkur, Cumbum 
.and Markapur taluks. Nearly all the tanks got full supplies except in Mdrk^pur 
and parts of Pattikonda, and consequently wet remission of Bs. 9,662 was granted in 
these two taluks. The outturn of cholum (staple food-grain) was 34 per cent, fair, 
42 per cent, middling, and 24 per cent, indifferent or bad against a yield of 20, 
38, and 42 respectively last year, the shortness of outturn being due to the unseason- 
able rains and to injury by insects. The average yield of the chief dry grains other 
than cholum varied from 14 to 36 per cent, of a full crop. The yield of the first crop 
paddy nnder the canal and under tanks was 24 per cent, of 16 annas crop, 43 per 
cent, of 12 annas, 25 per cent, of 8 annas, and 8 per cent, of 4 annas crop. The 
outturn of paddy under the canal was poor owing to a breach in the Bunkesala anient.

5. Prices. — The prices of the principal food-grains were from 10 to 28 per cent, 
lower than the average of the ten years ending with Fasli 1294 (1884-85) including 
the famine years of (1286 and 1287), It will be seen from the following table that, 
with the exception of paddy and horse-gram, all the grains were from 4*32 to 7*6 per 
cent, cheaper than in the previous yew. Though the outturn of the harvest was 
indifferent, low market rates, for staple food-grains at first prevailed probably in 
anticipation of a good harvest. But these expectations having been not realised, the 
prices rose high, but were not higher on the average than in the preceding year, 
though higher as compared with those of Fasli 1285 (1875-76), the year immediately 
preceding the famine of 1876-77.

6. Public health. — Public health was nearly as bad as in the previous year, if not 
worse, the number of deaths being 15,535 against 15,902. The chief prevailing 
diseases were cholera, small-pox, and fever. Cholera carried off 168 persons against 85 
in the preceding year. The number of deaths from small-pox and fever was 327 and 
10,996 against 1,499 and 10,484 respectively in the previous year. 

7. The total number of births registered' was 28,996 against 27,979 in the 
preceding year, the increase being due to the gradual increase of population.

The increase was mainly due to darkhasts consequent on the gradual recovery of 
people from the effects of famine. Compared with the holdings of Fasli 1285 (1875-76) 
the area under occupation in Fasli 1295 (1885-86) shows a decrease of acres 153,466, 
or about 12-23 per cent, as against acres 204,795, or 16*82 per cent, in Fasli 1294 
(1884-85). The year under review shows improvement also in the area struck off 
the ryots' holdings on account of lands sold for arrears and bought in by Government, 
viz., acres 482, assessed atEs. 497, as against acres 1,133, assessed at 1,732 rupees in 
the preceding fasli. 

10. Actual cultivation. — Of the total extent under occupation, as detailed in the 
foregoing paragraph, 95-65 per cent, of dry lands and 89-68 per cent, of wet lands, or

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The total extent actually oultiyated in Fasli 1295 (1885-86) was more than that 
of the preceding year by acres 67,686, afisessed at Bs. 61,349 and less than that of 
Fasli 1285 (1875-76) by acres 15,167, assessed at R& 89,884. The proportion of 
cultiYation to the total holdings in the year nnder report is greater than that of Fasli 
1294 (1884-86) by 1'78 per cent, and less than that of Fasli 1286 (1875-76) by 39 
per cent. 

11. Second crop assessment and water-tax. — ^The amounts charged as second crop 
assessment and water-rate on dry lands were Bs. 16,952 and Bs. 12,432 respectively 
against Bs. 7,682 and Bs. 8,088 in the previous year. The increase occurring under 
both heads is attributable to better supplies received by tanks as already stated. 

Kumool'Guddapah canal. — The extent of cultivation under the canal in this 
district was acres 8,397 against acres 12,138 in the previous year. The gross water- 
rate demand amounted to Bs. 29,405 (including the water-tax of Bs. 3,500 paid by 
the Eumool Municipality for town supply) against 41,163 in the previous year. The 
decrease in both the extent and water-rate is due partly to the breach in the Sunkesala 
anient and several breaches in the bund of the canal in the Nandikotkur and 
Nandydl taluks, and partly to the non-irrigation of dry crops which were matured by 
rains in the year under report. 

12. Total assessment on Eyotwari lands including the second-crop Revenue and 
Water-tax. — ^The total assessment on ryotwari lands, including the second-crop revenue 
and the charge for water (excluding tiie canal water-rate), was Bs. 12,45,793 against 
Bs. 11,97,851 in Fasli 1294 (1884-85), the increase being due to darkhasts, decrease 
of wet remissions, and absence of dry remissions in the year under report.

The decrease under (1) nasib rayati, (3) mukta cowle, and (8) remission on 
account of lift, is due to the lands having been left waste for insufficiency of water.

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24. Demandj Collection and Balance of Arrears. — The following statement ahowB 
ihe demand, ooUection, and balance of land revenue arrears. It will be seen therefrom 
that the arrear balance at the beginning of the fasli was Bs. 16,964, whereof 7,916 were 
collected up to the end of August 1886 and Bs.

Of the closing balance of Rs. 6,224, Rs. 5,424 appertain to Faslis 1286 to 1290.

This amount has been recommended 
to be written off — vide Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. 6386, dated 156th August 1886.

Excluding the amounts remitted as irrecoverable in the last two years, viz., 
4,943 in FasU 1294 and Rs. 2,824 in FasU 1295, the collections of arrears in the 
year under report were less than those of the preceding year, the reason being that the 
opening balanceof the fasU was much less than that of Fasli 1294 (1884-85). 

The increase in current coUections is the result of increased demand, improved 
condition of ryots, and promptitude in the coUection of revenue. 

26. Coercive Processes. — There was a considerable faUing ofE in the number of 
coercive processes employed in the collection of revenue. Only 91,586 demands were 
issued in the first instance for arrears, amounting to Rs. 3,05,541, against 112,645 
for Rs. 3,60,206 in the previous year. The property of 3,951 persons was attached 
for arrears of Rs. 41,152 against 3,684 persons for Rs. 51,695 in FasU 1294 
(1884-85). The number of cases in which attached property was actually sold was 
470 on account of arrears, amounting to Rs. 6,902, against 826 cases and Rs. 14,134 
ia the previous year. The property (both movable and immovable) sold realized 
Es. 3,296 against 10,029 in the past year. The estimated value of lands sold was 
Rs. 2,'i31, and the sale-proceeds amounted to Rs. 1,563 against Rs. 8,362 and 8,113 
respectively in Fasli 1294. 

The great difference between the estimated value and the actual sale-proceeds is 
probably due to carelessness in making estimates on the part of the officials concerned* 
The extent of land sold was acres 1,650, assessed at Rs. 1,887, against acres 6,248, 
assessed at Rs. 7,324, in Fasli 1294, and the amount of arrears for which the lands 
were sold was Rs. 1,975 against Rs. 8,182 of the previous year. Of the extent sold 
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acres 799, assessed at Rs 883, were bought in on behalf of Qoyemment in Fasli 1295 
against acres 8,957, assessed at Rs. 4,350, in Easli 1294 (1884-85). It will be seen 
from the following statement that the extent to which coercion was employed during 
the year under review was less than that of any one of the past eight years.

The process service establishment at the beginning of the fasli consisted of seven 
amins on Rs. 10 each per mensem and ten servers on Rs. 7 each per mensem in seven 
taluks ; two servers were employed in Nandy^l taluk in March 1886 and their services 
were ^spensed with in June ; further the services of one server in Fattikonda and 
one amin and two servers in Sirvel were also dispensed with at the same time. 
At the close of the year there were six amins and seven servers in the district. 

The cost of the establishment for the year amounted to Rs. 1,459, and the total 
fees realized to Rs. 902 against Rs. 2,585 and Rs. 1,038 in the previous year. The 
decrease in the cost is due to reduced establishment, and that of receipts to a large 
proportion of process having been served by the village heads. The rates of process 
service fees levied during the year remained the same as in the preceding year, viz. : — 

Two annas for demand l!Tos. 1 and 4 served within five miles. 

One anna for demand Nos. 1 and 4 served for every additional five miles. 

Eight annas for distraint order No. 2. 

Do. for sale of movable property No. 3. 

Do. for attachment of immovable property No. 5. 

Do. for sale of immovable properly No. 7. 

Of the total number of processes issued during the year, 13,789 were served by 
special agency, and the remainder, viz., 77,796, by the village agency, the correspond- 
ing figures for the previous year being 12,880 and 99,765 respectively. 

27. Advances under the Land Improvement Act and far Seed-^frain. — ^No advances 
were made during the year under report either under Land Improvement Act or 
on account of seed^grain, the season requiring none under the latter head. 

28. Advances under Agriculturists^ Loans Act (XII o/1885). — ^Advances under the 
Act were made to the ryots to the extent of Rs. 554 under Board^s Proceedings, 
No. 1064, dated 23rd July 1886. 

29. Interest. — Statement showing the demand, collection, and balance of interest 
charged on land revenue and advance arrears is submitted in the form prescribed in 
Board's Proceedings, dated I7th March 1882, No. 822. 

30. Law Suits. — ^Two law suits were instituted against the Collector during the 
fasli under report. 

The first was brought by the shrotriemdars of Survarapupalli in Cumbum taluk 
against eleven defendants who are shrotriemdars of Motupalli, Bodduvanipalli and 
Lingareddipalli of the same taluk to establish the right of cutting wood without 
seigniorage and the privilege of issuing permits for cutting wood and of grazing cattle 
pn the thirteen hills. The divisional officer being of opinion that the hills form a part 
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of Government property, subsequently moved the court to include the Collector as the 
twelfth defendant. The defence is sanctioned by the Board in their Proceedings, dated 
26th November 1885, No. 3243. The suit is still pending before the District Munsif s 
Court of Cumbum. The second was brought by E. Narasiah, dismissed kumam of 
Soomavarapetta^ Cumbum taluk, for the cancellation of the order of the Deputy 
Collector for the recovery of Rs. 18-7-10 embezzled by him. The defence was 
sanctioned by the Board in their Proceedings, dated 8th December 1886, No. 3313. 
This suit was, however, subsequently withdrawn by the plaintiff. 

The law suit referred to in the last year's report was disposed of during the year 
unfavorably to Government — vide Board's Proceedings, dated 29th June 1886, 
Mis. No. 4806. 

31. Village and Taluk Accounts. — ^The village and taluk accounts were examined 
at the jamabandi and were generally found to be correctly kept and in the prescribed 
form. 

32. Irrigation Registers. — These registers are not now prepared in the office, as the 
work has been undertaken by the Director of Revenue Settlement and Agriculture. 

33. Lands acquired by Public Servants. — Acres 3*48, assessed at Rs. 11-12-0, were 
newly acquired by the t^sildar of Pattikonda in the district of Chingleput. Acres 
4'50, assessed at Rs. 3-8-0, were acquired by certain clerks in the district. 

34. New Wells. — The. information referred to in Board's Proceedings, dated 18th 
March 1885, No. 898, is given in the subjoined tabular form prescribed by the

35. Conduct of Public Servants. — Having taken charge of the district only on 
26th Jtily last, I am unable to enter upon any great detail under this head. 

I have had no serious fault to find with any one, and no misconduct has come to 
my notice since. On the contrary everything has been going on well, and all are 
doing their work satisfactorily. I may, however, observe that my Acting Sheristadar, 
M.B.By. K. Narayanaswami Naidu Avargal, continues to justify my predecessor's 
selection of him for the important post he fills by diligence, honesty, and ability. My 
Temporary Deputy Collector, M.R.Ey. C, Somasundara Sastriar Avargal, is invaluable 
as an assistant and well deserves early confirmation. 

36. The treasury has had to undergo changes, and the district has been gradually 
deprived of European officers. I am now the only Magistrate of that class and the 
sole justice of peace (Judge excepted) in Kumool.

2. There were no territorial changes during the fasli. 

3. Season — Rainfall. — ^The rainfall registered during the year amounted to 50-50 
inches against 73*80 in the preceding year as will be seen from the subjoined state- 
ment. The tanks in this district which are all rainfed re6eived a good supply during 
the north-east monsoon ; the south-west monsoon as in the previous year only slightly 
added to the supply : —

4. There are eight tanks in this district, all of which belong to Government. 
Their upkeep and conservancy, which had been in the hands of the Department of 
Public Works, were under G.O., No. 245-1., dated the 9th March 1885, transferred to 
the Revenue Department with effect from 1st May 1885. Most of these tanks were 
in need of much repair, and although no time was lost in applying for the transfer of 
the budget allotment from the Public Works Department, yet the necessary funds 
came in only in November 1885, when all the tanks were so full as not to admit of 
repairs. Some earthwork repairs were however executed to the bunds of the Myla- 
pore and the Vyasarpady tanks. Towards the close of the fasli under report the 
upkeep of these minor irrigation works again changed hands. The special or " Tank 
Maintenance •' Department assumed charge of them with effect from the 28th June 
1886. The necessary provision made in the budget of the Collector on this account 
for the current year was transferred to that department, and it is hoped that all the 
repairs originally estimated for will soon be completed. 

6. During the year the sanction of Government was received for the entertain- 
ment of watchers referred to at the concluding sentence of paragraph 4 of the hst 
jamabandi report, but owing to the character of the season there was no need for the 
w;hole establishment (ten watchers), and only two hands were entertained for a little 
over two months. 

6. Cultivation. — In this district all lands are subject to fixed rates of quit-rent 
irrespective of cultivation. No statistics of cultivation are therefore available here 
except in regard to sugar-cane, which, as usual, was raised only in the Nungumbakum 
and Mylapore villages, the total area cultivated and the assessment being respectively 
93*88 acres and Rs. 373 against 41*33 acres and Rs. 164 in the previous year. The 
increase is due partly to more land having been cultivated in the fasli and partly 
to the present figures being more accurate than those of previous faslis. Prior 
to January last no monthly account of cultivation of this special product was main- 
tained in the Deputy Collector's office, the information being obtained from local 
inspection and inquiry towards the close of the fasli, but since the receipt of Board's 
Proceedings, No. 2563, dated the 5th September 1885, monthly statistics have been 
required from the Deputy Collector, which are being furnished on local inspection 
every month. 

7. Cotton and Indigo. — Cotton and indigo are not cultivated in Madras.

lYom the above it is gratifying to observe that public health showed a consider- 
able improvement during the year. Cholera and small-pox were almost nil as com- 
pared with fasli 1294. The other ifems also show some slight decrease, due to the 
particularly good season. The rate of death per mille was 34*66 against 40*66 in 
the previous year. 

9. The Condition of Caitle. — ^The condition of cattle was far from satisfactory. 
Epizootic aphtha broke out about January 1886 almost throughout Madras and lasted 
for about a month. There were, however, no deaths -a result partly due to the aid of 
the Cattle Disease Inspector. A special officer was detailed on this work-, and he traced 
the source of the disease to a number of draught bullocks brought down from Bangalore 
by a municipal contractor here. Pasturage and drinking water were sufficient. 

10. Prices. — Statement 2 giving average prices of food grains has been ordered 
to be discontinued in Board's Proceedings, No. 1249, dated the 5th June 1886, so 
none accompanies this report. Madras is not a grain-producing district and draws 
its supplies from the neighbouring districts by land and from the north coast districts 
by sea and by canal, and any noticeable variations in the prices are due to the 
increase or diminution of imports as the case may be. 

11. Land Revenue. — Subjoined is the abstract statement of demand, colftction 
and balance under land revenue as compared with the previous fasli. The figures 
exclude Bs. 3,331 against Rs. 3,286 in fasli 1294, being beriz. deductions on account 
of allowances made to religious institutions. The difference, viz., Rs. 45, is due to 
certain payments due in fasli 1294 having been made in 1295. A detailed demand, 
collection and balance statement of the several items comprised is also appended.

The year opened with a balance of Rs. 5,965, of which Rs. 4,822 were collected 
and Rs. 26 remitted under G.O., No. 271, dated the 8th April 1886, Revenue Depart- 
ment, communicated in Board's Proceedings, No. 1093, dated 15th May 1886, leaving 
a balance of Rs. 1,117 relating to faslis 1:^93 and 1294. Of this, Rs. 86 appertain- 
ing to fasli 1293 were recommended to be written off in this district jamabandi 
report for fasli 1294, and sanctioned in G.O., No. 764, Revenue Department, dated 
the 3rd September 1886, received in this office on the 12th instant. The sum will 
be written off in the current month's accounts. Deducting from the remainder 
(Rs. 1,032) Rs. 372 now recommended as per accompanying statement No. 8 
(enclosure C) and Rs. 191 collected up to the end of October 1886, and Rs. 24 pend- 
ing inquiry, there is a balance of Rs. 345 which will be collected ij) this year. 

The total current collections amounted to Rs. 66,238, or 88*87 per cent, of the 
demand, which is a little less than the percentage for fasli 1294. The falling off is 
due to the collection not having been made at the close of the fasli with proper 
promptitude. The conduct of the officers responsible for the laxity has been duly 
noticed. The balance left uncollected at the end of the fasli was Rs. 8,290, of which 
Rs. 5,177 have since been collected, and such portion of the balance as can be recovered 
will soon be realised, quarterly returns being sent to the Board for remission in 
irrecoverable cases. 
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4 SETTLEMENT REPOET OF MADRAS. 

From this statement it will be seen that in the transferred villages there is 
an increase under both demand and collection in the fasli under report as compared 
with the preceding year. This is due to the arrears of fasli 1294, which had to be 
collected during the year under report, haying been more than the amount of arrears 
offasU1293. 

In the Madras taluk shrotriem jodi shows the same demand as for fasli 1294, 
but there is a decrease under collections; the balance has, however, since been 
collected. 

Quit-rent exhibits very nearly the same demand ^for both the years, but the 
collection shows a decrease, which is, as already stated, due to want of promptitude 
on the part of the officials entrusted with the collection. 

Ground-rent exhibits a larger demand than in the previous year, due to higher 
rents secured for certain lands and to a greater number of lands having been taken up 
on lease. The decrease under collection is, as in the case of quit-rent, again due to 
the laxity of the officials concerned. 

The other items are of a fluctuating and uncertain nature and the variations under 
them call for no remark. 

12. The land revenue charges during the fasli 1295, as compared with the previous

■ B to statement No. 8 shows that 26,316 

first demands were issued during the year, 
representing a demand of Rs. 59,641. One thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight 
distraint warrants were issued covering property valued at Rs. 4,908, but in almost all 
cases payments were made before they were executed, and only in 45 cases distraint 
of personal property took place, the aggregate value of the distress being Rs. 145. Of 
these, property was sold in 10 cases, realizing Rs. 47 against a demand of Rs. 68, and 
the balance will soon be realized by attachment and sale of immovable property. In 
the remaining 35 cases, the property was released, as the arrears were paid before date 
of sale. As regards immovable property, there were 72 attachments for a demand of 
Rs. 537, out of which only 10 sales took place, realizing Rs. 699 against a demand of 
Rs. 333. In the remaining cases the attachments were released, the arrears haying 
been paid. The large amount realized over the demand was owing to brisk competition 
at the sales. 

14. During the year under report demands under Act II of 1864 were received 

from the marginally-notfed ' districts for 
the realization of arrears of revenue due 
from defaulters residing in Madras. Out 
of a demand of Rs. 1,10,429, Rs. 85,222 
were collected and adjusted in the accounts 
and the balance was duly accounted for 
either by production of receipts granted 

in the districts concerned or by the poverty or absence of the defaulters, intimation 
of which was given to the respective district authorities. 

15. No lands were acquired during the fasli by the public servants under my 
control and a nil statement is enclosed.

I HAVE the honor to submit the Jamabandi report of this district for fasli 1295 
with the prescribed statements. 

2. Statement I — Ajstsval Septlbmbnt, — ^Two taluks were settled by the Collector, 
two by the Sub-Collector and one each by the General charge and Temporary Deputy 
Collectors ; the settlement was made in not less than three stations in each taluk, 
and on the average the settlement of each taluk occupied fourteen days. 

3. Vaeiation in the Number and Tenubb of Villages. — Two of the ryotwari 
villages of Fonn^ri taluk, Kandigai and Funjetty, were clubbed together with the sane* 
tion of the Board (Board's Froceedings, dated 27th January 1886, No. 232), and two 
amani villages of Nerkundram (Saiddpet taluk) and Selvalimangalam (Conjeeveram 
taluk) were transferred to ryotwari in the year. The former was a zemin until 1882, 
and was purchased by Government in a revenue sale {vide Board's Froceedings, dated 
9th December 1882, No. 9708), and the latter was shrotriem and was resumed in 1884 
under G.O., dated 28th January 1884, No. 137. Both of them were kept under 
<^ amoni " tenure, pending the introduction of the new settlement and survev, which 
were completed in the fasli under report. Hence the number of ryotwari villages of 
the district has risen by one and the total number of villages has decreased by one. 
The following statement gives the number and tenure of villages of each taluk : —

4, NuMBEK OP PuTTAS. — ^Tho number of puttas has risen from 78,612 to 80,290, 
and the increase (1,678) is fairly proportionate to the increase of occupation in the 
year, viz , 9,942 acres. In the taluks of Chingleput, Madur^ntakam and Conjeeveram 
revised puttas in the new form were issued in the year in question to all ryots with 
reference to Proceedings of the Board of Eevenue, dated 10th May 1884, No. 1598, 
Sence considerable increase under new puttas. 

6. Seasok. — ^The season was on the whole tolerable. The south-west monsoon 
waa much below the average. Except in Conjeeveram and Madurdotakam, the taluks 
that suffered most being Ponn^ri, Chingleput and Saiddpet. The north-east monsoon 
was, however, copious and general.

7. Crops. — The early dry crops suffered for want of rain, but the rain later in the 
season was sufficient for the paddy cultivation. The outturn of paddy was reported to 
be on the whole fair and about an average crop. 

8. Public Health. — From a sanitary point of view the year was much better 
than the preceding one, and the total mortality in the year amounted to 24*7 per mille 
of population against 29*9 in the previous year. Cholera was almost entirely absent 
and small-pox prevailed to a very small extent. Deaths from this cause amounted 
to but 213 against 1,284 in 1884-85 and 2,797 in 1883-84. A large percentage of 
the mortality was, as will be seen from the figures noted below, under fever as usual, 
and in this respect I regret to observe there has been no improvement, especially in 
Saidipet and Conjeeveram taluks, where the mortality from this disease amounted to 
2,622. Births show a decline from the previous year, but the number registered 
in the year almost equals the figures of 1883-84 and amounts to 40*0 per mUle of 
population : —

9. Permanently-settled Estates. — The number of estates was the same as in the 
last year, viz., 212. The peishoush payable on the muttas fell off by Es. 67-7-1 in 
the year from Es. 1,02,444 to Es. 1,02,375. The decrease is due to the acquisition of 
zemindari lands for public purposes ; the authority under which reduction was allowed 
in each case is given below. By misteke, the reductions sanctioned on the 10th January 
1885 for Chiindmpet and Othivilagam muttas were not given effect to in fasli 1294, 
and so. they appear as new reductions in the accounts of fasli 1295 : —

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10. The largest estate in the district (Tiruvdr) pays a peishcush of Rs. 7,784. 
With the exception of 29 muttas, all the rest (183) pay less than Rs. 1,000, and no 
less than 36 pay under Rs. 100. The total rent- value of the estates, according to 
accounts rendered by the owners for the purposes of land-cess, amounts to Rs. 2,82,907, 
and the peishcush bears a proportion to this amount of 30*16 per cent. Twenty 
transfers of registry were affected in the year on voluntary applications and by 
succession against 19 in the previous year. 

11. Sheotribm Jodi. — There are 271 (inam) shrotriem villages in the district, of 
which 222 were enfranchised and the rest have not been so. The jodi and quit-rent 
charged on the villages in the year amounted to Rs. 74,242 against Rs. 74,100 of fasli 
1294. The difference of Rs. 141-9-11 is due to excess quit-rent charged on a siugle 
village of Athipatu, enfranchised iu the fasli under 0.0. , dated the 29th December 
1884, No. 1430. 

12. Rtotwar Holdings— Statement 
III. — The extent of ryots' holdings in the 
year amounted to 560,249 acres, assessed 
at Rs. 14,67,320, which was Jin excess of 
that of the previous fasli by 9,942 acres, 
assessed at Rs. 13,641. It is very grati- 
fying to observe from the marginally- no ted 
figures referring to the last ten non-famine 
years that the occupied area in the year was 
the highest on record.

13. The area struck o& the ryots' holding in {asli 1295 was less than that of the 
previous year by .1 ,768 acres, and it is due to the favorable season. 

14. Acres 10,664 were newly taken up as against 11,566 in the previous year; 
lands sold under Standing Order No. Ill were 2,731 acres as against 1,078 acres, 
thus showing a net increase under holdings of 751 acres. 

15. Actual Cultivation.— Of the total occupied area, 82*04 per cent, or 477,062 
acres were actually cultivated as against 82*59 per ceiit. or 461,965 acres in fasli 
1294. Though the proportion has slightly fallen ofi, still the area cultivated showa 
an increase of 15,107 acres. 
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4 SETTLEMENT EEPORT OF CHINGLEPUT^ 

16. The figures below show the extent of waste charged and remitted as com- 
pared with fasli 1294. As usual, nearly the whole of the " dry waste " was fully 
charged and the exceptional cases of remission under ^^ dry " refer to lands taken up 
for ^^ forest reserve " and to late assignments on durkhast. The attention of tahsQ- 
dars has been drawn to Board's Proceedings, No. 1413, dated 22nd May 1883, and 
they have been directed to see in- future that assignments are in such cases made for 
the coming year. In the case of ^^ wet waste " remissions were allowed on 8*61 per 
cent, to the extent of 2,737 acres, assessed at Bs. 10,672, and the rest charged; the 
proportion remitted in the previous year was 29*51 per cent, and the extent 9,960 acres 
assessed at Bs. 33,933 :—

BATB. — Under second-crop assessment on " wet '* and water-rate on " dry, ^' the 
revenue derived was Rs. 93,842 and 15,332, respectively, against Rs. 91,603 and 
15,907 in the previous fasli. After the close of the jamabandi, Rs. 23,753 and Rs. 255, 
respectively, were charged as fasal and tirvajasti and credited to " Land Revenue, 
Miscellaneous.*' The total amount charged in the year on account of water-rate, both 
before and after jamabandi, amounted to Rs. 1,33,182 against Rs. 1,35,996 in the 
previous year. The extent of wet lands on which second-crop assessment amounting 
to Rs. 93,842 was charged is not available. The extent of dry lands irrigated by 
Government water and charged with water-rate was 3,940 acres. Out of the total 
wet holding of 330,760 acres, only 7,699 acres bear a consolidated assessment for 
the two crops, and hence a large extent is being charged year after year under second- 
crop assessment.

23. There was a considerable decrease under all heads of remissions except tirva- 
oummi, compared with the figures of last year, when unusually heavy remissions had 
to be granted on account of the breach of several important tanks including the Bed 
Hills and Sholavaram tanks. The increase under tirvacummi was owing to the favor- 
able water-rate rules sanctioned in revised Standing Order No. 8. A separate report 
will be submitted on this item in detail, with reference to Board's Proceedings, dated 
19th August 1886, Mis.

25. The first item varies with the actual extent of wet lands irrigable only by 
lift, which may be held on putta in each year. The second item should not appear 
under remissions, as Board's Proceedings, dated the 29th February 1884, No. 683, does 
not apply to such cases, and only three-fourths of the water-rate should be charged in 
accounts in cases where water has to be raised by mechanical contrivances (vide Standing 
Order No. 5-1, paragraph 2). The error was detected too late to allow of its being 
rectified this year, but it will be guarded against for the future. 

26. Similarly, item 3 being a charge which' was disallowed in 1885 (vide Board's 
Proceedings, Mis. No. 9970, dated 6th November 1885) should not have been brought to 
account at ell ei^er on the credit or debit side. 

27. Item No. 4. — Where the error was rectified before the accounts of the fasli were 
closed, there was no necessity to take the item into account and again exhibit it under 
remissions. The irregularities noted under items 2, 3 and 4 have been going on for 
some years and will be rectified from next year. 

28. " Permanent cowle " remissions still exist in the marginally-noted villages 

and they were originally granted for 
bringing immemorial waste to cultivation. 

29. ^^ Muktha Cowle " remissions are 
given to the temple of Nandikeswara- 
swamiar in Nandivaram village, Ohingle- 
put taluk. In this case, some lands were 
originally granted on " cowle " at Rs. 35 
per annum and the lands were assessed in the settlement at Rs. 94. The difference 
of Rs. 59 is, therefore, being remitted annually. The question of transferring the 
item to inam and settling it accordingly will shortly be submitted to the Inam 
Commissioner. 

30. Of " twenty years' cowle topes,'* 543-71 acres, assessed at Rs. 564-1-0, were 
fully assessed in the year and new oowles were granted for 107*86 acres, assessed 
at Rs. 69-2-0. The total extent held on "oowle" at the end of the fasli was 
1,855-06 acres, assessed at Rs. 1,350-7-0.

35. Tasdie Allowances. — ^The increased allowjpiRLnder item No. 2 was 
sanctioned by the Board in their Proceedings, ^mjjS^ dated the 13th October 1883. 

36. Item No. 3 — Contribution to VillS^P Seevicb Fund. — Increase under 
" Village Service Fund contribution " is due W the increase of cultivation in the 
villages, from the beriz of which the remission is granted. 

37. Item No. 4.— Under G.O., dated the 12th October 1876, No. 1472, the Kazi 
is entitled to the whole of the net collections of Coromandel. In fasli 1295 the total 
collections (less cost of a portion of the village establishment) amounted to Rs. 4,778. 

38. In the previous years, the revenue derived from the chunam-shell quarries 
of the village were credited to '* Ayen '^ along with the incomes under this head from 
other Government villages, but after some correspondence with the Salt and Abkdri 
Commissioner, by whom this revenue is managed, back collections under this head, 
amounting to Rs. 2,097-13-7, were paid to the Kazi in the year under review. The total 
revenue thus taken to the credit of the village in the year amounted to Ks. 6,875-8-0. 
The sum actually paid to the Kazi within the year amounted to Bs. 6,540-8-11 and 
the balance was paid to him in the current fasli from the collections of fasli 1295. 
The total sum due to the kazi for fasli 1295 being Rs. 6,875, that sum is shown 
under *^ remissions,^^ so that both sides of the account may tally. 



39. Until last year, the sums shown (with reference to 



this village) under 
collections or to the 



" remissions " bore no proportion whatever either to the actual 

actual payments, but was merely an arbitrary figure somewhat below the beriz of the 

village. 

40. The figure on the credit side (Statement V) was always shown in excess of 
ihe debit, although, as a matter of fact, the Government derived no revenue from the 
village. The account, as kept, served simply to swell the beriz of the taluk and district 
unnecessarily and to complicate district and taluk balances. 

41. The Board will be addressed separately as to the best method of bringing 
this item to account in future. 

42. Net Ryotwab Revenue. — ^The net ryotwar revenue of the year exclusive of 
remissions amounted to Rs. 14,83,629 against Rs. 14,21,158 in the previous fasli. 

43. Land Revenue, Miscellaneous — Statement V. — ^The total demand under 
this head came up to Rs. 1,46,783 against Rs. 1,53,877 in the previous year. The

44. Item I — Cultivation without Durkhast — There has been a rise of Rs. 2,428 
under this item. Endeavours will be made to keep this as low as possible, and the atten- 
tion of divisional officers and tahsildars will be drawn to Standing Order No. 17 in 
view to the issue of puttas at jamabandi in all unobjectionable cases. 

45. Item 11— Cultivation after Jamabandi. — ^This chiefly refers to second-crop 
assessment on single-crop wet lands and water-rate on dry lands charged after 
jamabandi ; and the items have been already noticed under fasal and tirva jasti — vide 
paragraph 19 supra. 

46. Item V—Sale-proceeds of lands sold under Standing Order No. 111. — 
Though the extent of land sold this year was in excess of that of the previous year, 
viz., acres 2,734 against 2,709, still the sale-proceeds were low, and that is due to the 
inferior quality of the lands sold. 

47. Item IX — Cess for repair of tanks. — ^This is levied in a number of villages 
on wet and dry inams and each village has its own rate. 

48. Item X — Rent from Bazaars^ ^c, in the Cantonments. — It was recently 
discovered that a number of house-sites had hitherto escaped assessment in the three 
cantonment stations by mistake, and they were accordingly charged in the year under 
report for two years. Hence large increase under this head. 

49. Item XII. — Excess collection over the demand. — Though the decrease of 
Bd. 6,241 under this head exhibits an improvement, it cannot still be said that the 
whole of the excess collections are shown in the accounts as such. The taluk and 
village balances yet differ to a very large extent and a great portion of it is no doubt 
due to the excess collections being credited to other heads. 

50. Item XIV. — Chunam shell rent. — This is managed by the Salt department. 
The explanation for the fall should be furnished by that department. 

61. Item XVI. — Process service fees. — ^The fall in ** process service fees " is 
owing to the reduction of the process service establishment and the serving of a large 
number of processes through the village agency. The revenue (Rs. l,6o2) was so 
regulated as not to exceed the charges of the establishment, which in the year under 
report amounted to Bs. 1,666. 
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52. Item XVII. — Comm%89um on private estates under management. — In faslis 
1293 and 1294, no credit was taken under this head, although ^^ Soranjeri" estate 
remained under the management of the Court of Wards from fasli 1285 to fasli 1294. 
The amount now taken credit for (Bs. 154) is the sum due for fasli 1293 and a por- 
tion of fasli 1294. The last previous credit in the jamabundi account was in that of 
fasli 1292 on account of the sum due for fasli 1291. The amoimt due for fasli 1292, 
Es. 114-7-11, was duly paid into the treasury in October 1884 (fasli 1294), but omit- 
ted in that year's jamabandi accounts. 

53. The excess in the accounts of the year under review will thus be seen to be 
only nominal and not real. 

54. Item XVII. — Collectum from viUage service inams for offices vaea/nt. — 
When enfranchised village service inams were relinquished or bought in Revenue 
sales and retaken for cultivatLon, the whole of the assessment was being hitherto 
credited to ^' Land Revenue, Miscellaneous,'' instead of the old jodi only, contrary to 
G.O., dated 23rd May 1882, No. 542. In the present accounts, no revenue is, there- 
fore, shown under this head. What has been already credited to this head by mis- 
take in the treasury accounts of fasli 1295 will be transferred to proper, heads, with 
the sanction of the Accountant-General, and the Board will be separately addressed in 
view to effecting similar adjustments in the accounts of th9 previous years. 

55. Items XIX and XX. — Rent of C. Class Railway lands and of a bungalow at 
Palldvaram. — Though Rs. 94 were entered under this item (XIX) in the accounts of 
the last fasli, still my present inquiries show that actually no such revenue was 
received last year, and that the sum was the house-rent of a bungalow at Palldvaram. 
The bungalow was once in the hands of the South Indian Railway, but was given 
back by them to Oovemment (thus it ceased to be ^< C " dass land) several years ago. 
The income of the year under report from this source amounted to Rs. 146, and is 
shown under Item Ko. XX. It is proposed to sell the building by public auction 
shortly. 

56. Item XXI. — Revenue from amani viHags.-^Two amani villages having been 
incorporated with " Ayen," there has been no revenue under this head — vide para- 
graph 3 supra. 

57. Item XXII . — Ooromandel collections. — ^The increase under this head is due 
to the circumstances explained in paragraphs 37 to 41. This item being in the 
nature of a debt account, receipts and remissions (statement lY) should correspond, 
and in order to make them do so, it has been necessary to exhibit as demand the sum 
of Rs. 2,097-13-7 alluded to in paragraph 38, although the payment was really in the 
nature of a refund. 

58. The other items call for no remark. 

59. Remissions op Miscellaneous Revenue — Statement V-B. — Remissions of 
miscellaneous revenue show a decrease of Rs. 646 from the previous year, which is 
due partly to the inclusion in last year, by mistake, of a portion of the revenue of

62. Current collections. — Of the 
current demand of fis. 18,02,312, 
Rs. 17,09,884, or 94-86 per cent., were 
collected within the year against 94*44 
percent, in the previous fasli, and the 

subsequent collections up to the end of September reduced the balance to Rs. 15,376, 

or 'BS per cent. 



63. Arrear collections. — ^The arrears outstandii^; at the beginning of the fasli 
were Bs. 1,02,566, of which Bs. 94,398 were realised within the fasli and Es. 3,577 
written off. The subsequent collections amounted to Bs. 1,321, leaving iAxoB a 
balance of Rs. 3,270. Of this sum, Rs. 2,956 have been ascertained to be irrecoverable 
and recommended for remission in the quarterly statements. The fasliwar particuIarB

64. The recoverable arrears at the corresponding period of last year amounted to 
Rs. 815. 

65. Total collections, current and arrear. — The aggregate collections made 
in the year (current and arrear) amounted to Rs. 18,04,233 against Rs. 17,26,607 in 
fasU 1294. 

66. Coercive processes. — ^More than 40 per cent, of the total collections, t.e.j 
Rs. 7,40,338, had to be made on the issue of coercive processes. The number of 
defaulters against whom processes were issued were 51,278 against 62,980 in the 
previous year. Compared with the number of holdings, 10-64 per cent, of the total 
puttadars had to be proceeded against in the year for the realisation of the Govern- 
ment kist. The average arrear covered by each process is Rs. 14-7-0. The largest 
number of processes was issued in the taluks of Madur&ntakam and Poim^ri. All 
other taluks show a considerable decrease as compared with last years'. 

67. Out of the aggregate processes issued in the year a number, amounting to 
11-22 per cent., was served through the special agency as against 18-02 in the previous 
fasli. 
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68. Out of 51,278 defaulters against whom process was issued) the property of 
lut 3,328 was actually brought to sale, showing a considerable decrease as compared 
with fasli 1294, when the number of-defaulters whose properly was sold was 4,248* 

69. The average value of property realised at each sale was Rs. 9-14-9, against 
Rs. 10-4-6 m the pirevious year. The largest number of sales was in Madiirdntakam 
and i^oion^ri taluks and the slnallest was in Chinglepiit. 

70. The total extent of land sold in the year was acr6s 2,130, of which 154 acres 
Hrere enfran'ohised inams and the rest ryotwari. The extent purchased by Govern- 
ment for want of bidders amounted to 381 acres, or a little more than a sixth of the 
entire area sold; The average price fetched by lands sold to privatd parties was 
Rs. 10-7-4 per acre (against Rs. 9-13-1 in fasli 1294) which was about four times as 
much as the assessment of the lands. 

71. Personal property realised by sale Rs. 14,669 against an arrear of Rs. 16,810. 

72. The total arrears for the recovery of which personal and real property were 
sold were Rs. 34,053 which was 1*88 per cent, of the total demand. 

73. Civil Suits. — ^The costs awarded to Government in civil suits in the fasli 
amounted to Rs. 37-6-0, and those outstanding at the beginning of the year were 
Rs. 47-4-iO, thus making the total demand at Rs. 84-10-10. Rupees 26-14-0 have 
been collected and Rs. 17-5-7 remitted within the year and the balance to be accounted 
for is Rs. 40-7-3. Rupees 19-12-0 of this sum was recommended for remission in 
fasli 1294, and no orders have yet been received to vfAte it off the accounts. Steps 
are being taken to collect the remainder (Rs. 22-10-4) due in two cai^es. 

74. Ruined Tanks. — No tanks have been made over, in the year. 

75. Advances under the " Land ItoftovEMBNl? Act." — ^At the end of the last 
fasli. Rs. 6,277 were outstanding under advances proper and in the year under report 
Bs. 200 have been newly advanced. Out of the total of Rs. 5,477, only Rs. 2,055 
fell due during the year, and of this sum again Rs. 1,395 were actually collected, 
Bs. 180 written off with the sanction of Gbvemment within the year. The balance 
at the end of the year was Rs. 679-11-1, of which Rs. 192-1-10 has since been written 
off and the rest (Rs. 487-10-1) will be collected without delay. With the principal 
not yet due, the total advances still to be realised in the district come to Rs. 3,908. 

76. Intbeest on advances under " Land Improvement Act." — The balance 
brought forward under this head was Rs. 3,876, which, with the interest that accrued 
during the fasli (Rs. 226), made the total demand at Rs. 4,102. Of this sum, only Rs. 161 
have been collected and Rs. 1-7-10 written off, and the balance left at the end of the 
year was Rs. 3,939. Nearly the whole of this balance (Rs. 3,684) is outstanding in a 
single taluk, Saiddpet. Most of the arrear is due on advances made in 1876 ; its non- 
collection appears to have attracted no attention until lately, and no individual details 
were available in the taluk office. Four clerks have now been put on the duty of 
preparing individual accounts; and every endeavour will be made to collect the 
recoverable portion at an early date; wlule the balance will be scrutinised at the 
coming jamabandi and such portion as is really irrecoverable recommended for 
remission. 

77. Advances for the purchase of seed-grains.— The balance at the end of 
fasli 1294 under this head (including interest) was Rs. Il3. Rupees 5 were collected 
and Rs. 26 written off. The balance of Rs. .81-7-9 appertains to the taluk of Ponn^ri, 
and measures will be adopted for its recovery in due course. 

78. Interest on arrears of Land Revenue. — The arrear balance brought 
forward was Rs. 13,089 and the amount that accrued during the fasli Rs. 1,739, thus 
bringing up the total demand to Rs. 14,828. Rupees 1,797 were collected during 
the year and Rs. 12,026 written off the accounts under the authority explained in 
statement No. 7. The balance which was outstanding at the close of the year wai^ 
Bs. 1,006, of which Rs. 429 referred to arrears and Rs. 577 to current. 
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79. ExAMiNAnow op ta.luk and village accounts. — Mr. Fawcett, who as Acting 
Collector, conducted the jamabandi of the Tiruvalliir taluk, remarks on the result of 
his examination, that in the villages — 

(1) Durkhast registers, sub-number accounts, were not kept at all ; 

(2) That with reference to account No. II, proper demand, collection and 

balance of the old arrears were not shown before the current demand^ 
collection and balance as required by the manual ; collections of arrears 
being shown but not always the amount to be collected ; 

(3) That death and birth registers were not regularly written, cattle-disease^ 

registers not kept at aJl, and rain&ll accounts not to be depended on ; 

That otherwise the village and taluk accounts were in fair order. 

He also recorded his opinion that the revenue inspectors of the taluk had 
neglected their work. 

Orders were issued with a view to bringing about an improvement in respect of 
the points remarked on. 

80. Lands AcaujEBD bt public servants. — From Statement No. 18, it will be 
seen that 116-95 acres, assessed at Bs. 341, have been newly acquired by pubUe 
servants of the Bevenue department in the year, of which 27*27 acres were in this 
district and the rest outside of it. 

81. Collboiob's Settlement. — ^As directed in G.O., dated the 26th July 1886, 
No. 628, a statement is enclosed showing the date when each taluk of this district 
was last settled by the Collector personally. 

82. Conduct of public sbbvants. — ^The late Acting Collector has left nothing 
on record on this subject ; and having only joined the ^strict after the close of the 
year, I am not in a position to make any remarks on it. 

83. During the year the huzur sheristadar, Sundara Yarada Chari, was under 
orders of the Board of Bevenue transferred in the same capacity to Hie Salem district, 
and his place taken by Y. Yenkat Bayar, huzur sheristadar of Salem, 

84. The tahsildar of Chingleput taluk, Chidambara Bow, was transferred on 
equal pay to the Tiruvalliir taluk, and Bamasami Aiyar took his place at Chingleput. 
Jaganada Lai, who was acting as tahsildar of Saiddpet, was ordered to revert to his 
permanent appointment as tahsildar of Ponn^ri taluk, and Fichai Fillay appointed^ 
tahsildar of Saiddpet.

2. Sbttlbmbnt No. I. — Statement No. I shows the places where settlement was 
made in the several taluks, the time occupied and the number of puttas distributed 
at each place. P61dr taluk was settled by Mr. Winterbotham, when he was Acting 
Collector, Falman^r and Chandragiri by Mr. Andrew, the former as Acting Sub- 
Collector, and the latter as Acting Head Assistant Collector ; Chittoor and Wandiwash 
by Muhammed Azam Ghatala Sahib Bahadur, General Duty Deputy Collector, and 
Axoot by K. V. Muttusami Iyer Avergal, as Temporary Deputy Collector. The 
settlement of the taluks of Gudiydtam and Vellore was commenced by Mr. Fawoett 
and closed by Mr. Andrew, as Acting Sub-Collector, and that of Wdlajdpet commenced 
by Mr. Andrew, as Acting Head Assistant Collector, and finished by Muttusami Iyer 
Avergal, Temporary Deputy Collector m charge of the Head Assistant Collector's office. 

3. Owing to constant changes in the personnel of the district stafE and to the 
introduction of the new settlement rates in the Wandiwash taluk, the settlement of 
the whole district could not be completed before the end of July last ; and some of 
the taluks could not be settled by one officer. 

4. Variation in the Number and Tenure op ViLLAafis. — ^The following abstract

There was no variation in the tenure of villages. The decrease of sixty-four 
villages under ryotwar is due to the clubbing of small villages in Wandiwash taluk in 
which the new settlement rates were introduced during the year under report. The 
number of villages in the taluk was reduced from 420 to 281, a decrease of 139 
villages. The difference between this figure and the net decrease is accountod for by 
the fact that seventy-five hill villages appertaining to Javadi hills were transferred 
from Salem district to Pdlur taluk in this district (vide notification of Government 
published at page 52 of the Fort St. George GazettCy dated 27th January 1886). 

The increase of one village in the Chittoor taluk and the decrease of the same 
number in the Palman^r taluk, as compared with the number reported in last year, is 
due to the splitting of one clubbed village into two for administrative purposes in 
the former tduk {vide Board's Proceedings, No. 1421, dated ISth May 1885), and to 
the clubbing of one village with another in the latter (vide Board's Proceedings, Mis. 
No. 6660, dated 21st July 1885). 

5. Puttas. — ^The total number of puttas distributed during the year was 196,447, 
against 197,516 in the previous year. The decrease is small and needs no explanation. 

6. Season. — The season was on the whole unsatisfactory, but not quite so much so 
as in the previous year. The south-west monsoon, though seasonable, was scanty and 
iasofficient for dry crops, and the north-east monsoon was fair.

Thus the total rainfall during the year was 35 '1 inches, against 50*2 inches in 
last year, and against 38*66 inches the average of Ave years previous to fasli 1294, 
when the rainfall during the north-east monsoon was exceptionally heavy and did 
much damage to crops, cattle and tanks in the Wandiwash, Arcot and Fdliir taluks. 

8. OuTTUEN OF Crops. — The outturn of both the wet and dry crops was on the 
whole below the average. 

9. Public Health. — The health of the district, with the exception of Chittoor, was 
tolerable. The extreme unhealthiness of Chittoor has already been specially reported 
to the Board and Government. Thirty-four thousand six hundred and eighty -four 
persons are reported to have died from various causes, against 39,876 in the previous 
year. The decrease was 5,192, i.e.y 13 per cent.

The total holdings amounted to acres 729,928, assessed at Rs. 19,44,047, against 
712,944 acres, assessed at Rs. 19,22,845, for the previous fasli. Notwithstanding the 
less extent of land taken up than in the previous year owing to the failure of early 
rains, there was an increase of acres 16,984, assessed at Rs. 21,202, due to larger area 
found as excess by survey in the Wandiwash taluk, and to the transfer of some hill 
villages from Salem district to Poliir taluk of this district already referred to.

15. Waste Charged. — The extent of waste charged was acres 79,798, assessed at 
Rs. 1,30,422, against acres 73,829, assessed at Rs. 1,18,482, in the previous year. 
Acres 66,949 or 84 per cent, of this was dry, and acres 12,844 or 16 per cent. wet. 
The wet waste charged was only about 5 per cent., against 4 per cent, in the previous 
fasli of the total wet holdings. The increase in the waste charged is due to the 
deficiency of south-west monsoon which interfered with the cultivation of dry lands 
for which no remissions are granted in ordinary years, and to the neglect of ryots who, 
unless they are quite certain of very favorable season, would not venture to cultivate 
their entire wet holdings. Had the ryots concerned cared, they could have cultivated 
a great portion of dry, and all wet waste charged during the north-east monsoon. 

16. Waste Remitted. — The amount remitted on wet lands was Rs. 12,612, against 
Rs. 13,887, in the previous year. Of this sum, 31 per cent, was remitted in Palman^r 
taluk in which the rainfall was most deficient, 28 per cent, in the Arcot taluk, 16 per 
cent, in the Gudiydtam taluk and 25 per cent, in the taluks of Vellore, Pdltir, Wandi- 
wash and Wdlajdpet. In the taluks of Chittoor and Chandragiri nothing was remitted. 
Not a pie was remitted on account of dry waste throughout-the district. The necessity 
for granting remission on wet waste no doubt arose from deficient water supply to 
some of the irrigation works. 

17. Enclosure B to Statement No. 3. — The following abstract compares the 
areas cultivated with special crops in faslis 1294 and 1295, from which it will be seen 
that there is an increase of 953 acres under sugarcane, but a decrease of 24,296 and 
216 acres under indigo and cotton, respectively : —

18. Enclosure D to Statement No. 3. — ^This shows the particulars as to area 
and assessment of portions of waste fields charged and remitted. A sum of Rs. 218, 
against Rs. 313 in last year, has been remitted on portions of wet fields left waste on 
the ground that the assessment appertaining to the other portions become entitled to 
remission under the heads of shavi, tirvakammi, &c. The part field remission occurred 
oixly in the taluks of P<Jlur, Arcot and WdlajApet.

The increase in fasaljasti is due to the classification of wet lands as first and 
second crop lands at the new settlement in the Wandiwash taluk, where before 
settlement a large area had no such distinction, and to the presence of water in the 
irrigation sources in portions of Pdliir and Wdlajdpet taluks during the north-east 
monsoon. The decrease under the head of tirvajasti was no doubt due to the bad 
season already referred to. 

19. Statement No. 4 — ^Remissions. — This statement gives particulars of remissions 
other than those granted for waste already referred to.

The decrease under " Dasabandam Remissions " is due to the cultivation of a less 
ext^t thap in last fasli under the dasabandam tanks in the taluks of Oudiydtam, 
Falman^r, Chandragiri and Chittoor. 

There is a large decrease under " Increment Remissions," because in the fasli 
under report full charge was made in many cases where remission was last year 
granted in taluks settled in previous faslis. The small increase in the Wandiwash 
taluk in which the settlement was introduced this fasli did not counterbalance the 
large decrease in the other taluks. 

The decrease under the item of " Allowances for Heads of Villages, Kamams, &c.,'' 
is due to the introduction of the new settlement into Wandiwash taluk and the mera 
is not included in, and has therefore not to be deducted from, the new settlement 
assessment.

Beriz deductions (item 3) carried out during the year under report in all the 
taluks were Rs. 40,592, against Rs. 40,501, in the previous year, with an increase of 
Rs. 91, The necessity for the deduction is due to the continuance of the resumption 
of the inam lands granted for certain religious services and substitution therefor of 
payment by way of beriz deductions. 

22. Statement 5 — Miscellaneous Items. — The annexed statement gives parti- 
culars of the miscellaneous land revenue demand. The demand from all sources, 
amounted to Rs. 1,33,692, against Rs. 1,37,174, with a nominal decrease of Rs. 3,482. 
Excluding excess collections from the demand of both years, there appears a real net 
increase of Rs. 1,628, which is due to the increase under items 6 and 7 " Lands Culti- 
vated, but not included in Jamabandi,'' being more than the decrease under other

The decrease under the items ^^ Jodi on Personal Inams (Quit-rent) " is due to the 
transfer of quit-rent on Karakambadi and Krishnapurara poUiems and certain other 
villages in the WdlajApet and Chandragiri taluks, to statement No. 6 as ordered by the 
Board in their Proceedings, Mis. No. 6480, dated 25th July 1886. The decrease 
under jodi on service and dasabandam inams (also in item No. I) is due to relinquish- 
ment and to a smaller extent of cultivation than in the previous year. 

The decrease under the items Nos. 2, 14, 32 and 63 is due to the transfer of most 
of the collections to " Forest Revenue. " 

Items Nos. 6 and 7 include a large amount of assessment on portions of survey 
^elds formed by clubbing several paimaish fieliis, cultivated in Wandiwash taluk 
during the new settlement, but for which puttas have not yet been issued, pending the 
erection of durable boundary marks and the preparation of sketches. Hence a large 
increase as compared to the previous year. The decrease under item No. 47 is the 
result of deficient rain. T^e yj^riations under other iteins call for no special remark.

The net land revenue inclusive of miscellaneous items is Rs. 21,51,936, against 
Rs. 21,01,474, showing an increase of Rs. 63,462, notwithstanding the rather unfavor- 
able character of the season. This increase is due to the excess found in survey on 
the introduction of the new settlement into the Wandiwash taluk and to the grant of 
less remissions than in last year under the heads of shavi, payamali, tirvakammi, 
tirvajasti, &c. 

24. No. 6 is the statement showing the demand, collection and balance of 
permanently-settled estates and shrotriems of the district. It will be seen that 
the current demand in the year against zemindaris and poUiems is Rs. 4,77,067, 
against Rs. 4,82,067 in the last year. The decrease of Rs. 5,000 in the demand is 
due to the reduction of peishcush granted by Government to the Edrvetnagar Zemindar 
in consideration of non-collection of moturpha tax {vide G.O., No. 774, dated 6th 
September 1886, embodied in Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. 7398, dated 5th October 
1886). 

The year opened with an arrear balance of Rs. 1,17,231, against a much larger 
sum of Rs. 1,87,245 at the beginning of the last year, and the collections, both of 
arrears and current within the fasli, amounted to Rs. 4,77,255, against fis. 5,52,082 in 
the previous year. The decrease of Rs. 24,827 which is due to the delay in the 
payment of the kists by the Zemindar of Kdrvetnagar and the Poligar of Pulicherla 
both hopelessly involved in debt. Much of the actual balance has since been collected. 

25. The demand under jodi on shrotriems, &c., amounted to Rs. 27,934, against 
Rs. 23,905 in the previous year, and the net increase is due to the following causes : —

The arrear balance of jodi at the beginning of the year was Rs. 2,287, which is 
Es. 2,253 less than the balance, namely, Rs. 4,540 of the corresponding period in the 
previous year. The collections, both awears and current within the fasli, amounted 
to Rs. 28,523, against Rs. 26,157 in the previous fasli. The increase is attributable 
to a corresponding increase in the demand. 

26. Statement No. 7 — Demand. — ^No. 7 gives particulars of demand, collection 
and balance of land revenue, current and arrear.

Of the total current demand, Es. 24,33,175 or 91 per cent, have been collected 
vithin the fasli, against Rs. 24,03,676 or 92 per cent, in the previous fasli. Further 
collections of Rs. 1,64,889 up to September last reduced the balance to Rs, 61,875 or 
2*5 per cent., against 1*26 per cent, at the end of September in the previous fasli. 
The balance would have been much less but for the fact that the jamabandi of the 
taluks was completed late in the year. 

At the beginning of October last there was only the trifling balance of 
Rs. 1-15-0 under the head of permanently settled. This amount will soon be collected. 
The balance under ryotwar and miscellaneous was further reduced by Rs. 23,198 at 
the end of October and steps have been taken for collecting the remainder. 

27. Abrbar Collections. — ^The land revenue arrear balance at the opening of 
the fasli amounted to Rs. 2,19,757 which is Rs. 1,136 in excess of the arrear balance 
remaining at the end of the previous fasli as per jamabandi report for that fasli. This 
increase is due to the enhancement of the balances in the Chandragiri and Falman^r 
taluks to make them correspond with the village balance. 

. Of the total arrear balance, Rs. 2,0 ^'>, 301 or 94 per cent, were collected within the 
fasli. Rupees 318 were collected up to the end of September last and Rs. 3,834 were 
written off as irrecoverable, leaving a balance of Rs. 9,304 (column 14 of statement 
No. 7), against Rs. 12,603 in last year. The bulk of this balance relates to ryotwar 
and miscellaneous. Of this, Rs. 3,330 have been recommended to be written off in 
this office letter. No. 401, dated 20th November 1885, and quarterly statement for 
March 1886, and Rs. 438 are now recommended to be written off. For the collection 
of the remainder, namely, Rs. 5,636, coercive measures have been adopted already. 

28. Enclosure A to Statement No. 7. — Enclosure A to statement No. 7 shows 
the demand, collection and balance of interest charged on arrears of land revenue 
including the current balance. The total demand including the arrears was Us. 5,640. 
Deduct collections and remissions amounting to Rs. 3,467 and the balance is Rs. 2,173. 
Of this balance, Rs. 319 have been after due inquiry ascertained to be irrecoverable. 
Sanction is now requested to write off this amount. The remainder will be recovered 
as early as possible. 

29. Statement No. 8. — ^This statement gives the fasliwar particulars of arrears 
of land revenue. From this it will be seen that a sum of Rs. 438 have been ascer- 
tained by due inquiry to be irrecoverable. I now request sanction for writing off 
this amount. 

30. Frocbss Receipts and Charges. — ^The total receipts on account of process 
fees during the fasli amounted to Rs. 4,722, against Rs. 6,325 in fasli 1294. The 
decrease is due to the reduction of the number of processes and of the establishment 
to some extent. Rs. 3,120 were disbursed on account of process establishment, against 
Rs. 6,918 in the previous year. , 

The large decrease is the result of the reduction of the establishment including 
demand gumastas employed in the previous year, one for each taluk, as per G.O., 
No. 2384, dated 18th October 1885. 

31. Coercive Frocess. — Enclosures A and B of statement No. 8 contain parti- 
culars of coercive measures adopted for the recovery of revenue under Act II of 1864. 
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82. Enclosubs a. — ^The number of defaulters, whose property has been actually 
sold as shown in enclosure A, is only 1)240, which is less than the last year's figures, 
namely, 1,534, and the amounts realized by sale are Bs. 4,494 under ^^ Eeal " and 
Es. 2,888 under ^' Personal " or a total of Els. 6,877, against Es. 14,732 in fasli 1294. 
The result is thus more satisfactory than in the previous year. 

Enclosubk B gives talukwar particulars of processes issued and fees collected. 
The total number of processes issued was 442,756, against 446,760 in the previous 
fasli. The decrease of Es. 4,005 is no doubt due to less unfavorable season than in 
previous year. Of the total, 334,717 processes or 75 per cent, were served by the 
village officers, against 359,492 or 80 per cent, in the previous year. The remaining 
processes were served by batta peons and amins. 

33. Statement No. 9. — This statement shows talukwar particulars of demand and 
collection of land revenue, arrears and current. The demand as well as collections 
have already been discussed. 

34. Crops — STATisncs No. 10. — This statement needs no remark. 

35. Statement Nos. 11 and 12. — Statement No. 11 shows particulars of land sold 
for arrears of revenue and local cesses under Act II of 1864. It wiU be seen from 
this that for arrears amounting to Es. 6,159 landed property to the extent of acres 
2,357 bearing an assessment of Es. 3,726 was attached and sold during the faslL Of 
this, lands attached for arrears of Es. 3,818 were bought by private persons realizing 
Es. 4,494 ; those attached for the remaining arrear of Es. 2,341 were bought in by 
Government for want of bidders. 

36. Statement No. 12 shows the particulars of lands bought in by Government 
and subsequently sold or otherwise disposed of under Board's Standing Order No. 111. 
During the fasli acres 220, assessed at Es. 280, were sold under the authority of 
Standing Order No. Ill for Es. 552, against acres 315, assessed at Bs. 656, sold for 
Es. 944 in the previous year. 

37. Famine Advances— Statement No. 13. — At the commencement of the fasli 
there was an arrear of Es. 58. Of this, Es. 33 were collected and Es. 25 written off 
as per paragraphs 36 and 37 of the Board's Proceedings, No. 2449, dated 25th August 
1885, embodied in G.O., E. No. 527, dated 25th June 1886. 

38. Advances on account op Sbed-Geain — (Statement No. 14). — The only 
amount, viz., Es. 16, outstanding against the Gudiydtam taluk at the end of the last 
fasli, has since been written off the accounts (vide Government Order quoted above). 

39. Demand, Collection and Balance of Costs awabbed to Government — 
(SiATEMENT No. 15). — This statement calls for no remark 

40. Statement No. 16. — This statement shows lands newly acquired by public 
servants in the district. It will be seen that the Acting Tahsildar of Gudiydtam, 
C. Y. Madava Eau, and the Taluk Sheristadar of the same place, I. Subramania Iyer, 
have respectively acquired by purchase and mortgage acres 12 and 5 assessed at Es. 65 
and 9 in Coimbatore and Tanjore districts respectively. Acres 6 in all, assessed at 
Es. 22, were also acquired by purchase by clerks as shown below within the district : —

46. Examination of Taluk Tbeasubies by Trbasurt Deputt Collbctor. — ^A 
statement showing the result of the examination of taluk treasuries by the Treasury 
Deputy Collector is herewith forwarded. 

46. YiLLAOE and Talxtk Accounts. — ^The village and taluk accounts were 
examined by the seyeral officers conducting settlement and by their establishments. 
There has been, I understand, an improvement since last year, but there is still room 
for much improvement. 

47. Conduct of Public Servants. — As I left the district in the beginning of 
October 1885, and did not return till the beginning of last August, I am not in a 
position to report from personal knowledge derived from jamabandi work on the con- 
duct of the tahsildars. Bo far as I can learn from the officers now in the district, 
there seems no reason for doubting the general correctness of the opinions I formed 
last year of the several subordinates. Of Nammayya Chetty, Huzor Sheristadar, 
there is but one opinion, viz., that he is a most valuable and efficient public servant 
* * * * Bashika Charlu, who has succeeded, is a man of 
excellent character and good intentions, but wanting in capacity for prompt despatch 
of business. Ejrishnasami Iyer, now in charge of Axcot, is a good tahsildar. Varada- 
rajulu Naidu, now at Wandiwash, is a promising man. C. Srinivasa Mudali, Tahsildar 
of Yellore, is a man in whom it is impossible for his superiors to have any confidence. 
Mahommed Anwar of Chittoor is a respectable, steady man. Against Madava Bow, 
Acting Tahsildar of Gudiydtam, Messrs. Winterbotham and Moore found cause to 
record very serious censure, and since my return he has shown himself lamentably 
wanting in energy. S. Baghava Charlu, Tahsildar of Chandragiri, is worse than a 
mere incumbrance to the public service, wholly untrustworthy, and incurably apathetic 
about the performance of his duty. C. Yenkatasubrayalu Bieddi, Acting Tahsildar of 
Falman^r, is a very promising young man. Subba Bow, Acting Tahsildar of Fdldr, 
was recommended by me this year for a step of permanent promotion. He has so far 
amply justified the good impression I formed of him.

9. The total fall registered during the year was 2 inches in excess of the average 
of six years before the famine (44*77). It fell short of the exceptional rainfall of the 
previous year by about 25 inches. As in 1884-85, but in a less degree, the rainfall in 
May, June and July was scanty, and consequently the area cultivated with the early 
crops — cumbu and ragi — ^was below the average. The rainfall, however, from August 
to December was abundant, and fairly well distributed throughout the district, and was 
generally ample for the dry autumn and winter crops. 

10. Lands under tanks were not all as well off as might have been anticipated 
from the character of the season, because the funds and resources at my disposal were 
insufl&cient for the thorough repair of the damages of the floods of November and 
December 1884. Many of the tanks were not in a state to retain any supply, while 
others relying on ring bunds could hold but little. These causes, as well as the 
excessive rainfall of the previous year, account for the decrease in the number of tanks 
full and the increase under tanks empty in the month* of December 1885 compared 
with the month of December 1884. It must further be noted that the figures for Decem- 
ber 1884 show really the number of tanks full, empty, &c., at the end of November 
after the November floods, but before the more destructive inundation in December of 
that year. One hundred and twenty-nine minor irrigation works were repaired in the 
year under report. 

11. The number of days during which water passed over the principal anicuts in 
the district is given in the subjoined statement. The small number of freshes over 
the Shetiatope anient was due to its breach in May 1885 : —

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12. Public Health and Vital Statistics. — ^The public health showed a marked 
improyement in the fasli under report. The total mortality was less than that of the 
preceding year by 12,929 or 27 per cent., while the number of births registered (47,624) 
exceeded the figures of the previous year by 1,696. The mortality from cholera, fever 
and small-pox was considerably less than in the previous year, the largest decrease 
being observable in the deaths from cholera. The death-rate of Fasli 1294 was 
enhanced by exposure and privation consequent upon the floods of December of that 
year.

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16. Compared with Pasli 1294 there was an increase in the total area of holdings 
of 16,143 acres and in assessment of Rs. 19,270, due to the more favorable character 
of the year. An extent of 28'73 acres of land, which had no means of irrigation, was 
transferred from wet to dry.

18. As observed in the administration report, the decrease under sugar-cane and 
indigo was due — the latter to slack demand for the article added to the superior 
attractiveness of ground-nut cultivation, and the former to a deficient supply of water 
in the anient channels owing to the failure successfully to close the breaches in. the 
anicuts within the year. The increase under ground-nut is due to the steady demand 
for the commodity for export ; that under rape-seed is attributed to the seasonable 
character of the rainfall. 

19. Land Revenue Settlement — ^Rtotwar and Miscellaneous — A comparison 
of the land revenue demand (ryotwar and miscellaneous combined) for Fasli 1295 with 
that of Fasli 1294 shows an increase of Rs. 2,72,409, consisting of ryotwar Rs. 2,49,337 
and miscellaneous Rs. 23,072 : —

22. Items 6 and 7. — The increase is to be attributed partly to the non-issue of 
puttas for lands cultivated under the svayajasti rules where they had not been inspected 
by competent officers, partly to the inclusion in this item of the additional assessment 
imposed under Board's Standing Order, No. Ill — 2 on unauthorised cultivation of lands 
bought in by Government at revenue sales. 

23. Item 47. — This increase which is observable in all the taluks is attributable 
to the absence in the year under report of losses which in the previous year straitened 
the means of the inamdars and did not allow them to utilize their resources to the 
utmost, 

24. Item 54. — The decrease under this item is chiefly due to a less extent of 
such lands as had to be bought in by Government having been brought to sale. In 
the majority of cases in which such lands were cultivated without permission, the 
lands were found to be of small value, and putta was ordered to be issued for them 
with a small addition to the assessment. 

25. Item 56. — The decrease under this item is due to the discontinuance of the 
charge of fees on processes served through the agency of village officers agreeably to 
the Board's order in Proceedings, dated 6th February 1886, Mis. No. 948. 

26. Item 62. — The increase in this item is due to a large number of oases of 
default on the part of purchasers at revenue sales to complete payment of the purchase 
money. 

27. Item 63. — It appears that the amount shown under this head is the proceeds 
of trees growing on assessed waste assigned in holdings, the value of the trees being 
recovered. Such trees being vested in the Forest department, the proceeds of their 
sale should be credited to Forests and not to Land Elevenue miscellaneous. The matter 
is under reference, and, if necessary, an application will be made for their adjustment 
to forests.

31. From this statement it is observed that the extents relinquished and purchased 
on behalf of Government have materially decreased by 13,499 and 2,276 acres, respec- 
tively, while the extent taken up for cultivation increased by 1,922 acres. These 
results are due to the favorable character of the season and to the improved condition 
of the agricultural claas during the year under report. 

82, The portion of the ryots' holdings cultivated and the portion left waste in the 
year under report is compared with the like details. of Fasli 1294 in the subjoined 
statement. 

33. The area cultivated was greater, and the area of waste less under both dry 
and wet in the fasli under report than in Fasli 1294. 

34. As compared, however, with Fasli 1293, while holdings had increased by 
13,500 acres, cultivation decreased by nearly 2,000 acres, and waste showed an 
increase of 16,500 acres. The decrease under cultivation is due to a decrease of over 
5,900 acres under wet (under dry there was an increase of nearly 4,000 acres), and is 
doubtless due to the damages experienced by irrigation works in Fasli 1294. 
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35. The holdings under wet had in Fasli 1295 decreased by 800 acres : —

37. In the cases in which waste was charged, the non-cultivation of the land was 
found to be due to the neglect of the holders. 

38. The following statement shows talukwar particulars of the remissions granted 
in Fasli 1295. The total amount of the remissions was Rs. 80,494, or -86 per cent, of 
the total demand against £s. 2,36,507, or 7*6 per cent in the previous year. This

decrease is explained by the more favorable character of the season of Fasli 1295. In 
Fasli 1294 unusually large remissions had to be granted on account of the disastrous 
floods of that year. 

39. In the Tirukoildr taluk the assessment of Rs. 6-10-8 on 4 acres of dry land 
is reported to have been remitted by the Deputy Collector on General Duties on the 
ground that the water of the Devaniir tank, which was breached in the floods of 1884, 
still passed over the land in Fasli 1295, the tank not having been repaired. The 
previous sanction of the Board was not obtained for remission of assessment on dry 
lands, and therefore the remission above referred to ought not to have been granted. 
The non-cultivation of the land having, however, been due to the failure to repair 
the tank, I request that the Board will now approve the grant of this remission as a 
special case : —

42. The entire current demand amounted to Es. 33,76,147, of which Ks. 
31,93,377, or about 95 per cent, was collected within jthe fasli and Es. 1,21,166 in the 
subsequent months of July, August, September, and October, leaving a balance of 
Es. 61,604 on the 1st November against Es. 67,958 on the corresponding date of the 
previous year. The collection of a portion of this balance is suspended pending orders 
on a reference to the Board. 

43. A comparison of the work done in each taluk in the matter of collection of 
old arrears and the current demand and of the extent to which sales of movable and 
immovable property were resorted to in the present and previous years is made in 
the annexed statement. Compared with 1294, there has been an increase in the sales 
of both kinds of property. These sales chiefly related to the arrears of Fasli 1294 and 
previous faslis, and the increase is probably due to the inability of the poorer ryots to 
meet their dues in consequence of the losses sustained in the fasli specified : —

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44. The amount of arrears which were outstanding at the beginning of the fasli 
was Bs. 3,96,772. Of this Rs. 3,65,165 were collected within the year and Rs. 9,665 

were written off the accounts as irrecover- 
G.Os., No. 1129, dated 2nd October 1886 ; No. abl^ under the sanction accorded in the 
1209, dated 2nd November 1886; and No. orders of Government noted in the margin. 
S B^'fp^^Sin^^o'^Sr'S^ ^* **^® halmoe of Rs. 21,942, Rs. 3,517 
19th October 1885; Na'ssU, dat;i 8th l^ave been collected up to 31st October 
Deoepaber 1885; and No. 1093, dated 16th *^d Rs. 11,592 recommended to be writ- 
May 1886. ten off as irrecoverable in the statements 

submitted to the Board for the third and 
fourth quarters of 1885 and the first and second quarters of 1886. The balance 
thus remaining to be collected under old arrears is Rs. 6,833. This amount consists 
of arrears under ryotwar and miscellaneous and quit-rent on shrotriem villages and 
appertains to Faslis 1292, 1293, and 1294. It is distributed over all the taluks except 
T^koiliir. Individualwar particulars of the steps taken for the realization of the 
above balance have been obtained from the tahsildars and are under scrutiny in this 
office. 

45. Lands sold fob Abbears of Revenue. — The extent of land attached and 
brought to sale for the realization of arrears of revenue was 7,929 acres which is less 
by 1,286 acres than the extent (9,215 acres) sold in the preceding year. Of this 
extent, 3,164 acres were bought in on behalf of Government for a sum of Rs. 6.494 
against 4,438 acres bought for Rs. 7,958 in the preceding year. The remaining 
4,765 acres were purchased by private individuals for Rs. 51,207. The amount of 
arrears for the recovery of which lands were sold was Rs. 66,367, or 19 per cent, of 
the total demand. 

46. CoBBCiVE Process.— The number of processes issued was 642,221 against 
602,664 in the previous year, of which 591,817, or 92 per cent, were served through 
the agency of the village officers. The increase in the number of processes issued is 
partly due to the large amount of arrears (about 4 lakhs) which were outstanding at 
the beginning of Fasli 1295 and to the increase of about 2f lakhs in the current beriz 
and partly to stringent measures taken by me in October last to insist on all arrears of 
current kists being covered by processes as soon after they fell due as possible. 

47. With reference to the Board^s remark in paragraph 2 of their Proceedings, 
dated 6th September 1886, No. 1984, that the number of processes issued every year 
in this district is disproportionately larger than in others, I have reported in my 
letter, No. 472 of 25th October 1886, pointing out that the number of holdings is 
larger, while the rate of assessment especially of dry lands is higher in this district 
than in the surrounding districts. 

48. Pbooess See vice Fund. — The opening balance of this fund on the 1st July 
1885 was Rs. 60,411. Adding to it Rs. 17,606 collected during the year, the total 
amount to the credit of the fund was Rs. 78,017. The total expenditure under this 
head was Rs. 2,242, leaving a balance of Rs. 75,775 at the close of the year to the 
credit of the fund. The want of further establishment was, however, much felt, and 
proposals will be made for increasing the very small staff of process amins and 
servers at present entertained under Board's Proceedings, dated 12th December 1884, 
No. 4273. 

49. Ruined tanks. — A revised tank in the Tiruvanndmalai taluk, with an ayacut 
of 44 acres, assessed at Rs. 232, was assigned to private individuals at the special rate 
of Rs. 2^ per acre under the Board's Standing Order No. 10. 

50. Demand, Collection and Balance op costs awabded to GtovEENMBNT in 
STJiTS TO WHICH IT WAS A PARTY. — The amouut of costs outstanding at the beginning 
of the fasli was Rs. 622-8-11, which, with Rs. 544-13-10 awarded during the fasli, 
aggregated Rs. 1,167-6-9. Of this amount, Rs. 233-10-6 were collected within the 
year and Rs. 564-0-9 subsequently up to date, leaving a balance of Rs. 369-11-6, for 
the recovery of which due steps have been taken as noted against each case in the 
statement. 
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51. Intbrbst on AERBA.RS OF Land Revrnue. — The total demand of interest on 
land revenue arrears amounted to Rs. 4,267, which, with Rs. 15,217 remaining to be 
collected at the end of the past fasli, aggregates Rs. 19,484. Of this sum, Rs. 4,731 
were collected and Rs. 252 written, ofi as irrecoverable. A ' further sum of 
Rs. 4,242-12-8, relating to the land revenue arrears of faslis previous to 1291, which 
had been written off, has since been ordered to be written off in the Tirukoiliir taluk 
under the authority of Board's Proceedings, dated 20th January 1882, No. 173. 
Rs. 3,045, which were already ordered in Fasli 1293 to be written off the accounts, 
were erroneously included by the Tahsildar of Vriddhdchalam in the outstanding 
balance and by an oversight in this office retained in the demand in the jamabandi 
accounts of Fasli 1294. Deducting this amount from the above balance, the remainder 
is Rs. 7,213. This is distributed over the taluks of Tindivanara, Tiruvanndmalai, 
Yillupuram and Cuddalore. The tahsildars concerned have been ordered to take 
early steps for the realization of the remaining balance. 

52. Advances xjndee the Land Improvement Act. — No advances were made 

under this Act during the year under 

, . . ^' report. Of the balance which outstood at

Rs. 87, appertaining to the Tiruvanndmalai taluk, have since been written off the 
accounts under G.O., No. 527, dated 25th June 1886. The remainder according to 
the huzur accounts is Rs. 583-12-0, and the whole of it appertains to the Kallakurchi 
taluk, but the tahsildar of that taluk reports that according to the calculations made 
in the taluk cutcherry the balance comes only to Rs. 485-12-10, and that he has 
issued demand notices to the defaulters concerned for the recovery of this amount. 

53. The Treasury Deputy Collector has been requested to have the huzur 
accounts carefully examined and the above discrepancy explained at an early date. 

54. Advances fob Seed GniiNs. — No advances were made in the year on this 
account nor were there any arrears of previous years outstanding for collection. 

55. Chabges against Collection. — ^The charges incurred for the collection of 
land revenue amounted to Rs. 2,64,554 against Rs. 2,78,857 in the preceding year. 
A decrease of Rs. 16,164 in the pay of the revenue process service establishment, the 
bulk of which was abolished in January 1885, was the chief cause of the above 
decrease. 

56. Subdivision op Enpbanchised Inams. — ^No applications were received for 
subdivision of inam villages in the year under report. 

57. Examination of Village and Taluk Accounts. — The examination of the 
village and taluk accounts by the settling officers showed that the accounts were 
generally well kept. In some serious cases of neglect, due notice was taken of the 
conduct of the village officers concerned. 

58. Examination op Taluk and otheb Tbeasubies. — The Deputy Collector in 
charge of the treasury examined the taluk treasury of Cuddalore on the 21st Decem- 
ber 1885 and steps have been taken to rectify certain defects, &c., brought to notice 
by him. The state of health of the late Treasury Deputy Collector (who died in June 
1886) after his return from sick leave in the middle of December 1885, appears to have 
prevented him from inspecting the other taluk or sub-treasuries. The present incum- 
bent joined the district only after the conclusion of the fasli. 
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59. Divisional officers examined the following taluk and Deputy Tahsildars'

In the present 
instance the delay accompanying references was increased in consequence of my being 
in camp, aad some part of it was caused by stress of other business which caUed for 
my immediate attention. The failure of tahsildars to submit explanations of variations, 
&c., punctually as they were specially ordered to do will be punished.

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I HAVE the honor to submit the report on the settlement of the Tanjore district 
for fasli 1295 (1885-86) accompanied by the prescribed statements as per list 
enclosed. 

2. Distribution of Jamabandi Work, its Commencement and Close. — Of the nine 
taluks in the district, Shiydli was settled by the Collector, Nannilam partly by the 
Head Assistant Collector and partly by the Temporary Deputy Collector, as the former 
officer was put in charge of the sub-division in addition to his own before the comple- 
tion of the jamabandi. The remaining taluks were settled by their respectiye 
divisional officers. The settlement commenced on the 15th February and closed on 
the 13th September 1886. The delay was mainly due to the fact that in many 
villages of the Negapatam taluk, Mr. Moberly noticed that accounts, especially chittahs 
(No. 5 of the Village Manual), were found inaccurate. Consequently puttas have not 
yet been issued in that taluk though the demand was duly settled. He states, in one 
of his communications, that puttas will be issued after all the accounts are checked 
and found correct. The subjoined table shows, in detail, the names of the several 
officers who made the settlement, the taluks settled, and the number of puttas issued 
and other particulars : —

From the above it will be seen that coercive processes were more largely resorted 
to in fasli 1295 than in fasli 1294 ; this was mainly due to the fact that the disallowed 
remissions of fasli 1294 which fell due in the heavy kist months of fasli 1295 had 
to be collected in many cases by the sale of the defaulters' property. Of the total 
number of processes issued, viz., 362,848, 317,098 processes or rather more than 87 
per cent, were served by village agency against 85 per cent, in the previous year. 
The larger number of processes issued accounts for the increase in the receipts, while 
the reduction of the establishment during the non-kist months accounts for the decrease 
in the charges.

The land bought in by Government at sales for arrears of revenue 
and resold under Standing Order No. Ill was 156 acres, assessed at fis. 268, and the 
amount realized was Rs. 814. 

36. Advances undeb the Land Impbovembnt Act.— The amount advanced to 
P. Sami Aiyar under Board's Proceedings, No. 3399, dated 10th November 1883, is 
Rs. 3,210, of which Rs. 2,810 on account of principal and Rs. 143-6-10 on account of 
interest were due at the beginning of the year. Adding to this a sum of Rs. 164-12-4 
on account of interest which accrued during the year, the total amount due from him 
amounted to Rs. 3,118-3-2. Of this, only Rs. 575-10-0 fell due within the fasli and 
the whole of it was recovered, leaving a sum of Rs. 2,542-9-2 to be repaid in future 
years. 

No advances were made under the Act, nor was any made to cultivators for the 
purchase of seed-grain during the year under report. 

37. Costs awabded to Govebnment in Civil Suits. — ^The amount of costs awarded 
to Government during the year in civil suits was Rs. 1,195-1-0, and adding to this 
the balance at the beginning of the year, viz., Rs. 119'l3-9, the total demand amounted 
to Rs. 1,314-14-9, of which Rs. 310-12-9 was collected during the year, leaving a 
balance of Rs. 1,004-2-0. Of this amount, Rs. 3-10-0 has been subsequently collected 
and the remainder is due from one Gangagiri Gosayiar of Nadujam, and the necessary 
steps have been taken for its collection.

39. Wells in wet lands, &c. — There were no wells newly constructed in this 
district, and the effect of the rules sanctioned in G.O., dated 20th August 1884, No. 954, 
so far as this district is concerned, is nil. A special report on this subject was sub- 
mitted in this office letter. No. 6931, dated 2nd October 1886. 

40. Examination of Village and Taluk Accounts. — ^The village accounts in 
many of the taluks are reported to have been very carelessly kept. During the 
settlement, the settling officers examined them and corrected as many of the inaccu- 
racies as was possible. Mr. Moberly has not yet reported in detail on the examination 
of the village and taluk accounts of the Nannilam and Negapatam taluks. But from 
another communication received from him, it appears that there are numerous dis- 
crepancies in the village accounts between the paimash register, the chittah and the 
adangal. These discrepancies will disappear on the completion of the survey now in 
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progress in this district. The necessary instructions have, however, been issued to 
the tahsildars to see that inaccuracies are corrected and all the accounts reconciled 
with one another as far as possible. The taluk accounts are in general reported to be 
fairly kept. 

41. Inspection op Taluk Treasury and Cash Accounts. — The Treasury Deputy 
Collector inspected the taluk treasury at Negapatam in November last and brought 
to notice a few defects, and the necessary orders were issued. 

42. In conclusion, I beg to express my regret for the delay in the submission of 
this report, which was due to the late settlement of the Kegapatam taluk and to the 
late receipt of the taluk returns, for the reasons explained in paragraph 2. The last 
return was received from the Negapatam taluk only on the 19th October 1886. 

43. Bemarxs on the conduct op Subordinate Ofpicbrs. — Having joined the 
district only a few weeks ago, I have no remarks to ofier under this head.

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I HAVE the honor to submit my report on the settlement of the Trichinopoly 
district for fasli 1295, with the usual statements as per accompanying list. 

2. Statement No. I. — The jamabandi was commenced on 17th February 1886 
and completed on 30th June. My predecessor, Mr. Farmer, settled the IJdaydrp&laiyam 
taluk ; Mr. Swaminatha Aiyer, my Head Assistant, the Kulitalai taluk ; and Mr. H. 
Subbaraya Aiyar, the General-charge Deputy Collector, the Ferambaliir and Musiri 
taluke. The Trichinopoly taluk was settled partly by Mr. Eajagopalachariar, the 
Deputy Collector in charge of the taluk, and partly by his predecessor, Mr. A. M. Jones. 

3. Vamation in the Number and Tentjbe op Villages. — From the undermen- 
tioned entry it will be observed that there is an increase of one under ryotwari villages 
and a corresponding decrease in the number of inam villages. This is due to the inam 
village of Puthur in the Trichinopoly taluk (resumed some years ago on the demise of 
the inamdar) having in the year under report been added to the ryotwari villages and 
deducted from the total of inam villages. This village was surveyed and settlement 
rates were introduced for the first time in this fasli : —

5. Season and Rainfall. — The abstract below compares the fall of rain in each 
month of this with the preceding fasli, showing a net increase on the whole of 83 
cents. Though the total rainfaU exceeds the usual average (i.e.j 36 inches) by 55 
cents, yet the south-west moiisoon was a comparative failure in this as in the preceding 
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year. The fall in the north-east monsoon was, however, copious and well distributed 
over the district, and thus almost atoned for the deficiency of the south-west monsoon. 
The Cauvery rose as usual towards the end of May. The July freshes, however, did 
not rise to quite the usual height. All the channels had a fair supply, and there was 
no general complaint of want of water in any of the river channels. The tanks in the 
district also had a fair supply, but owing to a few of the breaches in tanks in the 
Musiri taluk caused by the December rains of 1884 not having been closed, the crops 
under them sufiered somewhat. Some of the tanks in the Ferambaliir and the Eulitalai 
taluks were short of their usual supply owing to failure of rains in those parts. The 
prices of all food-grains rose slightly in the year. The failure of the south-west 
monsoon in this and in the previous years, which to a certain extent afEected the 
outturn of the dry grains, caused a rise in prices : —

6. Outturn. — The outturn of wet and dry crops during the year was on the 
whole good. 

7. Sanitary Condition. — The health of the people was far more satisfactory in 
this than in the preceding years. The Trichinopoly and Srlrangam municipalities as 
also the taluks of Trichinopoly, Musiri and Kulitalai enjoyed complete immunity from 
cholera. The disease was, however, prevalent in the IJdaydrpAlaiyam taluk alone 
during the first two months of the year, and it made its appearance in Ferambaliir 
taluk in September. The disease continued with virulence in these two taluks until 
the close of October when it began to abate and the casualties in November were 
only three, while up to the close of October the monthly casualties ranged from 72 
to 279. The total deaths from cholera were 648 against 5,292 in the preceding year- 
All possible preventive measures were adopted in the two affected taluks. 

8. The deaths from small-pox and fever were 362 and 5,171 against 662 and 
6,002, respectively, in the previous year. Under " Other causes " the deaths were 
17,404 against 19,476 in the last year. The number of deaths from all causes is 
detailed in the entry below. The total number of births and deaths was 35,081 and 
23,716 against 36,747 and 31,565, respectively, in the previous year :—

There was an increase in the area of both wet and dry cultivation to the extent 
of 2,678 acres in the aggregate. The net decrease of Rs. 33,647 in the assessment of 
dry holdings is mainly due to the transfer of all permanently improved dry lands 
under old wells to the head of dry as directed in Board's Proceedings, Xo. 3512, 
dated 17th November 1883. 

12. The following entry shows the total extent held under putta, the area 
actually cultivated, and the percentage of cultivation.

559 
against Rs. 5,385 last year. Most of the remission was for waste under certain tanks 
in the Kulitalai and Musiri taluks owing to want of water. The reason for the 
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decrease of Bs. 4,826 in the amount of remission granted this year as compared with 
the previous year is that in fasli 1294 large remission had to be granted for lands 
under the Ponn^ri and Maruthiir nat voikals owing to the failure of supply on account 
of certain defects in their heads.

There was a net decrease of Bs. 7,669, notwithstanding the increase in the 
number of holdings this year as compared with the last. The reasons for the increase 
and decrease under each of the major items are given below : — 

(1) The decrease of Bs. 32,971 in the assessment on dry and wet lands is due to 

the transfer of permanently improved dry lands to the head of dry as 
directed in Board's Proceedings, No. 3512, dated 17th November 1883. 

(2) The decrease of Bs. 2,491 under water- tax is due to less water having 

been availed of for dry lands. 

(3) The decrease of Bs. 11,567 in the remission granted under all heads is 

chiefly due to no remission having been granted during the year under 
the channels. 

(4) The increase of Bs. 14,132 under Land Bevenue, Miscellaneous, will be 

explained in its proper place. 

15. The following entry shows the extent of cotton, sugar-cane and indigo cultiva- 
tion this year as compared with the last year. Under cotton there is an increase of 
nearly 13 per cent., while under sugar-cane and indigo there is a decrease of 12 and 35 
per cent., respectively. The decrease tmder sugar-cane and indigo cultivation is due to 
want of seasonable rains. The increase in the extent of cotton cultivation is due to 
the improvement of cotton trade in the district. The decrease in the extent and 
increase in the assessment under indigo cultivation is due to indigo having been raised 
in a great measure as first crop on wet lands during the fasli under review :—

25. Statement No. X. — This return shows the agricultural statistics, acreage 
of crops, &c. The printed form contains the statistics of Government land and minor 
inams alone.

27. Statement No. XII. — ^This statement is intended to exhibit lands sold under 
Board's Standing Order Nos, 32, 36 and 111. There were, however, no sales under 
Board's Standing Order No. 36. Fifty-eight acres of dry lands were sold under 
Board's Standing Order No. 32, The remainder of the area shown in the statement is 
that sold under Board's Standing Order No. Ill (resale of lands bought in by 
Government). 

28. Statement No. XIII. — No advances were made under the Land Improvement 
Act during the fasli. Es. 1,400 were advanced for the first time in fasli 1291, and as 
stated in the last settlement report, there ramained of this sum at the beginning of the 
fasli, Rs. 420-12-1 inclusive of interest for fasli 1294 still to be recovered. Rs. 225 
were recovered within the year. Thus there remains a balance of Rs. 210-6-8 inclu- 
sive of the interest for the year still to be realized. This amount falls due in fasli 
1296. The paucity of applications under the Act notwithstanding the low rate of 
interest charged and the simplification of the rules can only be explained by the rigour 
of the rules and the enforced punctuality of repayment.

As the district was short-officered, arrangements could not be made to enable 
the Treasury officer to leave head-quarters for ti^e. purpose of examining the sub- 
treasuries. 

33. Effect of the new water-rate rules. — Returns showing the necessary 
particulars have been received from only three taluks. As soon as the other returns 
are received, I shall submit a separate report on the subject. 

34. Conduct of Public servants. — As I joined the district but recently, I have 
no remarks to offer on the conduct of the subordinates during the fasli.

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I HAVE the honor to submit my report on the annual settlement of the Madura 
district for fasli 1295 (1885-86), together with the prescribed statements. 

2. Statement No. I — The officers who conducted the settlement and the 
NUMBER AND TENURE OF vilIjAGEs. — TMs Statement shows the stations at which, and 
the officers by whom, each taluk was settled, the number of days occupied in the 
work, and the number of puttas distributed. The settlement of each taluk (except 
Palni) was made within its limits before the end of fasli at two or more convenient 
stations. In the case of Palni taluk, the five hill villages were settled by the then 
Acting Sub-Collector, Mr. J. Twigg, at Batlagundu, in the Dindigul taluk, and the 
ryots of these villages were no doubt put to some inconvenience thereby.

The statement showing the officer by whom each talak was settled during the 
last five years, called for in Board's Proceedings, No. 1827, dated 14th August 1886, 
is enclosed. It will be seen from the statement that the Collector has settled all the 
taluks of the district once in five years except Palni and more than once in the case 
of the other taluks. It appears that Mr. Crole had arranged to settle Palni in fasli 
1294, but for some reason or other he was not able to do so. I shall conduct the 
settlement of this taluk for fasli 1296. 

3. PuiTAS. — The total number of puttas distributed was 166,451 against 162,114 
in the last year, the increase of 4,337 being due to the expemsion of oidtivation in 
consequence of the more favorable character of the season than in the last year.

The 
total of all remissions dependent on the season thus aggregated Rs. 17,069 against 
Rs. 1,19,347 last year, the large decrease being due not only to the favorable character 
of the season, but also to the careful scrutiny and personal attention paid by the 
settlement officers.

-Ofthe current demand of Rs. 24,30,570, Rs. 24,22,980 
was collected within the fasli, leaving a 
balance of Rs. 7,590 or -3 per cent, on 
the demand. This balance was since 
reduced at the end of August last to 
Rs. 2,373. Of this balance Rs. 647 ♦ has 
been found to be irrecoverable after the 
sale of the moveable and immoveable 
property of the defaulters. This amount has been carefully scrutinized, and I request 
sanction for writing it off the accounts. Prompt measures have been taken for the 
realisation of the balance and the results will be reported in the next quarterly state- 
ment. The collections are, as in the previous year, creditable to all concerned, the 
percentage being 99*7. It may be here noted that this district has occupied the first 
place in the percentage of collections in the Board's review of the demand, collection 
and balance statements for June 1886.

The fall in the south-west monsoon was much more copious than in the previous 
year, and slightly exceeded the average of the past ten years. In the north-east 
monsoon the position was reversed. The chief drawback was the failure of rain in 
Sdtiir and Sankaranaindrkoil in October and November and throughout the district 
in February and March. The pishanam crop therefore to some extent sufEered. 

8. To illustrate more clearly the manner in which the rain was distributed 
throughout the district, a comparative statement is appended showing the monthly 
rainfi^ at the nine taluk stations, the Hiizur and the Tuticorin seaport : —

9. Water-supply. — There were constant freshes in the T&mbraparni and its 
affluents, and consequently tanks and channels were well supplied. The normal 
distribution of rain kept the wells full. 

10. State of Crops. — The outturn of the kdr crop was generally up to the average 
in the river valley. The yield of pishanam wet crop was a little. below the average 
for reasons already explained. 

11. Public Health. — ^This was generally good. The terrible outbreak of cholera, 
which caused the death of 15,182 persons in the previous fasli, subsided before the 
commencement of the fasli under report The mortality from various causes in this 
and in the preceding year is compared below : —

12. Condition of Cattle. — This was also generally good. There was no cattle 
plague (rinderpest). The deaths returned were 8,880 against 14,955. In the 
previous year the floods are believed to have impaired the general health. 

13. Prices. — The very heavy rise in prices of all grains which was a feature of the 
preceding year was further accentuated during this year in the case of dry grains, 
while rice remained stationary. Prices generally were, however, far higher than they 
have been at any time during the last six years.

15. Ebasons for fluctuation. — Item No. 1. — ^The decrease under relinquish- 
ments is probably due to the favorable season. 

Item No. 2. — Out of the 31 acres transferred to poramboke, 18'81 acres were taken 
up for roads and 6*23 for channels ; 1*41 acres were registered as building-site under 
the Board's Proceedings, No. 2150, dated 22nd March 1886 ; 4*9 acres which were held 
on putta but which had really been used as cattle-stand and thrashing-floor by the 
villagers were entered as poramboke with the consent of the puttadars. 

Item No. 5, — The decrease is due to the fact that in the last year a larger extent 
of assessed land cultivated without permission was granted on putta at jamabandi. In 
this year, owing possibly to greater competition for lands so cultivated, fewer cases 
were disposed of summarily at jamabandi and a larger number of cases lay over, as 
will be seen from the increase of revenue under " land cultivated without darkhast " 
under miscellaneous items — vide paragraph 31 infra. 

Item No. 6. — The extent of 236 acres of poramboke granted on putta is due 
chiefly to sales of beds of certain ruined tanks in consequence of the revision of tank 
ayacuts. 

Item No. 8. — 16-70 acres of inam land were transferred to ryotwar for the 
following reasons : 1*17 acres of unenfranchised personal inam were resumed on the 
death of the holder ; acres 15^53 granted as inam in lieu of ready-money allow- 
ances to certain pagodas in the AmbAsamudrum and Sankaranainarkoil taluks were 
resumed at the request of the trustees and the allowances commuted to beriz deductions 
under the authority of the Board's Proceedings, No. 2240, dated 8th September 1882.

A portion of the estate has been sold by the Civil Court in 
satisfaction of a decree debt, and the apportionment of peishcush on the divided portion 
has been sanctioned in Board's !Proceedin^, No. 1998, dated 9th September 1886. 
The remaining portion, called Bamaswamipuram mittah, on which the arrear is due, 
has been attadied and will be brought to sale if the arrear is not paid. 

39. Areeaes op pormbr tears. — Out of an arrear demand of Bs. 67,329 Es. 62,151 
were collected within the fasli and Bs. 16 subsequently up to August, and Bs. 4,430 
were written off the accounts under the Board's Proceedmgs, Nos. 2907 and 3314, 
dated 19th October and 8th December 1885, respectively. 

Of the remaining Bs. 732, Bs. 657 have been recommended for remission in the 
statements sent up for the quarters ending 30th September and 31st December 1886 
and 31st March and 30th June 1886. The balance of Bs. 75 will soon be cleared off.

It is satisfactory to note that, although there was increase in the issue of demands 
(both as to number of defaulters and amount of default), there was a decrease (in both 
items) in the sales. A larg^^r amount was realised therefore without proceeding to 
extremities.

*^ The season was but an indifferent one, for although the total rainfall of the year exceeded 
that of the last year, the rain was untimely and did not fall at the time when it was most 
wanted. 

^^ In May and June there was rain for the usual early crops and the preparation of the lands 
for the more important and later crops. In Jul^^ August, and till the middle of September the 
rainfall was very deficient, and there was considerable doubt if the later crops would be got 
in at all, while the standing crops suffered considerably. However, the rains in the latter part 
of September and in October saved the existing crops that were nearly lost, and enabled the ryots 
to get on with the dry cultivation, which was as a consequence very late. The November rain 
again was very late in coming and scanty in quantity. The taluks that were chiefly affected 
were Coimbatore and KoUegU. Cultivation did not suffer under river channels and tanks fed 
by them except in Coimbatore taluk, where the N6yil freshes were, like the rain, late. 

" It may be generally said the paddy crop was good to fair except in Coimbatore taluk, with 
an average of an 8-anna crop. The dry yield was from 2 to 12 annas. Well cultivation was 
sucoessfm everywhere."

12. The small amount of remissions shown under ** Dry " represents the assess- 
ment of lands held by minor puttadars, which were waste, and of lands made over for 
cultivation to ryots after the cultivation season was over. It is better, I think, to 
include such assessment in the demand, and then recommend it for remission, than to 
exclude it from the demand, for there is no rule that I know for enabling a Bevenue 
officer to grant any remission in this way. I have issued instructions to division 
ofElcers and tahsildars accordingly. Eemissions on wet lands were granted (1) for 
deficiency of water in some of ti^e rain-fed tanks, (2) on account of breach of certain 
tanks, and (3) on account of some lands being temporarily in charge of the Public 
Works Department for public purposes.

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The greater portion of assessment charged on dry waste is due for lands reserved 
for pastuiage. The assessment on wet waste was charged, because such waste was 
reported to be due to the neglect of the ryots.

17. Occasional Remissions. — With the exception of items 3 and 4, which are of a 
fluctuating nature, being dependent on the desire of the ryots to irrigate their lands, 
the other items exhibit a decrease amounting to Rs. 11,821. This is due to a better 
agricultural season. 

Item 1. — This remission was granted on certain wet lands in the Coimbatore 
taluk the crops of which withered for want of water. • 

Item 2. — This is the difference between wet and dry assessment on wet lands 
cultivated with dry crops owing to want of water in the irrigation works on which 
the lands depend. This is distributed over all the taluks except PoUdchi, Karur and 
Dhdrdpuram. 

18. Fixed Remissions. — Item 5 explains itself. It was granted on lands covered 
with prickly-pear and on lands relinquished during the famine and made over to 
former occupants under G.O., dated 25th January 1883, No. 104, communicated with 
Board's Proceedings, dated 2nd February 1883, No. 273. 

Item 6. — ^This is a usual remission granted to Irulars, Mulcers, and such like hill 
people. 

Item No. 7. — This item explains itself. The dificerence will continue to increase 
till the full assessment is charged. 

Item No. 8.— This also explains itSfelf. The remission is given on the authority 
«f Board's Proceedings, dated 29th February 1884, No. 683. 
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19. Beriz DeductionSy Item No. 9. — The amount to be paid to religious institutions 
in a year is fixed at Rs. 51,995. In this fasli the arrears of the previous fasli were 
paid to the Bhavdni temple. This accounts for the increase. 

Item No. 10. — The amount deducted was paid to village officers on account of the 
decrease in the settlement assessment as compared with pymaish assessment of village 
service inams with reference to Board's Proceedings, No. 163, dated 30th January 
1880.

— The decrease under quit-rent is due to (1) transfer of certain 
compounded second-crop inam lands to single-crop inam lands ; (2) to the sale of certain 
inam lands, both personal and enfranchised village service inams, for arrears of quit- 
rent, which were purchased on behalf of Government, whereby quit-rent ceased to be 
chargeable ; and (3) to the relinquishment of some of the village service inams. 

Item No. 6. — The dijBference is due to greater despatch in the final disposal of 
what otherwise are sevoyjama cases. 

Itetn No. 7. — The increase under this head chiefly occurs in the Satyamangalam 
taluk, and is due to the assessment on lauds situated near the forests which 
the ryots have recently taken for cultivation, but for which puttas are not granted, 
pending the decision of the Forest Officer whether or not they are to be reserved 
under the Act. 

Item No. 42. — In the last year, arrears of previous faslis relating to the estates of 
Paravipdlaiyam and Metrdthi were paid. In this year only one estate was under 
management, and there has been no arrears to be paid. 

Item No. 48. — The increase is due to quit-rent charged on two new bungalows 
constructed at Mettupdlaiyam. 

Item No. 54. — The increase is due to the resale, for cultivation, of lands bought 
in by Government for uon-payment of arrears under Board's Standing Order No. 111. 
Item No. 56. — No extra process establishment was necessary. 

Item No. 63. — This item represents the value of the trees on lands given for 
cultivation. 

The other items call for no remarks. 

21. Statement No. F/, Permanently-settled Estates avd Shrotriem. — The number 
of permanently-settled estates remains unaltered, being 13 with 50 villages and paying 
a peishcush which aggr<>gates Es. 27,691 as in the previous year. One estate, that of 
Metrathi, is under the management of the. Court of Wards. Andipatti estate is under 
the Collector's management under section 321 of the Code of Civil Procedure. There 
was no change in the. number of shrotriem villages. There are ten villages paying a 
quit-rent of Es. 3,418. 
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The village of Sattyagal in KoUegdl was given free of quit-rent to Bamasami 
If udali and his descendants as a reward for repairing and keeping in repair in future 
the Cauvery bridges at Sivana Samudram. The bridges are in good order. 

22. Statement No. VII^ Total Land Revenue Demand Current.— The entire land 
revenue demand for fasli 1*295 (1885-86) amounted to Es. 27,55,954, being 
Be. 87,628 more than in the previous year as shown below : —

Of the above demand, Es. 27,14,109, or 98-48 per cent, was collected within the 
fasli, leaving a balance of Rs. 41,845, which was reduced by subsequent collections up 
to the end of August 1886, to Es. 22,638, or -82 per cent, of the whole demand, Thw 
collection is satisfactory and is due to the constant attention given to it. 

23. Arrears. — The arrears at the commencement of the fasli amounted to 
Es. 97,632, of which Es. 64,495 were collected and Es. 18,434 remitted within the. 
year. Deducting subsequent collections, Es. 526, the balance at the end of August 
1886 was Es. 14,177, or 14-52 per cent, of the arrear demand. Out of this balance, 
Es. 13,597 have been recommended for remission, and Government sanction has not 
yet been received. Steps are being taken for the collection of the remainder. The 
arrears do not extend further back than Fasli 1291 (1881-82.)

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26. Coercive Process. — The number of defaulters against whom processes* were 
issued was 328,369 against 190,612, showing an excess of 137,757. This number 
was served by the village servants. The increase is due to prompt issue of processes 
at the end of every kist and shows how troublesome the collection of the revenue is in 
these days. The processes are largely in excess of the puttadars. The first process 
is merely a written demand to the defaulters of the village for their kists, but it can be 
imagined that the labor of preparing the number of notices required is not small. As 
compared with this number of persons who would not pay till a demand from the 
tahsildar was shown them, we have only 1,255 defaulters whose property was attached 
and sold, against 840 last year ; and the amount realized by the sale was Rs. 3,275 
against 3,121 in the previous year. The largest number was in the Satyamangalam 
taluk, where there were heavy old arrears. 

The receipts on account of process fees were only Es. 9 against Bs. 1,310 in 
fasli 1294 (1884-85). No special agency was employed. Hence the decrease. But 
the expenditure under this head was Rs. 980. This represents the arrear pay of the 
process service establishment for fasli 1294 (1884-85). 

27. Charges. — The land revenue charges for the year amounted to Rs. 1,77,330, 
or 6 per cent, of the revenue realized, against Rs. 1,74,347, or 7 per cent, in the 
previous year. The difference is small and requires no explanation. 

28. Statement No. XII^ Sale of Assessed Waste Lands. — Under Board's Standing 
Order No. 32, Acres 18, assessed at Rs. 73, were sold for Rs. 1,526, and under Standing 
Order No. Ill, Acres 5,956, assessed at Rs. 5,321, were sold for Rs. 11,198. No lands 
were sold under Standing Order No. 36. 

29. Sale of Unassessed Waste Lands. — ^No lands were sold during the year under 
the Unassessed Waste Land Rules. But certain Government porambokes in Coimbatore, 
Fodaniir and Kollegdl were sold for building sites for Rs. 361. 

80. Statement No. XIII^ Advances under the Land Improvement Act. — ^The following 
abstract shows the transactions connected with this advance. I find it difiicult to 
account for the fact that the ryots do not take advantage of the liberality of Govern- 
ment in the matter of these loans in any way, but this, viz., that they are afraid of the 
hard and fast terms on which alone they can obtain them. The fact that such loans 
are to be had is well known in the district.

31. Statement No. XI V^ Advances for the purchase of seed-grain. — No advances 
were made, and there is no balance under this head. 

32. Statement No. -XT, Costs incurred in Civil Suits. — ^The balance outstanding at 
the beginning of the year was Rs. 16-13*3, and the costs awarded during the year 
were Rs. 281-11-1, thus making a total of Rs. 298-8-4. Of this sum, Rs. 60-11-4 
were collected, and a balance of Rs. 237-13-0 remains, of which a considerable part is 
due to suits decided close to the end of the fasli. In the last year's statement 
Rs. 18-11-3 were shown as the balance. The difference of Rs. 1-14-0 is due to a 
wrong entry of Rs. 4-7-0 against the Original Suit No. 420 of 1884 on the Eardr 
munsif's file instead of Rs. 2-9-0. 
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33. Statement No. XVI^ Acquisition of Lands held hy Public Servants. — The total 
extent of land newly acquired by public servants is Acres 69, assessed at Es. 467- 
These lands belong to servants already in public employment. 

34. Statement No. XVII^ Ruined Tanks. — No ruined tanks were made over in 
this year. 

35. Sub-division of Joint-tenures of Inams. — There were no applications for such 
sub-divisions. 

36. With reference to Board's Proceedings, No. 898, of 18th March 1885, I 
forward a statement (will follow) showing the number of wells sunk iii dry and wet 
lands and the amount of remission granted during the fasli. A report on the working 
of the new water-rate rules has been separately submitted in this office letter, No. 951, 
of 5th October 1886. 

37. Village Accounts. — The village accounts have been generally well kept. 

38. Interest Account. — The land revenue interest account is under preparation and 
will be forwarded shortly.

I HAVE the honor to report upon the Revenue settlement of the Nllgiri district 
for fasli 1296 (1885-86), and to submit the prescribed statements. 

2. The settlement of the Nllgiri plateau divided into 36 villages was conducted 
by me ; that of the three amsams forming the South-east Wynaad by the Acting 
Head Assistant Collector, Mr. Tate. The settlement of the Nllgiri plateau was held 
at seven stations and occupied eight days. It was concluded before the end of the 
year under report. That of South-east Wynaad was held at two stations and occupied 
three days. It was concluded in August 1886. Mr. Tate explains why the settlement 
was not finished within the year as follows : — ** The late deputy tahsildar, Vasudava 
Kao, who was repeatedly directed to get the accounts ready, did very little. The 
present deputy tahsildar, Kothanda Rama Iyer, took charge of his office in June, when 
the division was without both the revenue inspectors, one having just retired (2nd 
grade revenue inspector) from public service, and the other professing himself quite 
incapable to work on account of sickness. Kothanda Rama Iyer had to take up the 
work quite unaided in a new division which Yasudeva Rao had left in a most unsatis- 
factory state. I personally supervised the preparation of accounts at Giidalur, and 
with great difficulty got the accounts of Namblakod ready on 17th July, when the 
puttas of that amsam were distributed. Distribution of puttas of Cherankod and 
Munanad amsams took place at Devdla on the 2nd and 11th August.^' 

3. Villages. — The number of villages in this district during the fasli was 39, 
the same as in the previous year, 1294 (1684-85). 

4. Puttas. — ^The number of puttas for the year is 6,603 as against 6,578 for fasli 
1294. The increase is due to the revision of assessment on holdings in the Masini- 
gudi village under Board's Proceedings, No. 875, dated 9th April 1886, and to fresh 
grants of land under the durkhast rules. 

5. Season and Runfall. — ^The average rainfall for the year is 79*32 inches 
against 82*49 inches for the previous fasli. The rainfall was good and sufficient for 
agricultural operations. In the eastern part of the plateau, however, it is reported to 
have been scanty. For a more detailed account under this head a reference is 
requested to the administration report for the official year 1885-86, printed in Board's 
Proceedings, No. 2070, dated 14th September 1886. 

6. Public Health. — ^There were a few cases of cholera in South-east Wynaad, 
and malarious fever, a^ usual, was very prevalent in that division^ In the rest of the 
district, the public health was very good. The number of births recorded during 
the fasli is 1,478 against 1,720 in fasli 1,294. The death registration numbers 1,565 as 
against 1,776. Six deaths occurred from cholera and six from small-pox. There is 
nothing in the nature of the vital statistics which requires any particular mention. 

7. Cattle.— The general condition of cattle in this district was good. Pasture 
and water were abundant all through the year. Five hundred and twenty -four heads 
of cattle were attacked with disease, of which 136 died and 388 recovered. The 
principal types of disease are malignant sore throat, foot and mouth disease, diarrhcea, 
and epizootic aphtha* The cattle were treated both by the officers of the department 
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of cattle diseases and by the Revenue subordinates who have gained some practical 
knowledge in the treatment. The condition of the cattle kraals now in use by them 
is much condemned. The ryots have been instructed to keep them clean and in a 
sanitary state. 

8. Pricks. — Printed statement No. 2 sent with this report is left blank under 
instructions contained in paragraph 4 of Board's Proceedings, No. 1249, dated 5th June 
1886. It may be remarked generally, however, that the prices of the principal 
food articles during the year show very little variations jfrora those of the previous 
year. They are all imported from the neighbouring districts and Mysore territory. 
The markets in this district were well supplied and there was no scarcity in respect 
of any article. 

9. Etots^ Holdings.— The particulars under this head are contained in enclosure A 
to printed statement No. 3 appended to this report, according to which the area of 
land occupied by private individuals (except in the South-east Wynaad for which the 
figures represent in great many cases the area under actual cultivation) in the district 
during the fasli is acres 142,978, assessed at Rs. 1,08,528, against acres 141,933, 
assessed at Rs. 1,07,247, in fasli 1294, showing a net increase of acres 1,045 with an 
additional revenue of Rs. 1,281 during the year under report. The sources of decrease 
and increase below and over the figures of the previous year are explained below : —

For fasli 1294 the corresponding figures under item (a) were acres 1,§28 and 
Rs. 2,690. The decrease during the year can only be accounted for by the fact that the 
ryots were compelled by pecuniary losses to relinquish lands which could not be made 
to yield them a profit. 

Item (b) is composed of lands first acquired under the waste land rules and 
resumed by Government for failure of payment of the instalments of purchase money. 
The resumption of the lands was sanctioned in G.O., No. 4682, dated 3rd September 
1885, Revenue. The area of land sold for arrears of revenue and bought in for want 
of bidders on behalf of Government amounted to acres 1,273 with an assessment of 
Bs. 1,076, as against acres 574, assessed at Rs. 558. The increase in sales during the 
year is owing to the enforcement of the provisions of the law for recovery of revenue. 
The quantity of land sold for arrears and bought by private individuals during the 
year ;s acres 119 with an assessment of Rs. 86 as against acres 10, assessed at Rs. 5. 
The increase is explained by the reason above given, viz., to more punctual 
enforcement of the demand of Government. The lands in these cases are situated in 
favored localities or are adjacent to estates and villages. The transfer of lands 
between private parties with their mutual consent amounted to acres 2,225, assessed at 
Rs. 1,448, a£| against acres 1)410, assessed at Rs. 787, in fasli 1294. The majority of 
oases relate to private exchange of lands among the fiadaga inhabitants,^ — a practice 
which is very generally in force, — and to small areas of land in the settlements. The 
transfers during the year include a number of oases in which lands were registered in 
the names of agents during the late Revenue settlement and rectified on the written 
consent of the actual owners and such agents. Acres 67 shown under ^^ deficiency by 
survey '' is due to the introduction of survey measurements in Masinigudi, Xadanad, 
Ebanad and Kukal, by which it was found that the extent of some holdings was less 
than the recorded area. This difficiency is more than covered by the large excess, 
lioticed below, found in other holdings in the same villages. Under " lands became 
useless or appropriated for some public purposes," 53 acres, assessed at Rs. 11, are 
fentered. Of this extent, 49-11 acres were acquired for forest reserves, 3 95 acres for 
roads, &c., on the application of the Public Works department, and 02 of an acre 
jfpr a bu|ic^l-ground at Kodapamund in Ootacamund. The sum of Rs. 3 entered under

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^^ lands redeemed '' was the annual assessment payable on acres 6*29 of land in Ootaea- 
mnnd, which has been converted by the owner into a freehold under the rules in 
force. The area in this case is left out in the statement, as it will continue to be held 
by private individuals and be liable to the payment of local-cess. The deficiency of 
one rupee under ^^ other items " is made up of two cases in which it was found that 
lands which out to have been assessed at a lower rate were taxed under a higher rate 
during the late Revenue settlement.

Under ^* excess by survey " are entered 1,411 acres, assessed at Rs. 1,194. This 
was brought about by the following causes. At the conclusion of the late Bevenue 
settlement, some of the holdings in Denad, Burli, Kukal, Ebanad and Kadanad 
villages Ivere left undemarcated. During the fasli under report, the work was com- 
pleted and the introduction of the survey measurements resulted in a net increase of 
acres 33, with an assessment of Rs. 15, in the holdings. The adoption of the survey 
areas in the Masinigudi village, the holdings in which were demarcated and surveyed 
tinder G.O., No. 1179, dated 28th October 1884, communicated with Board's Pro- 
tjeedings. Mis. No. 10443, dated 8th November 1884, disclosed a net increase of 
acres 579*52, assessed at Be. 636. The remaining excess, viz., acres 349 with an 
asaeesment of Bs. 179*9-0 under dry, and acres 450 with an assessment of Bs. 365, 
is the result of the introduction of survey areas in South-east Wynaad chiefly for the 
purpose of levying the janmabhogam or proprietor's fee on the area of holdings. The 
figures entered under ^^ assessment '' represent the janmabhogam on lands the 
proprietary right in which is vested in the State. The two acres, assessed at one 
rupee, were granted to Mr. Bates as compensation for land acquired from him, under 
sanction of Government, communicated in G.O., No. 1358, Bevenue, dated 9th 
December 1885. 

Acres 364 under " dry " entered below " other items " represents the area of 
Government Chinchona plantations at Dodabet in Ootacamund on which land-cess is 
levied under G.O., No. 2007, Financial, dated 22nd December 1882. The area of the 
plantations at Naduvatum has been included in the previous year's statistics ; but 
that of Dodabet was, until last fasli, omitted. 
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The 490 acres under ** wet " are entered to rectify a mistake made in the retun 
for fasli 1294 (1884-85) in the calculation of the local measurement. 

Waste remitted. — ^There are no entries under this head for this district ; hut 
in point of fact a great deal of waste included in private holdings in the Wynaad is 
not charged for under the system in force. The quantity of such waste is not known, 
and the completion of the Revenue settlement of the tract which is now proceeding 
will lead to a correct system of accounts. 

Actual cultivation. — The area under cultivation during the fasli is acres 64,086 
as against 75,697 acres in the previous year. 

The decrease is due to more correct returns received from the villages on the 
plateau where, for the first time since the administration of this district, correct registers 
are maintained, commencing from the year under report. The monthly season report 
for June 1886 shows the cultivation to be 47,332 acres during the year. These 
figures do not, it is clear, include the area of estates registered in the plantation register 
still maintained in the South-east Wynaad^ distinct from those, recorded in village 
accounts. Generally speaking, the accounts of this tract are very unsatisfactory 
owing to insuj£cient staff, and the completion of the present Revenue settlement is 
awaited before the submission of any proposals for augmenting it. 

Waste chahgei). — The area of waste included in holdings and charged for during 
the year is acres 78,892, and is merely the difference between the area of the tot^ 
holdings and that reported to be under cultivation. 

10. Remissions. — ^The remission allowed during the year is Rs. 3,523 against 
Rs. 3,657 in the previous fasli, showing a decrease of Rs. 134. The different items 
of remissions are given in statement No. 4. The first item refers to two grants of 
land to Messrs Chapman and Seager for planting firewood trees under G.O., No. 2228, 
dated 30th July 1869, which has since been rescinded. The leases are dated 1st 
March 1883 and 24th August 1882, and exemption of assessment is allowed for seven 
years from these dates. The second item of Rs, 1,664 is made up of : —

The increase of Rs. 10 under item 3 — Grass remissions— is owing to the larger 
areas found on the introduction of survey accounts in case of certain holdings in the 
villages of Kadanad and Ebanad referred to in paragraph 9. 

11. Ryootwar demand. — ^The net ryotwar demand for the fasli under report is 
Rs. 1,05,005, showing an increase over that of last fasli of Rs. 1,415, mainly due, as 
above explained, to the introduction of survey areas in the Masinigudi village and 
South-east Wynaad and to the large number of durkhast grants in the latter tract. 

12. Laio) Revenue, Miscellaneous. — The particulars under this head are 
contained in statement No. 5. The total revenue for the fasli, excluding arrears, is 
Rs. 10,415, as against Rs. 33,337 for fasli 1294. Including arrears, the demand 
for the years are Rs. 28,401 and Rs. 49,080, respectively. The variations under the 
items are explained below. 

The decrease of Rs. 7,602 under item 6 is explained by the fact that in fasli 
1294, the year in which the Revenue settlement operations came to a close, numerous 
cases of lands on which assessment had not been paid for previous years were brought 
to notice and the arrears so due were for the first time brought to account. In the 
year under report, there remained very few of such cases, and the sum of Rs. 3,207 
is mainly made up of the arrears due by owners of lands found much in excess of 
the putta area. 

Item No. 7. — ^The increase of Rs. 894 is due to lands occupied in Masinigudi village 
and South-east Wynaad without durkhast, and which could be granted to the 
occupants had they sought for the lands under the rules. The greater portion of this 
increase pertains to the South-east Wynaad. 
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Item No. 10. — The large decrease of Rd. 3,427 is dae to the fact that in fasli 
1294 several holdings in Burli and Jakkanare villages were assessed with a view 
either to compel the owners to resign the lands or conform to thtj terms imposed 
during the late Revenue settlement for the excess over putta extent In the ^year 
under report, there remained no such cases for settlement and the demand of Rs. 72 
shown in the statement is made up of prohibitory assessment on encroachment of lands 
reserved as road and stream margins. 

Item No. 45. — The large increase under this head is chiefly made up of sums 
retrenched from the travelling allowance of Mr. Campbell, Assistant Collector, for 
short tours under G.O., No. 600, dated 9th March 1885, and Accountant-General's 
memorandum, No. 2383, dated 29th 8eptem]?er 1885, and from the pay of Mr. C. L. 
B. Cumming, under G.O., No. 1256, dated 13th November 1885. 

It'tn No. 54. — This exhibits a large decrease of Rs. 11,958, arising from the fact 
that in fasli 1294 several holders of lands found in excess of putta extent in Kundah, 
Barli and Jakkanare villages were required to pay the value on such excess calculated 
at the average auction price, while in the year- under report such holders were fewer. 

The demand on account of lands taken up under the waste land rules is Rs. 2,438 
in the year under report as against Rs. 6,257 in fasli 1294. 

Item No. 56. — The sum of Rs. 5, shown under this item on account of process 
service fees, Represents the recoveries made from parties to whom revenue processes 
were sent by post. There was no process service establishment maintained during the 
year as explained in this office letter. No. 263, dated 8th October 1886, recorded in 
Board's Proceedings, dated 18th idem. No. 4266, Routine, as the revenue derived 
from this source was not found to be sufficient to maintain thcstafE. The abolition of 
the establishment towards the end of fasli 1294 accounts for the decrease in fasli 1295. 

Item Nb. 62. — The sum of Rs. 5 entered under this head is the deposit of 15 per 
cent, paid by one Haroon Salt at the revenue sale and forfeited in consequence of his 
failure to pay up the remainder as stipulated in the terms of the notice ; it also includes 
a small sum of 14 annas remaining unclaimed. 

Item No. 64. — This item shows a decrease of Rs. 903 as compared with the demand 
of fasli 1294, the greater portion of which was composed of arrears of survey and 
demarcation charges due for several years. In the year under report these arrears 
were comparatively smaller owing to the completion of the survey work. 

Of the demand of Rs. 28^401 shown in the statement, Rs. 19,731 were collecte4 
and credited during the year; Rs. 551 were written off under Board's Proceedings, 
No. 2907, dated 19th October 1885 (Rs. 234); No. 3314, dated 8th December 1885 
(Rs. 42); and No. 1093, dated 15th May 1886 (Rs. 275), leaving- a balance of 
Rs. 8,119 at the close of the fasli. This is still further reduced to Rs. 6,491 by 
subsequent collections up to 31st October 1886. A sum of Rs. 76 has been sanctioned 
to be written off by Board's Proceedings, No. 2347, dated 27th October 1886, and 
sanction for Rs. 2,694 recommended in the quarterly statement of irrecoverable arrears 
for the quarter ended 31st March 1886 is still awaited. The net balance on. 31st 
October 1886 is thus Rs. 3,721, distributed under the following items of statement 
No. 5, with regard to which reference is requested to the remarks in paragraphs 13 
and 15 : —

13. Demand, Collection and Balance. — The particulars under this head are 
exhibited in statement No. 7. Of the sum of Rs. 1,15,420 due under " current ryot- 
war and miscellaneous," Ks. 52,147 were collected and credited during the year ; Es. 6 
shown as remitted was sanctioned in Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. 4641, dated 21st 
June 1886, being a portion of rent due by Major Johnston under the mining leases 
granted to him. The above sum alone was included in the demand of the year ; of the 
remaining sum of Rs. 1,104 mentioned in the Government Order communicated with 
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the above Proceedings, Bs. 12 pertain to the demand of faslis 1298 and 1294 and are 
included in the amount shown as remitted under column 10 of ** arrears ;" Ee. 1,092 
not having been taken into the account as demand of any of the previous years are 
omitted from the statement altogether. This is merely an instance of the difficulty that 
has been experienced owing to the irregularities in previous years. The arrear demand 
of fasli 1295 amounted to Es. 96,455 both under ryotwar and miscellaneous, of which 
Rs. 83,876 were collected and credited during the year; the remission of Es. 4,177 
was sanctioned in the following orders : —

The arrear collections and remissions make up a total of Rs. 75,231 under 
"ryotwar" and Ks. 12,822 under "miscellaneous items," leaving a halance at the 
close of the fasli 1295 of Bs. 3,240 and £s. 5,162 under the two heads, respectively ; 
but the balance entered in column 12 is greater in the former case and less in the 
latter, and represents the correct amounts outstanding at the close of the fasli as 
ascertained after a very careful examination of each village accounts and lengthy 
correspondence with the taluk officers. The particulars of the balances now entered 
in column 1 2 of statement 7 are in the Collector's office. It has been found that a 
sum of Rs. 440 collected and credited in December 1883 and February 1884 (fasli 1293) 
was left out of the demand of that year; that a sum of Rs. 118 due in'Wynaad on 
account of land revenue, miscellaneous, for fasli 1293 was credited under " ryotwar ;" 
that sums which have been collected and credited in former years .on account of 
plantation and* quit-rent lands were shown as outstandings ; and that the collections of 
one year were credited against others, as will be seen from the fasliwar particulars 
given in statement No. 8. These and other similar mistakes have been hitherto a 
source of infinite trouble and have arisen chiefly from the absence of any system of 
village accounts. Now that the mistakes have been discovered and rectified as far as 
possible, and the correct balances ascertained as shown in column 12 of statement 
No. 7 and column .7 of statement No. 8, with particulars of individuals from whom 
they are due, care will be taken that no mistakes and confusion arise in future. 
Regarding the total balance under arrears, ryotwar and miscellaneous of Rs. 7,175, 
reference is requested to paragraph 15 dealing with irrecoverable arrears. It is 
requested also that these remarks may be accepted as reply to Board's Proceedings, 
No. 1317, dated 11th June 1886, in which a report was called for as to the outstand- 
ings in this district. 

14. Interest. — ^The demand on account of interest account as per enclosure A to 
statement No. 7 is Rs. 4,960 as against Rs. 509 in fasli 1294. Of the former sum, 
Bs. 3,417 were due on the Ossington estate, the arrears payable on which formed 
the subject of Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. 10518, dated 10th November 1884. 
!Rs. 65H were due on account of waste land purchases and the balance was made 
up of interest charged on assessment for previous years, recovered for the first time on 
holdings in the Barli and Jakkanare villages which were found on survey to be more 
than the putta area. The balance outstanding is Rs. 647, of which Rs. 229 due on 
account of waste land purchase-money was recommended for remission in the quarterly 
statement of irrecoverable items for the quarter ended 3l6t March 1886, and the 
balance still left, Rs. 418, is under recovery. 
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15. AREEiiRB RBCOMMENDBD TO BB WRITTEN OFF. — Rs. l,854'8-3 Under ryotwar 
and Rb. 2,769-11-6 under miscellaneous entered in column 11 of statement No, 8 as 
Already recommended for remission are given in the statement of irrecoverable arrears 
for the quarters ended 30th September 18S4, 30th September 1885, 31st December 
1885, 3 1st March 1886, 30th June 1886 and 30th September 1886, on which orders 
are still awaited. Two small items included in them (Rs. 5-3-4 for fadi 1288, ryot- 
war, and Rs. 8-15-4 for fasli 1291, misceUaneous) were held under objection pending 
further investigation as ordered in Proceedings on Periodical Register No. 5144, dated 
4tli March 1885. In these and some cases included in column 12 as now recommended 
proof is shown by the parties from whom the amounts were due that they had paid 
them. A search in the accounts has failed to show any credit in the treasury under 
the proper heads ; but it is possible. that the items may have been erroneously credited 
and shown again as arrears as explained in paragraph 13. For the same reasons the 
following amounts are now recommended, for the payment ^f which the parties 
concerned have produced receipts : —

were duly collected and credited, but have been shown again as arrears by mistake. 

There remains Rs. 291-13-9 for fasli 1286 entered as ^* doubtful" under 
ryotwar to be explained. This is the demand on Mr. Hamilton's estate known as 
" Gadsbrook," regardmg which a special report will shortly be made to the Board. 

Rs. 272-8-0 for fasli 1293 is the rent on gold-mining leases issued to Mr. Jer. 
Ryan and Glenrock Gold Mining Company, and subsequently surrendered under G.O., 
No. 631, dated 12th May 1884, and No. 924, dated 8th August 1884. The rent on 
the leases up to the date of relinquishment was recovered and credited as directed in 
the above orders. 

16. Coercive measures. — The number of individuals against whom processes 
were issued during the year is 2,182 for arrears amounting to Rs. 18,615. The 
extent of land sold under Act II of 1864 (Madras) is 1,392 acres for arrears amounting 
to Rs. 2,469. 1,273 acres were bought in on behalf of Government for want of 
bidders, and the remainder was purchased by private individuals for Rs. 817. The 
processes were served through the village agency as, in consequence of the receipts 
from* this source being small, the establishment entertained for the purpose was 
dispensed with at the close of fasli 1294. 

17. Waste Land Rules. — ^The particulars under this head are given below for the 
last two years for tlie purpose of comparison : —

The diminished area of land taken up under the waste land rules is owing to the 
depression in the planting industry and to the restrictions in force regarding the sale 
of sholahs, swamps, &c., and the prohibition of sale of lands in the settlements. 

By G.O., No. 490, dated 16th June 1886, Revenue, the waste land rules were 
modifi^ so as to enable the adjoining estate holders to take up lands not exceeding 
20 acres in extent. As yet very few applications have been received, and it is now 
premature to say how far the supplemental rules would meet the wishes of the planters. 

. 

18. Government Law Suits. — Statement No. 16 relating to this head is blank 
for the year under report. 

19. Lands acquieed by Public Servants. — NU. 
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20. Village Accounts. — ^Nos. 1, 3, 4, 5, 10, 11 and 12 of the village accounts 
are maintained in all the villages on the Nflgiri plateau. They are fairly well kept. 
The cultivation and adangal accounts of some villages were not satisfactory, the 
cumams concerned being new. With the instructions which have been given to 
them at the settlement of the year, it is hoped that the defects will be rectified. In 
South-east Wynaad there are but two cumams and three monigars. The staff is 
utterly insuflScient and the men are reported to be ignorant. The system of accounts 
now adopted entails much unnecessary scriptory work while serving no correspondina; 
use. With the completion of the revenue settlement now in progress which 
Mr. Stuart expects to finish before the end of the current fasli, it is hoped that the 
administration of South-east Wynaad will be rendered satisfactory. 

21. Conduct op Subordinate Officials. — On the whole satisfactory. 

22. General Remarks. — In conclusion, I have to express my regret for the delay 
in the submission of this report. The settlement of South-east Wynaad was not 
finished till the middle of August last ; the accounts and reports were not received till 
1st November, and when received they were found incomplete and unsatisfactory. 
The outstanding old arrears in the old district were a source of great trouble, and 
frequent references to the taluk officials had to be made, and a careful examination of 
eadh item of demand and collection was held in this office. 

It will be obser\'ed that there are considerable variations between the monthly 
demand, collection and balance figures and those reported in the enclosures appended 
to this report. The former have been completely recast on a careful scrutiny and it is 
difficult to explain more fully than what is stated in the preceding paragraphs owing to 
the utter ^absence of any system of compilation of accounts which has characterized the 
administration of the district prior to the completion of the late revenue settlement

3. SjiASON. — ^The season was not on the whole very favorable for agricultural 

operations, as has been stated in my Administration Beport for 1885-86, an extract 
from which is given below : — 

** Although the rainfaU on the whole was about the average (31*49 against 33*74) still it 
was not timely. The early rains kept off until September and the fall registered up to the 
end of Au^^ was only 9*33 inches aminst the average of 15*81 inches, but tiiere was a copious 
fall thiou^out the district in SepteniDer and October averaging 16*47 inches which was about 
half of the total fall for the whole year. In three taluks the rainfall was a little above the 
average and in the remaining six less as shown below : —

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4. Crops.-^A8 stated in the administration report, the condition of the early 
crops was indifferent, the outturn under ^^ Dry " varying from 6 to 8 annas. The 
wet crops, however, yielded from 8 to 12 annas. 

5. Sakitabt coNDrnoBT and publig health. — ^The public health was decidedly 
better than in fasli 1294 (1884-85). Cholera did not break out in an epidemic form 
during the year. There were only isolated cases here and there amounting in all to 
nineteen. The mortality from fever was 1,419 in excess of the previous year. The total 
mortality amounted to 20,686 or 19*15 per mille and births to 35*91 per mille of the 
population against 20*00 and 35*59, respectively, in the year before. The statement

Kanakabommampattyy one of the divisions of Singalandapuram mitta in the 
Salem taluk, sanctioned in Board^s Proceedings, Mis. No. 10,812, dated 5th December 
18b5, was sold on the 26th June last. But as the sale took place at the close of the 
fasli, it has not been treated as a separated mitta in the accounts of the year under 
review. The question of the peishcush of the Bdgalur poliem in the Hosur taluk has 
been finally settled by Government in G.O., No. 629, dated 27th July 1886. 

9. Shrotribm Jom. — ^The number of the whole inam villages and the quit-rent 
payable by them continued to be the same as in last year, viz., 179 villages paying 
Bs. 42,300. 

10. Etotwaei Settlement — Number op "Rtotwar Villages. — In the number of 
ryotwar villages there is a decrease of 98, which is owing to the transfer of some of 
the villages on the Javadis in the Tirupatiir taluk to the North and South Arcot 
districts. Four villages of the Bommandi division in the Uttankarai taluk purchased by 
Government last year have been transferred to the head of '^ Rented villages."

From the above it' will be seen that there is an increase of 2,369 puttas, due to 
more lands being taken up during the fasli. The decrease under ^^ Fresh puttas " and 
*^ Old puttas modified '^ and the increase under the old " puttas not altered " are due 
to the fact that in fasli 1294 almost all the puttas were issued in the new form circu- 
lated with Board's Proceedings, No. 1006, dated 20th March 1884. 

12. Holdings. — The extent of ryotwar holdings amounted to acres 1,170,085, 
assessed at Es. 17,49,327, against acres 1,127,763, assessed at Rs. 17,09,155, in fasli 
1294. The large increase is attributable to the gradual but steady recovery from the 
effects of the late famine. If the holdings of the four villages of the Bommandi 
division transferred to the head of " Bented villages " were taken into account, the 
holdings would be still greater. The holdings (excluding the extent of the four 
villages) are still short of the extent before famine by acres 45,989, assessed at 
Bs. 19,016. The following statement exhibits the particulars of holdings as they stood 
at the beginning of the year with subsequent changes and additions as compared with 
those of fasli 1294 :—

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Savi remissions were granted only in five taluks of the district, the largest amount 
or more than half being in Tirupatiir. The large decrease under " Tirwacummee '^ 
is due to the good condition in which almost all the minor irrigation works in the 
district were in during the year. Rs. 12 were remitted on dry lands, which are tempo- 
rarily taken up in the Krishnagiri taluk for the Baroor and Thomas projects. Rs. 194 
shown aQ remissions granted in the Bommandi division represent the difference 
between the fisal assessment and the cowle tirwa for which certain lands have been 
assigned by former mittadars of Kadatdr. 

2. Fixed remissions. — ^The remissions granted under this head are independent of 
the state of the season and consist of the following two items :•— 

(1) Fixed cowle remissions 

(2) One-fourth of water-rate remitted for baling 

The increase under item No. 2 is due to the increase in the amount of water-rate 
charged during the year under report. 

3. Deductions from hertz. — The only item requiring explanation under this 
head is the deduction of Rs. 14 from the beriz. Some years ago portions of Uavasamu- 
thram shrotriem village in the Krishnagiri taluk were resumed by Government, includ- 
ing the toti inam. Ever since the date of the resumption the whole assessment was 
credited to Government. The totis who were doing their service all the while 
claimed their pay last year, and as the amounts had already been collected and 
included in the demand, the sanction of the Board was obtained for the refund — vide 
Board's Proceedings, Mis. No. 6140, dated 7th July 1885. In the accounts of the 
fasli under report the pay of the totis is shown as a beriz deduction, the remainder 
of the assessment alone being included in the beriz.

Item No. 1. — The decrease under *^ Personal" and increase under ^* Service'' are 
due to the rectification of the inaccurate classification continued in the Atilr taluk in 
fasli 1295. 

Item No. 2. — The decrease under this item is small. It is due to punctual record 
of cultivation before jamabandi. 

Item No. 4. — ^The decrease under this item is due to the transfer of some villages 
on the Javadis to the North and South A.rcot districts — vide paragraph 10 supra.

The arrears on Kunibarapalli have also been 
subsequently fully paid. The arrear on Shulagiri has been recommended for remission 
in the last quarterly statement, being the two-thirds of quit-rent less 10 per cent, of minor 
inams given over to the poligar but subsequently reUuquished by him. Thus the 
arrears at the end of September were only Rs. 81. 

30. Sheotriem jodl — The balance under this head is very small and steps are 
being taken to collect it.

34. Coercive Processes. — Enclosure B to statement No. 8 gives particulars of 
processes issued and the fees realized under Act II of 1864. The total number of 
defaulters against whom processes issued during the fasli under report amounted to 
282,745 against 207,688 in the previous year. Of this, 206,818 or 89-23 per cent 
were served by the village agency, and the remaining 10*77 per cent, by the special 
paid agency.

36. Advances under Land Improvement Loans Act and for seed-grain and 
INTEREST THEREON. — The particulars of advances and collections under these heads are 
given in statements Nos. 13 and 14. From statement No. 13 it will be seen that the 
ordinary advances, the repayment of which fell due in the fasli under report, have all 
been fully collected. No advances were given for purchasing seqd-grain since the 
famine. A small balance of interest on famine advances has been written off the 
accounts during the fasli — vide Board's Proceedings, No. 527, dated 25th June 1886. 
I have already stated in the administration report that some applications were received 
for advances under the Land Improvement Loans Act, and that necessary inquiries 
have been made, and that they would be duly disposed of as soon as the restriction, 
owing to the financial pressure, is removed. Since then the new rules under the 
Land Improvement Loans Act and the Agriculturists' Loans Act have been duly 
promulgated, and applications wiU now be disposed of in accordance with those rules. 
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37. Recovery of law chabges. — The balance at the beginning of the fasli was 
Rs. 108-1-11, and the amount of costs awarded during the fasli was Rs. 621-13-6, 
thus making up a total of Rs. 629-15-5, Out of this amount Rs. 673-3-6* were 
collected within the fasli, leaving a balance of Rs. 56-8-11 to be collected. Necessary- 
steps are being taken for the recovery of this small balance also. 

38. Lands AcauiRBD by public servants. — ^Particulars of lands newly acquired 
by public servants during fasli 1296 are given in statement No. 16. The tahsildar 
referred to in the account is the tahsildar of Uttankarai. 

39. Ruined tanks. — One small kuttai with a wet ayacut of 1*26 acres was made 
over to private individual in the Uttankarai taluk. As the area irrigable by the tank 
was found to be greater than its original ayacut, the ayacut was raised to acres 4*34, 
and charged district rate, viz., Rs. 2-8-0 per acre.

2. Tbreitorial Changes. — ^There have been no changes of this kind and the 
number of taluks and villages remains the same as formerly, viz., 5 and 1,284 
respectively. 

3. Places at which Jamabandi was held. — In the appended statement No. 1 
are given the places at which jamabandi was held and the names of the officers who 
held it. It commenced on the 15th February last and ended on the 15th March. I 
settled the taluks of Mangalore and Edsaragdd between the 26th February and 12th 
March, while the General Duty Deputy Collector settled those of Coondapoor and TJdipi, 
which form the Head Assistant Collector's division, between the 15th February and 
15th March, and the Temporary Deputy Collector the taluk of TTppinangadi between 
the 4th and 9th of March. As required in Board's Proceedings, dated 14th August 
1886, No. 1827, a statement showing the officers who settled* each taluk of the district 
during the past five years, is appended to this report. 

4. PuTTAS. — The annexed statement shows 42,676 puttas for the district for 
fasli 1295 against 42,279 for fasli 1294. Out of the 909 new puttas only 397 
represent the number issued for new holdings registered during fasli 1295, whUe the 
rest were issued in lieu of old puttas not produced for revision.

Hems No8, 1 and 2. — Out of the increase of Rs. 42 under this head, Rs. 32 were 
allowed on ten wargs (estates) in Mangalore taluk and the remainder on certain 
holdings in Coondapoor taluk, portions of which were washed away by rivers. 

Itf'm No. 3. — The full assessment of all the existing salt-pans in Coondapoor 
taluk, amounting to Rs. 1,5 L2, was remitted in consequence of the manufacture of salt 
having been prohibited {vide Board's Proceedings, dated 13th February 1885, No.

The ryotwar arrear collections np to the end of the fasli amounted to 68*75 
per cent of the demand against 80'51 per cent, in the preceding year, and the aiTear 
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colliBctions of miscellaneous reyenne amounted to 68*23 per cent, of the demand 
against 82*23 per cent, in fasli 1294.

Of the total number of aeres sold, 316 acres were purchased for Government for 
nominal prices amounting in all to Rs. 30 owing to want of bidders, and the remaining 
164 acres were purchased by private persons for the aggregate sum of Ks. 1,762. 

29. Interest on Arrears op Land Revenue. — The amount of interest charged 

during the year under report on account of 
the arrears of fasli 1294 was Rs. 304, 
to which the unrealised balance of interest 
charged in the previous years being added, 
the total demand under this head amounted 
to Rs. 793 against Rs. 1,235 in fasli 1294. 
The decrease is to some extent explained 
by the current balance of Land Revenue 
at the end of fasli 1294 being smaller than 
that at the end of fasli 1293. Of the 
above demand Rs. 243 were collected 
within the close of the year and Rs. 40 
remitted, leaving a balance of Rs. 510, of which the greater part seems to be irrecover- 
able, the arrears on which it was charged being themselves irrecovejable. 

50. Civil Suits. — The amount of costs awarded to Government in suits brought 
against it by public parties in the year under report was Rs. 22-0-2, and with the 
balance of Rs. 19-10-2 at the beginning of the year, the total demand amounted to 
Rs 41-10-4. Out of this amount Rs. 14-14-0 were collected during the year, leaving 
a balance of Rs. 26-12-4, which will be collected in due course. 

31. Advances. — As in the previous years, no advances of any kind were made to 
ryots, none having applied for them., 

82. Landed Property acquired and alienated by Public Servants.— During the 
yfear twenty-one public servants acquired landed property, assessed in the aggregate 

at a sum of Rs, 785, while three servants alienated lands assessed together at Rs. 99. 

• 

33. Village and Taluk A.ccounts. — The village accounts were, as usual, examined 
at the time of the jamabandi and wore found to be kept fairly on the whole. The 
taluk accounts of two taluks, viz., Mangalore and Coondapoor, were examined by the 
Treasury Deputy Collector during his examination of the treasuries of those taluks, 
and instructions issued regarding the correction of defects noticed. 

34. Examination op Taluk Treasuries. — In the year under report the Treasury 
Deputy Collector examined two out of the five taluk treasuries in this district, viz., 
the Mangalore and Coondapoor taluk treasuries. The cash balance and stock of 
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currency notes, stock-notes and stamps were found correct in each of these treasuries. 
The Treasury Deputy Collector also reports that the general condition of the Coonda- 
poor taluk treasury was better than when he last examined it in 1883. 

35. EuLES REGAEMNG PEiVATB Wells. — As no watcr-ratc is charged in this 
district, the information required in Board's Proceedings, dated 18th March 1885, 
Ko. 898, has not to be furnished from this district.

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.1 HATE the honor to submit the report on the revenue settlement and collections 
of this district for fasti 1295 accompanied by the prescribed statements. 

2. Officebs who condcctbb the Settlement — Statement No 1. — The settlement 
of the district was commenced on the 29th January and brought to a close on the 18th 
May 1886. The actual period occupied in the setilement was seventy-one days and 
varied in the case of each taluk from one day for Cochin to twelve days for Pdlghat. 
The thirty-nine stations selected for the distribution of puttas were all within the 
respective taluks and were convenient to the ryots. The number of stations varied 
from one in Cochin to seven in Fondni. The subjoined statement gives particulars 
as to the names of ofBcers who conducted the settlement/ the taluks settled by each, 
and the number of stations at which puttas were distributed. The fresh statement 
(No, 18) called for in Board^s Proceedings, dated 14th August 1886, No. 1827, is 
herewith submitted : —

The second or makaram crop 
was damaged in parts by insects. The yield of rice was below the average. As 
regards other products the yield was generally &ir, that of upland crop0 being 
however poor. 

7. Santtabt Conbition. — In the subjoined statement are given the number of deaths 
from cholera, small-pox, fever and otiier causes. Compared with the figures of 
1884-85 there was a decrease of 3,330 deaths from the first three causes. Cholera 
prevailed in the taluks of Walawandd, Emdd, Pdlghat and Pondni and carried off 
1,407 victims, against 1,613 in 1884-85. 3,764 persons died of small-pox which wa8 
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vorst in F&lghat, Pondni and Chirakal. The virulent type of fever which appeared 
in certain taluks in 1884-85 subsided during 1885-86. The health of the people may* 
be said to have been generallj better than in 1884-8&,

It will be observed that the extent of the holdings was 771,505 acres, assessed at 
Bs. 17,82,039, against 770,957 acres, assessed at Bs. 17,82,698 in the previous year. 
There was a falling off of 2,089 acres in the taluks of Kdttayam, Wynaad and Pilghat, 
while there was an increase of 2,637 acres in the other taluks. The decrease in 
Wynaad is remarkable, being 5,498 acres in fasli 1294 as compared with fasli 1293, 
and in the year under report it was again 1,118 acres in comparison with fasli 1294. 
Yarious causes have tended to bring about this result and are known to the Board. 
The cofiee indi^stry has for several years been in a very depressed condition and it 
seems as if the worst had not yet been reached. In the course of an extended tour in 
Wynaad I observed, however, that the planting of cinchona was being energetically 
pushed on, and I trust that although the price of quinine has fallen since then, this new 
industry may take in some measure the place of coffee. The planters are also turning 
their attention to other fresh products. The decrease in Fdlghat and Kdttayam was 
chiefly under " Dry " and calls for no remarks. 

11. WAfiTEB BujaTTEU. — An assessment of Bs. 1,824 was remitted in respect of 
1,160 acres of waste chiefly in Pondni and Caliout taluks. In the former the remis- 
sion was rendered necessary by the destruction of the punjakal cultivation which is 
of a very precarious nature and was granted with the previous sanction of the Board 
{vide Board's Procwdings, d^ted 28tli July 1886, Mis. No, 6674). In the Calicut 
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taluk the influx of salt water into the fields destroyed the crops. The remission 
granted in fasli 1294 was Rs. 1,832 and in respect of 1,119 acres, and these figures are 
nearly the same as those for the year under report. 

12. Waste Charged. — The extent of waste charged was 3,487 acres of dry and 
465 acres of wet and the assessment imposed thereon was Rs. 2,121. Li fasli 1294 
the area similarly dealt with was 8,756 acres, assessed at Rs. 2,124. 

13. Actual CuLTiyATioN'. — ^The area actually cultivated with assessable crops was 
374,066 acres of dry, assessed at Rs. 6,13,169, and d92,327, acres of wet, assessed at 
Rs. 11,64,925. The comparative figures for the last two years are shown below^ 
The net result is an expansion of cultivation to the extent of 311 acres followed, 
however, by a decrease of Rs. 648 in assessment, which latter fact is due to the differ- 
ence in assessment rates in different parts of the district, the gain in one not being 
recouped by loss in another : —

18. Permanently-settled Estate — Statement No. 6. — ^The only estate held on 
permanent tenure in this district is the territory known as the Kai^r land in Can- 
nanore with its dependencies comprising the Laccadive Islands of Agatti, Kavaratti, 
Androth, Kalpeni and Minicoy. The peishcush due on this estate is Rs. 15,000-0-11. 
The outstanding balance exclusive of interest at the close of the fasli against the 
estate was Es. 59,279-2-9. 

19. Demand, Collection and Balance Statement No. 7. — The demand for the 
fasli under reference, both arrears and current, was Rs. 18,5S,115, of which 
Es. 18, 14,489 was collected during the year, leaving a balance of Es. 43,626 at its close. 
This has been reduced by subsequent collections to Es. 42,129, of which Es. 39,!279 
is due from Sultan Ali Eaja, and the balance (Es. 2,850) under ryotwar in Wynaad 
and Cochin taluks. The percentage of collection to demand was 97*65. A statement 
showing the demand, collection and balance is appended : —

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20. Interest Chahgbd. — The total amount'of interest charged on arrears of revenue 
was Rs. 2,780, of which Rs. 951 was collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 1,829 out- 
standing at the close of the year. The full particulars are given in enclosure A to 
statement No. 7. 

21. Collections of Arkbars op Former Faslis — Statement No. 8. — ^The arrears 
during the fasli amounted to Rs. 37,640-6-6, of which Rs. 12^425-7-8 were collected, 
leaving a sum of Rs. 25,214-14-10 outstanding at its close. Rs. 624-4-10 has since 
bdbn written of and the bulk of the balance is due from Sultan Ali Raja of Cannanore. 

22. Coercive Process. — The extent to which recourse was had to coercive 
process for realization of arrears of revenue is exhibited in the subjoined statement. 
The total number of persons against whom processes were issued in the current fasli 
was 31,167, against 25,849 in the preceding year. In the case of 280 persons, against 
211 in the previous year, property, both real and personal, was brought to sale. The 
amount of arrears was Rs. 6,287, while the sum actually realized was Rs. 9,280, against 
an estimated value of Rs. 6,588. The amount for the collection of which processes 
were issued was Rs. 2,22,181 due from 31,167 defaulters, but the extreme measure 
authorised by Act II of 18d4 (was resorted to only in the collection of Rs. 6,287. 
There were sales of property in all taluks, Pondni, Calicut and Wynaad having the 
largest share : —

23. Process Service CoLLEcmoNs. — ^The collections on account of process service 
under Act 11 of 1864 amounted to Es. 1,220, against Rs. 1,566 in 1294, while the 
charges on account of the special process service jagency came to only Rs. 744, leaving 
a surplus of Rs. 476. The charges were incurred only in Wynaad and PonAni where 
special establishments were entertained during the kist season, costing Rs. 354 and 
Bs; 390 respectively. The number of processes served by the special agency was 
2,936, against 2,600 in 1294. Those served by village agency was 28,231 as compared 
with 23,249 in the previous year. The rates charged ranged from 4 to 8 annas. 

24. Statement No. 9. — Particulars of demand and collection in each taluk are 
detailed in this statement. There are arrears only in Chirakal, Wynaad and Cochin 
taluks, and the causes of these have been already explained. 

26. Statement No. 10 — ^Acreage op Crops.— The subjoined statement exhibits 
the extent of land on which food-grains were cultivated. Compared with the past f asU 
there is a slight increase except under items (2) and (4). The figures are, however, 
untrustworthy for reasons explained in my letter, dated 24th ultimo, No. 4757 : —

27. Lands sold undeb Standing Obdebs Nos. 32, 36 and 111. — No lands were 
sold or otherwise disposed of under the orders quoted as will be seen from statement 
No. 12. 

28. Advances to Cultivatoes ijndeb the Land Impbovement Act and fob Seed 
Gbain — Statements Nas. 13 and 14. — No advances were made under this head during 
the year under report. 

29. Civil Suits. — A sum of Rs. 639-4-9 was awarded as costs in civil suits to 
which Government was a party in the year under report. This added to the balance 
outstanding in the previous year gave a total of Rs. 1,468-1-6, of which Rs. 527-12-2 
were collected during the year, and Rs. 416-4-10 after its close. A balance of 
Rs. 524-0-6 remains to be recovered. Of this sum, Rs. 147 is irrecoverable owing to 
the poverty of the parties and is recommended to be written ofE the accounts. 

30. Extent of Lands acquibed by Public Sbbvants — Statement No. 16. — ^Tbe 
following statement gives particulars of lands acquired by public servants in this 
district. The total area acquired was 181 acres bearing an assessment of Rs. 209. 
Of this, 26 acres assessed at Rs. 50, were purchased by the Sub-division Sheristadar 
P. Ramier in the Pdlghat taluk. The others were purchased by clerks and account-

31. Abandoned Tanks made oveb to Pbivatb Individuals. — ^No tanks of this 
description were made over to private individuals during, the year under report. 

32. Pbivatb Wells dug undeb Favobablb Terms. — The terms of the Board's 
revised rules relating to cultivation under wells are practically inapplicable to this 
district. This point was especially reported in this office letter No. 4029, dated 
17th September last. 

33. Examination of Taluk and Village Accounts. — The village accounts, 
including the birth and death registers, were examined by the settlement officers at 
the time of the jamabandi and were found to be generally well kept. There are, 
however, corrections not initialled and entries not properly made, on which points 
orders have been given by the respective jamabandi officers. 
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34. Examination of Taluk Tbsasubies. — All treasuries in the district were 
examined by the divisional officers and the result of this examination was satisfactory. 
The Deputy Collector in charge of the treasury inspected the Calicut, Fondni and 
Walawandd sub-treasuries and was ^tisfied with their management. 

35. General Remarks. — During the year under report the revenue charge of 
the Walawandd taluk was transferred from the Special Assistant to the Head Assistant 
Collector, and that of the Calicut taluk was given to the former officer. The 
magisterial charges were left unaltered. The Calicut taluk was constituted a separate 
magisterial division under the provisions of the Criminal Procedure Code.
